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REPORTS OF PROCEEDINGS, 


Tne ANNvAL Excursion was held on Thursday, July 17th, 1902. 
The members of the Society and their friends assembled at Horley 
Station, whence they drove to Charlwood Church. The church, of 
which an account from the pen of the late Mr. J. Lewis André, 
F.S.A., has already been published in these Collections (Vol. XI, 
pp. 3—24), was described on the present occasion by Mr. Philip M. 
Johnston. Leaving Charlwood the party proceeded to Horley Church, 
which forms the subject of a monograph by the late Major Heales, 
F.S.A.,, in Surrey Archeological Collections, Vol. VU, pp. 169—183. 
A paper, by Mr. J. G. Waller, on the monuments in the chureh 
appeared also in the same volume (pp. 184—191). The church had 
undergone considerable restoration in 1901, being enlarged by the 
addition of a south aisle. At this visit of the Society the principal 
architectural features of the building were briefly pointed out by 
Mr. Ralph Nevill, F.S.A. After a short interval for light refresh- 
ments at Horley, the drive was resumed and the ancient earthworks 
known as Thunderfield Castle, at Harrowsley, were reached. These 
were described by Mr. H. E. Malden, M.A., whose paper on the 
subject is printed in the present volume. Smallfield Place was next 
visited and inspected by the kind permission of Mr. and Mrs. Leslie- 
Moore, who hospitably entertained the party to tea, This interesting 
seventeenth-century house was described in a short paper by Mr. 
Leslie-Moore, who said that it had been originally built by Edward 
Byshe, a lawyer, in the reign of James I. Leaving Smallfield Place 
the party drove to Redhill, where a cold collation at Laker’s Hotel 
terminated the day’s proceedings. 


An ArrerRNoon MeeEtiNG of the Society was held on Saturday, 
October 11th, 1902, by the kind permission of the rector, the Rev. 
Canon William Thompson, D.D., in the Collegiate Church of St. 
Saviour, Southwark. Fifteen years had passed since the Society’s 
previous visit to this church, and in the interval the building had been 
completely restored under the able direction of the architect, Sir A. W. 
Blomfield, A.R.A. Mr. Philip M. Johnston read a paper on the 
history of the fabric, and detailed the many changes which the church 
had undergone since its original foundation, when it formed a part of 
the conventual buildings of the Priory of St. Mary Overie. Until 
within recent memory, when it was transferred to Rochester, the 
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church had always been in the diocese of Winchester, and to that 
diocese in consequence all its traditions belonged. Lancelot Andrewes, 
one of Winchester’s most famous bishops, was buried here in 1626. 
The old stone roof of the nave fell in 1469, and was replaced by an 
oak roof, which gradually fell into decay with the rest of the nave, 
until, in 1838, the whole was taken down, and a nave of the meanest 
description was substituted. This remained until the erection of the 
present more adequate and nobler-looking building. Mr. Johnston 
referred to the good work done by Gwilt in the early years of the 
nineteenth century. To his good offices was mainly due the preser- 
vation of the retro-choir, or Lady Chapel, as it is called, Mr. Johnston 
then pointed out the leading features of architectural work in the 
building, and explained what had been done by Sir A. Blomfield. 

After an inspection of the many objects of interest in the church, 
the party reassembled in the Lady Chapel to hear a paper by Pro- 
fessor J. W. Hales, M.A., F.S.A., of King’s College, London, on 
Shakespeare’s connection with the parish of St. Saviour and the early 
theatres there. Professor Hales pointed out that Southwark formed 
the second earliest theatrical centre in London, the first centre being in 
Shoreditch. Some account was then given of the several theatres 
which existed in Elizabethan times on the Surrey side, including one 
at Newington Butts, of which Professor Hales said that a few years 
ago he had been able to trace out the existence, with the assistance of 
Mr. Syer Cuming, whose lamented death, which took place four days 
before the present meeting, he deeply grieved to have to announce. 
Coming to the question of Shakespeare’s own residence in Southwark, 
this had previously rested on the sole authority of Malone, who quoted 
two contemporary documents which had long ago been utterly lost to 
sight. Fortunately, however, some fresh evidence had quite recently 
come to Professor Hales’s knowledge which left little doubt of the 
fact. This evidence, based on some subsidy assessments preserved at 
the Public Record Office, was set out by Professor Hales in the 
concluding part of his paper. 


Tue Forty-E1ignta ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING, in accordance 
with Rule XIII, to receive and consider the Report of Council, the 
Balance-sheet and Statement of Assets and Liabilities, to the 31st of 
December, 1902, and to elect officers, was held at the Castle Arch, 
Guildford, on Saturday, the 21st March, 1903, at 3 pm. The 
President, Viscount Mip.eton, in the chair. 

The Honorary Secretary read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Minutes of the last Annual General Meeting were read and 
adopted. 

The Honorary Secretary then read the Balance-sheet and Statement 
of Assets and Liabilities to the 3lst of December, 1902. 

On the motion of the President, seconded by Mr. W. More-Molyneux, 
it was resolved “* That the Balance-sheet and Statement of Assets and 
Liabilities be received, adopted, and entered on the Minutes,” 
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The Chairman then requested the Honorary Secretary to read the 
Report of Council for 1902. 


REPORT OF COUNCIL. 


Tue CounciL or THE SuRREY ARCH&®OLOGICAL Soctety has 
much pleasure in submitting this, its Forty-eighth Annual Report, 
together with the Cash Account and Statement of Assets and Liabilities 
to the 31st of December, 1902. 

Tue AnnuaL Excursion was held on Thursday, July 17th, the 
meeting place being Horley, whence Charlwood Church, Horley 
Church, Thunderfield Castle, and Smallfield Place were visited. 

Aw Arternoon MEETING of the Society was held in St. Saviour’s 
Church, Southwark, on Saturday, October 11th. 

The Council takes this opportunity of returning the thanks of the 
Society to all who assisted in rendering the meetings successful. 

The Annual Volume of the Collections (Vol. XVII) has recently 
been issued to all members whose subscriptions to the year 1902 
inclusive are not in arrear. In this volume are valuable papers by 
Dr. F. R. Fairbank, F.S.A., Mr. H. E. Malden, M.A., Mr. A. Ridley 
Bax, F.S.A., Mr. Philip M. Johnston, Mr. Cecil T. Davis, Mr. M. S. 
Giuseppi, F.S.A., the Rev. A. J. Pearman, M.A., and Miss Eleanor 
Lloyd. Two of the original drawings made by John Evelyn in 1640 
of Wotton House have, by the kind permission of Mr. W. J. Evelyn, 
F.S.A., been reproduced as illustrations for this volume. 

The Council is pleased to be again able to congratulate the members 
of the Society upon a slight increase in their numbers, and this despite 
the fact that the losses during the past year by death or resignation 
have been unusually heavy. But as a set-off against the future 
occurrence of such losses, and that the standard of efficiency main- 
tained by the Society in past years may not be impaired through this 
sause, the Council feels that it must still urge upon all members the 
great necessity of inducing their friends, who are not already members, 
but are interested in the archeology of the county, to submit their 
names for election to membership. 

The season of 1902 at Waverley has been a busy and, on the whole, 
very satisfactory one. Work has been confined to the area, partly 
explored last year, west of the Cellarium and Church. The north wall 
of the fine Infirmary Hall of the Lay Brethren was found to extend 
westward and formed the northern boundary of what appears to have 
been a large garden extending nearly to the river bank. Near the 
south-west corner of this garden was a range of buildings running 
almost due west, the use of which has not at present been ascertained. 
The ground immediately north of the Lay Infirmary has been carefully 
explored, but though foundations have been found, they are so irregu- 
lar and detached that nothing much can be made of them at present, 
except that the position of the kitchen and its oflices has been con- 
firmed. Further west, however, an important building has been found, 
measuring roughly 46 ft. by 16 ft., and supposed to have been a Guest 
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House. The most interesting discovery of the year has been a second 
Guest House of the same date as the later portion of the Lay Infirmary. 
The dimensions of this building are nearly 44 ft. by 21 ft.; the 
buttress bases and those of the central pillars were found to be in 
excellent preservation. This building is to the west of the Chureh and 
almost joins on to it. The entrance to this Guest House was on the 
south side, and appears to have connected with a large court yard 
having an important western gateway, 

The Council has to tender the heartiest thanks of the Society to the 
Rev. T. 8. Cooper, who has again superintended these excavations, 
and also to Mr. Henry Horneastle, who has devoted much valuable 
time and labour during the past few years to the work. Owing to 
the discovery of foundations of buildings in somewhat unexpected 
positions, it is impossible to say exactly how much further work may 
be necessary before the excavations can be completed. If, however, 
permission to continue them is again forthcoming, the present year 
should certainly see an end to the undertaking. Possibly a few weeks 
may be all that is required. Unfortunately the Council has to report 
that the expense of the excavations has been greatly in excess of the 
amount raised by the kind contributions of members and others— 
notably one of £25 received last year from the Society of Antiquaries 
—to the Special Fund created for the purpose. The deficit now 
amounts to £110, and the Council, that it may not feel any hesitation 
in sanctioning the completion of this, perhaps the most important 
piece of work the Society has ever undertaken, has once again to 
appeal to the generosity of members to reduce this debt, and thus to 
relieve the ordinary funds of the Society of a burden that must other- 
wise continue to hamper its work in other directions for some years to 
come. 

With reference to the resolution which was passed at the last 
Annual General Meeting, whereby the Council was requested to lend 
its assistance to the foundation of the proposed Surrey Parish Register 
Society, the Council has heard with much pleasure that an immediate 
start with the work of publication by this new Society is now in 
contemplation. Additional subscribers are, however, very urgently 
needed to ensure the suecess of the Society, and those interested in 
its work should apply for particulars to W. Bruce Bannerman, Esq., 
F.S.A., Hon. Sec. pro tem, The Lindens, Sydenham Road, Croydon. 

Thomas Howse, Esq., F.L.S., having ceased to reside at Guildford, 
has resigned his office of Hon. Librarian to the Society. The Council, 
while expressing the thanks of the Society to Mr. Howse for his past 
services, has to announce that it has appointed Mr. Frederick H. Elsley, 
at a small annual salary, Librarian and Curator to the Society. As 
Mr. Elsley has had considerable experience as a librarian and will be 
able to attend for some time every morning at the Castle Arch, the 
Council feels assured that this appointment will be a very welcome 
one to those members who may desire to make use of the Society's 
Library. This Library, it may be mentioned, is now becoming a very 
valuable one, in consequence of the system of exchange of publications 
adopted with most of the leading archwological societies of the kingdom, 
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and it is hoped that during the present year a new catalogue may, 
with the assistance of Mr. Elsley, be completed. 

Among the losses by death the Council has to deplore that of 
Colonel John Davis, A-D.C., F.8.A., whose very valuable services to 
the Society, both as a member of the Council and as Hon. Loeal 
Secretary for Farnham, will be greatly missed. 

The vacancy on the Council “thus “caused by Colonel Davis’s death 
has been filled by the due election of Philip M. Johnston, Esq. 

The following members of Council retire by rotation, but are eligible 
for re-election, viz.: Lieut.-Col. Godwin-Austen, F.R.S.; the Hon. 
George C. Brodrick, D.C.L.; Rev. T. S. Cooper, M.A., F.S.A.; 
Edmond Foster, Esq. ; Robert Hovenden, Esq., F.S.A.; Mill Steven- 
son, Esq., B.A., F.S.A.; Arthur J. Style, Esq., F.R.I.B.A.; and 
Sir John Watney, F.S.A. 

The number of members is 405, viz.: Annual, 313; Life, 91; 
Honorary, 1. During the year 29 new members have been elected, 
viz.: 28 Annual and 1 Life. By death the Society has lost 15 
members, viz.: 11 Annual, 4 Life. By resignation, 9 members. 
Total, 24.—Gain over loss, 5. 


On the motion of the President, seconded by Mr. More-Molyneux, 
it was resolved ; “ That the Report of Council for 1902 be received, 
adopted, and entered on the Minutes.” 

The following gentlemen were re-elected members of Council :— 
Lieut. Col. Godwin-Austen, F.R.S.; the Hon. George C. Brodrick, 
D.C.L.; Rev. T. S. Cooper, M.A., F.S.A.; Edmond Foster, Esq. ; 
Robert Hovenden, Esq.. F.S.A.: Mill Stephenson, Esq., B.A., F.S.A.; 
Arthur J. Style, Esy., F.R.I.B.A.; aud Sir John Watney, F.S.A. 

Moved, seconded and carried, “ That the thanks of the Society be 
given to the President, Council and Officers of the Society for their 
services during the past year.” 

The Honorary Secretary was re-elected with a vote of thanks for his 
services in the past year. 

Thanks were also passed to the auditors, Mr. W. F. Potter and 
Mr. Cecil T. Davis, who were re-appointed. 

Mr. Edmond Foster explained the reasons which had led, after the 
retirement of Mr. T. Howse from the office of Hon. Librarian, to the 
appointment of a Librarian and Curator at a small annual salary, and 
on his proposition, seconded by Mr. H. Horncastle, Mr. F. H. Elsley 
was re-elected to the said offices. 

At the request of the Chairman, Mr. Horneastle explained the results 
of the past year’s excavations on the site of Waverley Abbey. 

On the motion of Mr. R. Garraway Rice, seconded by Mr. Robert 
Hovenden, it was resolved: “ That the sum ‘of fifteen pounds be voted 
from the funds of the Society during the present year towards the 
expenses of the excavations at W averley Abbey.” 

Proposed by Mr. More-Molyneux, seconded by Mr Foster, and 
carried unanimously: “That a hearty vote of thanks be passed to 
Mr. Rupert D. Anderson for his kindness in permitting the conti- 
nuation of the excavations at Waverley Abbey during the past year.” 
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The President spoke of the progress which had been made towards 
the founding of the Surrey Parish Register Society, the inaugural 
meeting of which it had been arranged to hold on the conclusion of the 
present meeting. Mr. Ralph Nevill also spoke of the value of the 
work which the new Society proposed to do, but stated that more 
members were still needed to ensure its complete success. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman, proposed by Mr. H. E. Malden, 
seconded by Mr. Frank B. Eastwood, and carried unanimously, 
terminated the proceedings. 
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Tue Fourteentu ConGress or ARCHZOLOGICAL SocreTIES IN 
Union with the Society of Antiquaries was held at Burlington House, 
on Wednesday, July 8th, 1903. The Society was represented by 
Mr. A. Ridley Bax, F.S.A., and Mr. W. Bruce Bannerman, F.S.A. 
The circular containing the report of the business transacted will be 
issued in due course to members. 

The Council having previously authorized the Honorary Secretary 
to obtain copies of the “ Classified Index of Archwological Papers, 
published in 1901,” that Index was issued to members with Vol. XVII. 
The Index for the year 1902, which the Honorary Secretary has also 
been authorized to obtain, is issued with the present volume. 


Tne Annual Excursion was held on Thursday, July 16th, 1903. 
The members of the Society and their friends having driven from 
Godalming or Shalford Station assembled at Rake House, Milford, 
which was kindly thrown open to their inspection by the tenant, 
Mrs. Cavan-Irving. The architecture of this interesting Elizabethan 
house was described by Mr. Ralph Nevill, F.S.A., and his account 
will be found printed in the present volume. Mr. M. S. Giuseppi, 
F.S.A., then read a short paper on “ Anthony Smith of Rake and the 
Ironworks at Witley and Thursley,” derived from materials which are 
fully dealt with in the same writer’s paper on “ Rake in Witley,” also 
printed in this volume. Leaving Rake, the party drove to Witley 
Chureh, which was described by Mr. Philip M. Johnston. Some notes 
on the history of the parish were read by Mr. Edmond Foster, who 
also pointed out the most interesting of the monuments, and explained 
what had been done at the recent restoration of the church. The 
substance of Mr. Johnston’s and Mr. Foster’s remarks will be found in 
their respective papers in the present volume. 

After a short adjournment for luncheon at the Witley Institute, the 
party proceeded to Thursley Church. On the way a halt was made at 
x moated barrow, some remarks on which were made by Mr. H. E. 
Malden, M.A. So far as was known the barrow had never been 
opened, but there could be little doubt that it was a sepulehral mound. 
The barrow was circular in form and probably belonged to the bronze 
age. The architecture of Thursley Church was described by Mr. 
Johnston, whose account is included with that of Witley Church in his 
paper printed in this volume. After leaving the church, a brief visit 
of inspection was paid to the old house close by, known as Hill Farm, 
which has several interesting features. 

The party then drove to Godalming, where they were first kindly 
entertained to tea at the Vicarage by the Vicar, the Rev. Leonard H. 
Burrows, and Mrs. Burrows. Godalming Chureh was then visited, 
and its architectural features pointed out by Mr. Nevill. The church 
has already been described in these Collections by the late Major 
Heales, in his paper in Vol. IV, pp. 194 seg., and by Mr. Nevill, in his 
notes on its restoration in Vol. VII, pp. 277 seq. 

On the conclusion of the meeting the party partook of a cold 
collation at the Angel Hotel.

RULES. 


I.—The Society shall be called Tur Surrey ArcuA0LoGicaL 
Sociery. 


I1].—The objects of this Society shail be— 


1. To collect and publish the best information on the Ancient 
Arts and Monuments of the County; including Primeval An- 
tiquities; Architecture, Civil, Eeclesiastical, and Military; 
Sculpture; Paintings on Walls, Wood, or Glass; Civil History 
and Antiquities, comprising Manors, Manorial Rights, Privileges, 
and Customs; Heraldry and Genealogy ; Costume, Numismatics ; 
Ecclesiastical History and Endowments, and Charitable Founda- 
tions, Records, &c.; and all other matters comprised under the 
head of Archeology. 


2. To procure careful observations and preservation of antiquities 
discovered in the progress of works, such as Railways, Founda- 
tions of Buildings, &e. 


3. To encourage individuals or public bodies in making 
researches and excavations, and afford them suggestions and 
co-operation. 


4. To oppose and prevent, as far as may be practicable, any 
injuries with which Monuments of every description may, from 
time to time, be threatened; and to collect accurate drawings, 
plans, and descriptions thereof. 


I11.—The subjects of all communications received, together with 
the names of the authors, shall be registered in a book kept for the 


purpose by the Honorary Secretary, which book shall be open to the 
inspection of the Members of the Society. 


1V.—The Society shall consist of Members and Honorary Members. 


V.—Each Member shall pay an Annual Subscription of Ten 
Shillings, to be due on the Ist of January in each year, in advance, 
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and an Entrance Fee of Ten Shillings, or £8* in lien thereof, as a 
composition for life. 


VI.—AlIl payments to be made to the Treasurer, to the account of 
the Society, at such Banking-house in the Metropolis as the Society 
may direct; and no cheque shall be drawn except by order of the 
Council; and every cheque shall be signed by two Members thereof 
and the Honorary Secretary. 


VII.—The Subscriptions of Members shall entitle them to one copy 
of all publications issued by direction of the Council during their 
Membership; and no publication shall be issued to Members whose 
Subseriptions are in arrear. Members whose subscriptions are upwards 
of three years in arrear, shall, after due notice, be removed from the 


List of Members.f 


VIII.—Every person desirous of being admitted a Member must be 
proposed agreeably to the form annexed to these Rules;{ and this 
form must be subseribed by him and by a Member of the Society, 
and addressed to the Honorary Secretary, to be submitted to the 
Council, who will ballot for his election,x—one black ball in five to 
exclude. 


1X.—Ladies desirous of becoming Members will be expected to con- 
form to Rule VIII, so far as relates to their nomination, but will be 
admitted without ballot. 


X.—Persons eminent for their works or scientific aequirements shall 
he eligible to be associated to the Society as Honorary Members, and 
be elected at a General Meeting; and no person shall be nominated to 
this class without the sanction of the Council. 


X1I.—The Lord-Lieutenant of the County, all Members of the House 
of Peers residing in, or who are Landed Proprietors in the County ; 
also all Members of the House of Commons representing the County 
or its Boroughs; the High Sheriff of the County for the time being, 
and such other persons as the Council may determine, shall be invited 
to become Vice-Presidents, if Members of the Society. 


XII.—The affairs of the Society shall be conducted by a Council 
of Management, to consist of a President, Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, 
an Honorary Secretary, and Twenty-four Members, eight of whom

shall go out annually, by rotation, but be eligible for re-election. 
Three Members of the Council (exclusive of the Honorary Secretary) 
shall form a quorum. 


XIII.—An Annual General Meeting shall be held in the month of 
January or February,* at such time and places as the Couneil shall 
uppoint, to receive and consider the Report of the Council on the state 
of the Society, and to elect the Officers for the ensuing twelve months. 


XIV.—There shall be also such other General Meetings in each 
year for the reading of papers and other business, to be held at such 
times and places as the Council may direct. 


XV.—The Council may at any time call a Special General Meeting, 
and they shall at all times be bound to do so on the written requisition 
of Ten Members, specifying the nature of the business to be transacted. 
Notice of the time and place of such Meeting shall be sent to the 
Members at least fourteen days previously, mentioning the subject to 
be brought forward ; and no other subject shall be discussed at such 
Meeting. 


XVI.—The Council shall meet for the transaction of business con- 
nected with the management of the Society once at least in every 
month; that is to say, on the second Thursday in each mouth, or on 
such other days as the Council shall from time to time direct. 


XVII.—At every Meeting of the Society, or of the Council, the 
resolutions of the majority present shall be binding, and at such Meet- 
ings the Chairman shall have a casting vote, independently of his vote 
as a Member of the Society or of the Council, as the case may be. 


XVIII.—The Council shall be empowered to appoint Local Secre- 
taries in such places in the County as may appear desirable. 


XITX.—Honorary Members and Local Secretaries shall have all the 
privileges of Members except that of voting. 


XX.—The whole effects and property of the Society shall be under 
the control and management of the Council, who shall be at liberty to 
purchase books, casts, or other articles, or to exchange or dispose of 
duplicates thereof, 


XXI.—The Council shall have the power of publishing such papers 
and engravings as may be deemed worthy of being printed, together

XXII.—The composition of each Life Member, less his entrance- 
fee, and so much of the surplus of the income as the Council may direct 
(after providing for the current expenses, printing the Annual Volume, 
&e.), shall he invested in Government Securities,* as the Council may 
deem most expedient ; the interest only to be available for the current 
disbursements ; and no portion shall be withdrawn without the sanction 
of a General Meeting. 


XXIII.—Two Members shall be annually appointed to audit the 
accounts of the Society, and to report thereon at the Annual General 
Meeting. 


XXIV.—No religious or political discussions shall be permitted at 
Meetings of the Society, nor topics of a similar nature admitted in the 


Society's publications. 


XXV.—No change shall be made in the Rules of the Society except 
at a Special General Meeting.

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BY-LAWS 
ORDERED BY THE COUNCIL 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE LIBRARY. 


February 15th, 1899. 


1.—The Library shall be open for the use of Members daily, with 
the exception of Sundays and the usual general holidays. 


2.—Members whose Annual Subseriptions shall not be more than 
three months in arrear may borrow out of the Library any 
number of printed volumes not exeeeding three, and may 
exchange any such volumes as often as they please, provided 
they do not have more than three volumes in their possession 
at any one time. 


3.—Every application for the loan of books shall be made in writing 
to the Librarian at the Castle Areh, who will leave the 
volumes at the Library to be called for by the borrower or by 
some person authorized by him in writing. 


4.—A Library Delivery Book shall be kept, in which shall be 
entered the title of every book borrowed, the name of the 
borrower, and the time of borrowing. Members shall give a 
signed receipt for each book borrowed, which receipt shall be 
placed in the Delivery Book, and cancelled on the return of 
the said book. 


d.—No book lent out of the Library shall be retained for a longer 
period than two months, 


6.—Members borrowing any book from the Library shall be 
responsible to the Society for its safety and good condition 
from the time of its leaving the Library to its return ; and 
in the case of loss or damage, he shall replace the same or 
make it good. 


7.—Persons not being Members of the Society may be admitted to 
the Library to consult printed books, on the introduction in 
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writing of « Member, who shall be responsible for the care 
and safety of any books so consulted by the person he 
introduces.

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THUNDERFIELD CASTLE.

fP\HIS curiously elaborated work, of earthen banks and 

wet ditches, has never been adequately described, 
nor, so far as I know, properly explored by excavation. 
The following account is based solely upon an exami- 
nation of the visible features, and upon what slight 
documentary evidence exists about it. It les about a 
mile east of Horley, close to the house called Harrow- 
sley in part of Horne parish, in Tandridge Hundred, 
isolated between Burstow and Horley, parishes in Reigate 
Hundred. 

A small stream, a tributary of the Mole, running from 
south to north, has been skilfully diverted into a series 
of concentric wet ditches connected with each other by 
pipes beneath the banks. The central area, c, is flat 
with no appearance of a mound. It is oval in shape, 
about 175 feet from north-west to south-east, and about 
125 feet from south-west to north-east. It is now 
approached by a modern wooden bridge on the south- 
west. In the old maps there is a causeway across the 
ditch to the north-east now demolished. This was 
perhaps not ancient. The probable original entrance 
would be a wooden bridge on the north-west behind the 
covering demi-lune, a. ‘This lunette has an entrance by 
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a causeway across the wet ditch round it, in the middle, 
and two rear entrances by the side of the inner ditch. 
To the south-east, in front of the inner ditch, is a high

curving bank, 8, with a similar flanking entrance in the 
east, and a similar direct entrance in front by a cause- 
way across the ditch outside it. This outer ditch is 
carried round the whole work with a low bank behind 
it, with causeways across it to the north and to the 
south-east. It has one branch on the west cutting 
nearly across what we may call the outer ward, close 
to the flank of the demi-lune. ‘There is also an outside 
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branch from this ditch on the west, with a bank behind 
it, forming a third line of defence on that side. To the 
north-west the outer ditch makes a considerable outward 
curve inclosing an irregular space, pv, of about 225 feet 
by 175 feet outside the demi-lune. Outside this again 
there seems to have been a pool, still a swamp in wet 
weather, by the side of which was the approach from 
the north. There may have been another ditch outside 
to the south-east, now dry. The whole work within the 
outer edges of the present ditches is about 550 feet by 
325 feet, north-west and south-east and north-east and 
south-west respectively. The plan will more adequately 
describe the rather complex style of fortification. 

The northern demi-lune, A A, is some 9 or 10 feet 
above the present water level of the ditch, in a wet 
summer ; the southern bank, B B, is some 9 feet above 
it. ‘The centre, c, is not so high as these two covering 
works. Yet the centre is no doubt the original citadel 
of the fortress. It probably contained a building, the 
upper part of which would dominate the outworks. 
This was probably of wood, like the usual house on a 
burh, protected against fire by raw hides. If so the 
protection was perhaps ineffectual. Manning and Bray 
say that in the neighbouring farm-house half burnt 
timbers, found in the ditches, used to be preserved. 
But until excavation has disclosed the existence or non- 
existence of foundations, it is impossible to deny that a 
stone keep may have existed here. In a country where 
building stone was hard to get any masonry above the 
ground may have been taken away for the building of 
houses or churches in the neighbourhood; just as at 
Eaton Socon for instance, where in similar circumstances 
all the visible stones have disappeared from the earth- 
works, though a stone castle certainly once stood upon 
them. From the north a green lane leads up to Thun- 
derfield and bends round the west side of it, turning off 
towards the modern Brighton road near Horley. 

What is at once apparent is that the works have 
nothing in common with the normal type of British hill 
fortresses; nothing in common with the rectangular 
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Roman camps. They are not of the ordinary type of 
Anglo-Saxon burh, a mound with a base court, nor like 
the ordinary Norman mofa, which is only the common 
Anglo-Saxon or Scandinavian burh elaborated and en- 
larged. Nor is it the remains of a mere moated house ; 
it is too elaborate. It is of course impossible to assert 
that a place was not inhabited, or occupied, in an early 
age; but Britons and Romans have left no marks of 
occupation at Thunderfield. The early heathen Anglo- 
Saxons have left a record, nearly certainly, in the name. 
The place seems to preserve the name of the god 
Dunor.’ 

It seems certain that there was a sacred place here 
in the centuries before the eighth, when Christianity 
was finally established in England, even in out of the 
way places. Perhaps the place was not so very far out of 
the way after all. It certainly was in the forest district, 
right in the Weald, on the clay, where settlements were 
scarce in 1086. But Horley, close by, was inhabited and 
had a church near it in the twelfth century, though it is 
not named in Domesday ; and probably a road through 
the forest, from north to south, ran close by Horley and 
Thunderfield, as it does to-day. The lines of commu- 
nication in England are very constant in their general 
direction. People did not want to go from London to 
Brighton in early ages, but they wanted to go from the 
Thames valley and the inhabited parts of Surrey to 
ports on the Sussex coast, Shoreham, or other ports on 
the Shoreham river or on the Sussex Ouse or Cuckmere 
haven. The “ gate” of Reigate may be a cross country 
road, but Gatwick, and further south Anstey Cross, 7. e. 
the Highway Cross, indicate a road through the Weald ; 
the latter indicates two roads crossing, pointing rather 
north-east and north-west respectively. Thunderfield 
was not far off the line of the former. It was royal 
land in Alfred’s time apparently, for it may be fairly 


! Harrowsley, close by, has been supposed to indicate by its name a 
sacred enclosure.

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identified with the Thunderfield which he bequeathed 
to his nephew Aedelme, the land ae¢ Dunresfelda.'. In 
the Latin version’ it was ‘‘ Aedelmo fratris mei filio 
villam de Dunresfelde.” The name occurs in a grant by 
Eadred in 947,’ where the pool at Thunderfield is the 
boundary of land granted to his servant Oswig. It 
seems to have reverted to the Crown, for Atheistan held 
a Witan here, at an uncertain date.t. He held another 
meeting at a similar place, Ockley; an obscure place, 
but like Thunderfield near a road through the forest. 
But Athelstan granted the place to Chertsey Abbey, 
on December 15th, 933.° He then granted, or con- 
firmed, to Chertsey, ‘‘ Suttone cum Dunthresfelda Sil- 
vatica.” Eadgar in 967° confirmed the grant of land 
“in Suttone cum cubilibus porcorum qui illue per- 
tinent, scilicet in Dunresfelda, xxx mansas.” No 
house, or fortress, is mentioned, but a lair of pigs in 
the forest. Sutton is, of course, the well-known place 
near Ewell and Epsom which belonged to Chertsey till 
the dissolution. ‘The connexion of some place in the 
Weald with a geographically separate manor on the 
higher ground is common enough in Surrey records. 
Land in Leigh, for instance, was attached to the manor 
of Banstead, and, a longer separation still, land in 
Burstow belonged to Wimbledon. The thirty manse 
of Eadgar’s charter must have included more than 
Thunderfield and Harrowsley, and have extended over 
Horley too probably. Chertsey kept Horley, but, as we 
shall see, their right to Thunderfield was successfully 
contested. 

In Domesday, after the account of the holding of 
Chertsey in Sutton, comes a fresh heading, ‘‘In Tand- 
ridge Hundred,” and beneath it a nameless place 
described as follows:—‘‘'The Abbey itself holds two

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‘hides of land, and William holds of the Abbey. But 
“ the men testify that it was the demesne land of Alwin 
‘‘in the time of King Edward, and that he could put 
‘it under the protection of whom he would (e¢ quo voluit 
** ire potuit). ‘Then it was assessed at two hides, now at 
‘“‘ nothing. There is one bordar and one serf. In the 
“time of King Edward it was worth twenty shillings, 
‘“‘ afterwards five shillings, now ten shillings.” In the 
margin is, ‘In the same hundred the Abbey itself 
holds ‘three virgates.” In the annotated translation 
of Domesday, in the Victoria History of Surrey, I 
identified this nameless land with Horley, a Chertsey 
manor not named otherwise, where there was a 
church belonging to Chertsey. But Thunderfield 
and Harrowsley are now in ‘Tandridge Hundred, 
forming a detached portion of Horne parish, and I 
believe now that this entry refers to them only, and 
that the rest of the thirty hides (manse) of Eadgar’s 
charter, which became known as Horley, were inten- 
tionally or accidentally omitted in Domesday. There 
is clearly a doubt about the ownership of the land. 
Herewoldsley, the name included Thunderfield, and as 
the inhabited place after Thunderfield was ruined 
superseded it, was held subsequently by the De Clares, 
Earls of Gloucester and Hertford. In Testa de Nevill 
it is held of that family for a quarter of a knight’s fee. 
Gilbert de Clare, killed at Bannockburn, died seised of 
it. Hugh Audley, one of the heirs of the Clare in- 
heritance, was seised of it under Edward III. It seems 
possible to follow the process by which it went from 
Chertsey to the De Clares. The men of Domesday 
swore that it used to be Alwin’s land. There may have 
been several Alwins, but an Alwin was a eieniie 
landholder in Surrey in Edward the Confessor’s time, 
and Richard de Tonbridge, ancestor of the Clares, held 
a good deal of an Alwin’s land, at Blechingley, Walton- 
on-the-Hill and Talworth, for instance. If this place 
was held by the same Alwin who had held Blechingley 
in the same hundred, and whom Richard had superseded 
there, it is extremely probable that Richard thought 
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that he should also sueceed him here. He had a grant 
of his land, and was in his own eyes Alwin’s residuary 
legatee everywhere. Clearly he or his heirs did oust 
Chertsey from the land somehow; I suggest as grantees 
of Alwin’s land. 

But when once land, including the site of Thunder- 
field Castle, is connected with the De Clares, we seem to 
see some light thrown on the origin of the castle. The 
family was powerful and turbulent. They were con- 
stantly engaged in civil wars, constantly upon the 
opposite side to the De Warennes, who hel their castle 
of Reigate close by, and their castle of Lewes at the 
other end of the roads through the forest to the coast. 
One function of the two families was each to be a 
nuisance to the other. At Ockley, which belonged to 
the De Clares, and was also upon a forest road, there 
was a small castle, defended by wet ditches, though not 
so elaborately as Thunderfield, from which all trace of 
stone-work is also absent now. Jagnis componere parva, 
the wet ditches and the pool at Thunderfield are on a 
much smaller scale, not unlike the great waterworks of 
the magnificent castle of the De Clares at Caerphilly in 
South Wales. The elaborate defences of Thunderfield 
are something more than what we should expect from 
our early English ancestors; something different from 
what can be certainly ascribed to them. They suggest 
the greater skill and contrivance of Norman engineers 
availing themselves of the only natural means of defence 
of the place, wet ditches and an inundation backed by 
earth banks and wooden stockades. Even if there ever 
was a stone wall in the central island, it is extremely 
unlikely that any of the outworks were guarded by any- 
thing but wood, earth and water. 

But when we find a small, strong, ingeniously forti- 
fied place, which is so unlike normal British, Roman, or 
Anglo-Saxon work that we are almost forced to ascribe 
it to the more resourceful and adaptive Normans, who 
certainly knew how to use water and earth elsewhere in 
their fortresses; when we see no licence for its erection, 
no notice of its demolition, and no story connected with 
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its existence, then we naturally refer to the period when 
no licence was asked for building castles, when their 
number was so great that the want of mention of any 
one is natural, when the subsequent demolition was so 
wholesale that a particular demolition escaped notice, 
and when the number of demolitions, whether 375 onl 
or 1,115, shows that the dismantled places cannot all 
have been stone keeps. Stephen’s reign is the probable 
period of the fortification of Thunderfield; Gilbert de 
Clare, who fought alternately for Stephen and the 
Empress and who died in 1152, is the probable fortifier 
of it; the beginning of Henry the Second’s reign, when 
the adulterine castles were dismantled, the probable 
period of the burning of the stockades and the cutting 
of the dam which kept up the inundation at the north 
end. The banks and ditches remained; useful as a 
place of refuge in times of trouble, no doubt, but the 
tenant henceforth lived at Harrowsley, and this became 
the name of the fief, the importance of the castle becom- 
ing almost as forgotten a story as the former honour of 
the God Thunor had become.

MMELE following is taken from the series of Parlia- 

mentary Surveys relating to Surrey, amongst the 
records of the Augmentation Office now preserved in 
the Public Record Office, and is numbered 30 in the 
official Catalogue. It belongs to the same series of 
which the Surveys of Wimbledon, Richmond, and Non- 
such were printed in Vol. V of these Collections, and 
those relating to Southwark in Vol. XIV. The present 
Survey shows the very habitable condition of the Castle 
at that time; the mention of the ‘ handsome hall” and 
the existence of a ‘‘ Cockpit ” is interesting.

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RAKE IN WITLEY, 
WITIL SOME NOTICES OF ITS FORMER OWNERS 
AND OF 
THE IRONWORKS ON WITLEY AND THURSLEY HEATUHS.

URREY retains few more interesting examples at the 
\.) present day of its old domestic architecture than 
the picturesque Elizabethan house at Rake with its 
transitional staircase and armorial glass, and outside, its 
old walled garden and square four-gabled pigeon-house. 
The mill with which Rake is early associated has dis- 
appeared, but the pond, though somewhat curtailed in 
extent, still exists on the west side of the house. 

The first mention that I have of Rake occurs in a 
survey of the manor of Witley made in the first three 
years of the reign of Edward VI.’ The manor is 
described as parcel of the possessions formerly of Jasper, 
Duke of Bedford, and the then tenant of Rake appears 
amongst the liberi tenentes of the manor. The entry, as 
originally set out, may be translated as follows :—

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Throughout, the survey has been posted up with entries 
in a later hand to record the changes in the names of 
the various tenants. In the above entry the name of 
Robert has been afterwards erased and above it is 
written “Joan Mellershe, widow, for term of life, 
remainder thereof to John and his heirs.” This 
emendation has in its turn given place to a still later 
one, and ** Now John Mellershe” has been finally written 
in the margin. 

What appears to be the first draft of this survey is 
still in existence, and gives us the exact date on which 
it was taken, namely, 15 October, 2 Edward VI (1548).’ 
It gives us moreover slightly fuller particulars as to 
Rake, and shows the use to which the mill was then 
put: 

Robert Mellershe holds a tenement in which he 
dwells with divers lands, meadows, feedings, fof 
pastures pertaining to the sane, containing by estima- \ 6s. ld 
tion 26 acres and one fulling mill ealled Rakes Myll siahitt 
in Witley in his own tenure called Rake Myll and 
renders therefor 


Robert Mellersh died apparently a year or two after 
this survey was taken, for in a subsidy roll which must 
have been drawn up shortly before April, 1550, ‘ Johan 
Mellershe wydowe” was assessed in Witley at 10s. on 
goods valued at £10.’ After this date until 1571, for 
some cause or another, no member of the family is 
returned as dwelling in the parish in the few subsidy 
rolls that exist for this period. Besides the son John 
mentioned above, Robert Mellersh seems to have had 
two others, Richard and Robert, for Alice Mellersh of 
Wonersh, widow of Philip, bequeathes in her will, dated 
2 March, 1558-9 (proved P. C. C. 10 December, 1559), 
20s. to Richard Mellersh, the son of Robert Mellersh 
late of Rake, and the like sum to his brother Robert 
Mellersh. On 30th September, 1571, John Mellershe 
in Witley, in goods £6, was assessed 10s. towards the 
subsidy then being levied.’ A few years later, in the

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Michaelmas term of 1576, John Mellershe appears as 
the tenant of Rake in the course of some proceedings 
brought against him in the Court of Exchequer by 
Thomas Jones or Joans, gentleman, who is described 
as the farmer of the site and demesnes of the Queen’s 
manor of Witley.’ From these proceedings it is evident 
that Mellershe had been busily engaged in improving 
his mill at Rake, to the nuisance, it was alleged, of the 
complainant whose lands he had caused to be inundated 
with water. But as the proceedings give us several 
interesting particulars of the history of Rake we may let 
the parties tell their own tales. ‘Thus the complainant 
to the Lord Treasurer and the Chancellor and Barons of 
the Exchequer :— 


That whereas our said soveraigne Ladye the Quene’s Majestie 
is lawfully seised of and in the said Mannor of Wytley w* 
in the said Countie of Surrey in her demeasne as of fee as in 
the right of her Highnes Corone of England the seite and 
demeasnes whereof your said Oratour is lawfully possessed of by 
vertu of a certaine lease thereof to him made for divers yeres 
whereof many are yet to come: By force of w*" your said Oratour 
hath of longe tyme peaceably and quietlye enjoyed and taken the 
profittes thereof to his owne use without anie lett molestacion or 
interupcion of auie person or persons untyll nowe of late aboute 
sevin yeres nowe last paste that one John Mellershe of Rake in 
the said parishe of Witley yeoman by reason of makinge and 
inhaunsynge of certaine heddes dammes and bayes of certeine 
pondes in Witley aforesaid hath thereby overtlowen sur- 
rownded aboute vjor sevin acres of the beste grownde of the said 
demeasnes and the same hath contynewally dureing the said tyme 
laide and kepte under the water aswell to the greate nusance lose 
and prejudice of your said Oratour the Quenes Majestics Farmour 
thereof as to the greate hurte and nusance of the frehold and 
inheritaunce of our said soveraigne Ladye And the said John 
Mellershe beinge not there withall content but further to molest 
and hurte your said Oratour and to prejudice the Quenes Mat 
hath of late made divers entryes into and thorough the said 
demeasnes of the Quenes Majesties said mannour into and thorough 
the said corne pasture and medowe of your said Oratour claym- 
ynge to have certeine highe waies thorough the same and for 
that purpose hath labored divers aged simple persons dwellinge 
and inhabitinge nere thereaboutes to affirme y* there ought to 
be certeyne highe waies thorough the said demeasnes: whereas

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in very truthe there hath never byne anie such waye or wayes 
used w*" in the same until nowe of late by the said John Mellershe. 
And although your said Oratour hathe divers tymes not onlie very 
gentlye required the said John Mellershe to pull down his said 
bayes banckes and heddes of the said Pondes and not to overflowe 
the said demecasnes but also to forbeare to use or clayme anie 
suche supposed waie thorough the said demeasnes without title yet 
this notwithstandinge the said John hathe not onlye always 
utterlye refused so to doo but also hath affirmed that he will as 
well contynewe the said nusance as the said waye and that he 
maye lawfully do the same w" your said Oratour is most assured 
to the contrary. In tender consideracion whereof maie it please 
your Honours to graunte furthe the Quenes Mat** gracious write 
of Subpena furth of her said Courte of the Exchequier to be direeted 
to the said John Mellershe thereby streightly chardginge and 
comaundinge him personallie to appeare before your Honours 
in the Quenes Ma said Courte of Thexchequier at such a daie 
and under suche a payne as by your Honors shalbe lymitted 
and appointed then and there to answer to the premisses and 
thereuppon to be enjoyned to stand to suche further order and 
direccion therein as to your Honours shall seme best to stand 
with right equitie and good conscience and your said Oratour 
shall daylie praie Xe. 


To this bill John Mellershe duly swears his answer. 
After the conventional preamble as to the untruth of 
the surmises in the bill and the insufficiency in law 


of the allegations made therein, he continues :— 


For declaracion of the trewthe the said defend' sayeth 
That as toochinge the suggestyon that the said defend‘ shoulde 
overflowe vj or vij acres parcell of the demeanes of the maner 
of Wytley conteyned in the said bill w the said coum- 
planaunte as yette holdeth to him and his assignes for terme 
of certen yeres yette to cumme by reason of makinge and in- 
haunsinge of certen heddes dammes and bayes of certen pondes 
in Wytley afforesaid to the greate hurte and noysaunce of the 
freeholde and inheritaunce of our said Soveraigne Ladye, The 
said defendt for awnswere sayeth that the said ponde hath benne 
a auncyent ponde and that the dammes and headdes have benne of 
auncyent tyme erected and used as they are at theise presentes 
And that at a Courte holden abowte fyve yeres laste paste at the 
maner of Wytley by the Queenes Ma“ Surveyour and other her 
Ma Offyeers theire the said M® Jones made his complaynte of 
the said noysaunce to her Ma*** said Officers, uppon w*" coum- 
playnte so made yt was ordered by the said Offycers that a vewe 
thereof shoulde bee made by certen persons tenantes of the said 
maner w°" was donne accordinglye Whoe made certifycate thereof 
that the said ponde was nott anye anoyaunce or offence at all to 
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the said M* Jones beinge her fermer theire W"owt that 
that the said John Mellershe mentyoned in the said bill hathe 
overflowen syx or seaven acres of lande parcell of the demeanes 
of the maner of Wytley as yn the said bill ys moste untrewlye 
alleaged And wheare yt ys further suggested that the said 
defend* shoulde moleste and hurte the said coumplaynaunte and 
to prejudyce the Queenes Mat® hathe of late made dyvers enteries 
in to and throwghe the said demeanes of the Queenes Mati said 
maner and in to and throwghe the said corne pasture and meadowe 
of the said coumplaynaunte clayminge to have certen highe wayes 
throwghe the same and for that purpose hathe labored dyvers 
aged simple persons dwellinge and inhabytinge neere there 
abowtes too affirme that there oughte too bee certen highe wayes 
throwghe the said demeanes The said defend‘ for awnswere 
thereunto sayeth that at a courte holden abowte twoo yeres laste 
paste the like coumplaynte was made by the said coumplaynaunte 
to the Queenes Ma's offycers uppon w*" coumplaynte so made a 
vewe thereof was taken by her Mati’ said offyeers whoe founde 
the same too bee a highe waye and payned the said coumplay- 
naunte and one Lawrance Stoughton beinge viecar of the Paryshe 
of Wytley uppon payne of fortye shillinges a peece to laye open 
the same w'"owt that that the said defend* hathe labored dyvers 
aged and simple persons dwellinge and inhabytinge neere there 
abowtes to aflirme that theire oughte too bee certen highe wayes 
throwghe the said demeanes And wt"owt that that theire ys 
anye other matter or thinge materyall in the said bill of coum- 
playnte conteyned and herein nott suffycientlye confessed and 
avoyded traversed or denyed ys trewe All w*" matters the said 
defend* ys readye to averre and prove as this honorable courte 
shall awarde and prayeth to bee dysmyssed owte of the same 
w'' his rersonable costes and charges in this behalfe by him 
wrongefullye sustayned. 


The statements that the officers of the homage had 
found that the defendant’s ponds were not to the nuis- 
ance of the manor, and that the highways were ancient, 
were denied by the complainant in his replication to this 
answer. Whereupon Mellershe made rejoinder main- 
taining the truth of everything contained in his answer. 

On 12th February, 1576-7, a commission was issued 
from the Exchequer to take the depositions of witnesses 
on behalf of both the parties to this suit. A number of 
interrogatories arising out of the various statements 
made in the preceding pleadings were to be put, but the 
questions which may chiefly interest us are those which 
concerned the defendant’s mill pond, the length of time 
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during which it had been known to exist, and the right 
of way claimed through the demesnes of the manor of 
Witley.’ 

Questioned concerning the mill pond, John Magewicke 
of “ Bowrough” in Witley, yeoman, aged 70, knew a 
certain mill pond of the defendant, the tail whereof 
adjoined near the demesnes of the manor of Witley, and 
had known the same for forty years and above, ‘ for 
that forty years past he was a labourer and did help 
mend the head of the said pond.” Oliver Wayland of 
Bramshot, Hants, yeoman, aged 60, had known the 
pond for thirty-eight years, and that it adjoined cer- 
tain lands in the complainant’s occupation, but did not 
know whether the latter were parcel of the demesnes 
of the manor. John Fulven of Shalford, husbandman, 
aged 80, knew no other pond than the defendant’s mill 
pond which adjoined the demesnes, and had known the 
same for sixty years or thereabouts. On the other 
hand, John Dimers of Godalming, shearman, aged 96, 
whilst he knew one mill pond belonging to the defend- 
ant, added that it did not flow near any of the lands 
belonging to the manor by the space of twelve rods, and 
he had not long known the pond “ for that the same 
was not made when he knew first the parish of Witley.” 
Henry Holloway, however, of Chiddingfold, husband- 
man, aged 68, had known the defendant’s mill pond for 
forty years and upwards. It adjoined near to the 
Queen’s land at Sattenham. Stephen Magewicke of 
Witley, husbandman, aged 62, had also known the pond 
for forty years, whilst William Wheler of Enton, 
husbandman, aged 63, had known it for fifty. David 
Ropley of Godalming, aged 75, knew it to be made 
twenty-six years past, and that the stream served the 
mill before as he remembered. 

The evidence as to the highway through the demesnes 
of the manor is a little less conflicting, most of the 
deponents agreeing in their knowledge that it led out 
of the highway from Witley and Thursley to Chisbury

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Hatch; thence it led through Fulmer Field to Rake 
Mill, and so over a field called Old Sattenham Field, 
parcel of the demesnes of Witley manor, into Milk Lane, 
and then to divers other places. One of the deponents 
added that the way led through a lane which he had 
heard say had been taken out of Mellersh’s lands. Most 
of the deponents stated that this highway had been shut 
up for two or more years last past. 

The above evidence was all given on behalf of the 
defendant, and apparently the Court was not satisfied, 
for on 26th June, 1577, another commission was issued 
to Sir William More, Sir Thomas Browne, Lawrence 
Stoughton, esquire, and Thomas Taylor, esquire, the 
Queen’s surveyor in Surrey, to hear further evidence 
and report thereupon.’ Depositions were taken in virtue 
of this second commission on 17th September following. 
Unfortunately they are now in great part illegible, and 
those of the deponents’ answers which can be read are 
to no little extent a mere endorsement of the statements 
of those whose answers are undecipherable. On the 
whole they seem to be somewhat at variance with the 
earlier replies; but it must be noted that they are all 
now taken on behalf of the plaintiff, and the interro- 
gatories are so put as to draw out points in his favour 
which were not apparent in the previous evidence. 
Thus one of the deponents, David Rapley of Godalming, 
aged 75—the David Ropley mentioned above— 


Has known carriages of soil half-a-dozen times within these 
twelve years by John Mellershe through the land of Sottenham, 
through part of the way in question ; but whether there has been 
any highway used through the lands belonging to Sottenham time 
out of mind he knows not. 


Another deponent makes an interesting, though some- 
what obscure, allusion to a bygone political event :— 


For these fifty years he did never hear of any highways 
challenged through the said lands of Sattenham until the time of

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the general rebellion in these parts, when the pale of the Queen’s 
Majesty’s Park of Witley was pulled down ; and since that time 
by the said defendant within these twenty years. 


Failing the possibility of a fuller consideration of the 


depositions, a few matters of interest may be gleaned 
from the interrogatories to which they were the answers. 
Amongst these we may cite the following :— 


(5) Item, whether do you know the Queen’s farmhouse of 
Sattenham in the said parish of Witley in the tenure of Thomas 
Jones or of his assigns, and, if you so do, then whether you know 
the usual and common highway with carts and carriages, which 
leadeth between the same and the Queen’s manor house of 
Witley near the church there, and next to whose land the same 
highways do adjoin and abut, and how long you have known the 
same highway so used and occupied by the farmers and others 
from that place. 


(6) Item, whether do you know a fulling mill in the said 
parish of Witley called Rake Mill, now or late in the occupying 
of John Mellershe ; and whether the same mill hath been used 
and continued a mill for the only use of the owner from time to 
time or for a common falling mill, and for what continuance it so 
hath been; and if it were a common mill, then whether all 
manner of persons used thereunto, or but clothiers only for their 
cloths to be fulled, and from which of the said towns and parishes 
before named [7. e. Tuesley, Elstead, Thursley, Haslemere, Chid- 
dingfold, and Witley] they have used so to come to the said mill 
for their common and usual ways. 


(7) Item, whether do you know the highway leading from 
the said mill called Rake Mill by a cottage and lands in the tenure 
of ——— Bright, tenant to Master Compton, and so from thence 
along and by the lands of Thomas Barrett on the south part unto 
the common highway or roadway leading towards Witley Church 
southward and towards Godalming northward, and whether that 
may be the most usual and convenient way to all the said towns, 
parishes, hamlets, and villages to and from the said mill, or no. 


(8) Item, whether do you know or have heard by credible 
report of any common highways time out of mind used with carts, 
horses, and carriages to and from the said mill called Rake Mill in 
and through any of the Queen’s Majesty’s lands belonging to 
Sattenham, parcel of her Majesty’s manor of Witley, and to and 
for what towns, hamlets, or villages, the same highways do 
properly and conveniently serve, and whether there be not other 
ways as or more convenient ; then what difference is between the 
same in length or farness, or whether of the same ways be the 
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fouler or worse to travel through ; and whether of the same ways 
the parishioners of Witley have and do amend from time to time 
according to the laws in such case provided. 


The case was set down for hearing the first sitting 
in Easter term, 1578,’ but unfortunately I have been 
unable to discover any record of the judgment given. 
The report of the commissioners under the above com- 
mission of 26th June acquires therefore a special value 
and is here recited. The commissioners it will be seen 
found on both points—the annoyance caused by the 
mill pond at Rake to the tenants of the manor of 
Witley, and the right of way through the demesnes of 
that manor—against Mellersh. 


The certificate of Sir William Moore and S* Thomas Browne 
knightes Lawrance Stoughton esquio™ and of Thomas Taylo" 
esquio™ the Queenes Ma‘ Surveyo™ of the countie of Surry 
commyssioners specially aucthorished and appoynted by her 
graces Commyssion under the seale of her Ma‘* Courte of 
Exchequo" beringe date at Westm[inster] the xxvj'* daye of 
June in the Nyneteenth yeare of her Highnes reigue to survey 
and vewe certen pondes and the heades dams and bayes of the 
same touchinge and concerninge the surrowndinge and over- 
flowinge parte of the demeasnes of the said Queenes Ma‘* Manot 
of Witley in the saide Countie of Surrey, and also certen wayes 
made and claymed by John Mellarshe named in the saide 
Commyssion in and through the said demeasnes of the same 
mano’, And also to examyn witnesses uppon their othes uppon 
the ar[ti]cles and intergatoryes to the saide Commission anexed 
And otherwise to doe and execute the same commyssion and to 
shewe their oppynyons concerninge the same accordinge to the 
teno’ thereof as by the same more playnely and at large doth 
appeare made the xxj‘" daye of November in the Twentith yeare 
of the reigne of our soveraigne Lady Elizabeth by the grace of 


God Queene of England Fraunce and Irelond Defendo™ of the 
Faith &e. 


Firste wee the saide Commyssioners doe certefie that on the 
xvij daye of September laste paste ecallinge unto us Thomas 
Jones gent’ the Queenes Majesties Farmo of the Seyte and 
Demeasnes of the manot of Wytley in the saide countie of Surry 
and John Mellarshe of Rake in the parishe of Witley yeoman and 
dyvers others inhabitauntes thereaboutes did repaire unto the ponde

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of the saide John Mellarshe and to the waye in contraversie 
specified in the saide commysion And there hearinge what either 
partye or the saide inhabitauntes cowlde saye uppon conference 
w' them and consideracion of the same by dyvers circumstances 
amonges our selves We did fully agree and resolve that in our 
oppynions not only the saide ponde by overhighe pennynge of the 
water myghte from tyme to tyme and so did anoye parte of the 
Queenes Ma** Demeasnes of the saide Manot of Witley lyenge on 
the southe parte of the saide ponde But also that tae saide waye 
in question pretended to be a highe waye is no common waye, but 
a private waye for the Queenes Highnes Farmot or Tenaunte of 
the Seyte and Demeasnes of the saide Mano? of Witley and of the 
farme or grange of Sotenham. The reasons that induced and 
moved us to be of that opynion were amonges others as ensueth, 


The reasons touchinge the ponde. 


Firste it appeared unto us uppon vewe that the ponde in 
question was envyroned wt" banckes in heighte above certen of 
the Queenes Ma** Demeasnes landes neere adjoynenge to the 
same ponde of the southe parte thereof. 


Item that the penninge of the water w**in the said ponde 
beinge at the lybertye of the saide John Mellarshe, for that he 
was owner of the same, coulde not but surrownde the saide landes 
if it were penned to the saide heighte as informacion was then 
gyven that it was sometyme penned so highe that it ran over in 
some parte of the saide banckes. 


Also for that we coulde not learne ne understande of any 
restrainte by paynes in the Lordes Courte or otherwise to meete 
the saide overpennynge. 


Also for that we playnely did see by eye and by treadinge 
the same landes that it was very moyste and waterishe at that 
season beinge in the later ende of sommer and drye and faier 
weather, so that in wynter or when much rayne shoulde fall it 
eoulde not be but much more moyste and rather overflowen 
specyally if the penninge were not considered. And weyenge 
wheather some faulte mighte not be imputed to the farmo™ for 
lack of skowringe of the watercourse at that present, it seemed to 
have a convenyent course to the saide ponde and to be clensed 
very well. 


Lastly for that wee woulde have had tryall whethe™ y® highe 
pennynge of the saide water were more noysome to the Queenes 
lande then apeared to our vewe Thereuppon we willed the saide 
John Mellarshe to pen his water as highe as he mighte, and that 
by a certen hower in the afternoone of the same daye we woulde 
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be theare. He promised he woulde so doe, but at of tyme ap- 
poynted beinge there we fownde the water not accordingly 
penned, but in troth it had divers secret yssues to us unknowen 
till we by meanes espied them. By reason whereof wee coulde 
have no juste tryall. Wherefore by collection of that diludinge 
us it presumeth to oT reason that he had noe wyllinge mynde to 
have the truth knowen. Wherefore wee demed by that and 
other consideracions that by overpennynge the water, the saide 
grownde might be overflowen. But because the saide John 
Mellarshe sithence that tyme hath offered to the above-named 
Thomas Taylo® her Highnes surveyo" beinge one of us the com- 
myssioners that he wilbe content to stand to such marke and 
stinte for the heighte of the water of the ponde as the saide 
surveyo® shall appoynte and the same from tyme to tyme to keepe, 
therefore we add no furder resons touchinge the same. 


The reasons touchinge the waye. 


Firste uppon the vewe of the saide waye pretended to be a 
high waye, it appeared unto us that the Lorde of the Manot of 
Witley had reserved the same for carryage and drivinge of cattell 
as a pryvat waye for his mano® house through divers his tenauntes 
landes to his saide farme or grange of Sotenham, for that besides 
the saide waye there is an other waye or lane fenced on both sides 
w°" Jeadeth trom the saide mano" house through other mens landes 
to the saide waye in question, whereof there is noe p[rese ]nte use 
nor meete to be for any other then thinhabitantes of the saide 
mano™ house, 


Item, wheresoever the saide pretensed highe waye doth passe 
through other mens landes, the same is or hath byn of longe tyme 
fensed of both sides, whereby they coulde not be endamaged by 
sarryinges or drivinge of the Lordes or his farmors cattell that 
way, but where the same passeth into severall and distinete places 
of the Lordes demeasnes it lyeth open and was never enclosed as 
evidently may and doth appeare. Whereby it shoulde seme that 
the saide waye was reserved for the Lordes tenantes to come to 
the saide landes & to passe to & froe y* saide mano™ house to the 
said farme or grange. 


Item, the Queenes Ma‘** farmo™ or tenaunt of y® saide manot 
farme or grange cannot come to some parte of her Highnes 
demeasnes but he must needes passe throughe y® saide waye 
whereas the def[endant] John Mellarshe & others havinge landes 
there may goe every of them to their owne landes by other suffi- 
cient wayes and never passe through any parte of her Ma** landes 
through w*" the saide pretensed highe waye is saide to lye. 


Item, the saide pretensed highe waye doth not aptly ne fytly 
serve for any passage from township to township or from village 
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to village ne to any common feildes common of pasture or common 
woodes, neyther doth it appeare by vewe of eye that there hath 
byn any greate use thereof. 


Item, there be other wayes more convenyent for all persons 
savinge for the Queenes tenauntes of y*® foresaide landes then y° 
waye in questyon as may & doth evydently appeare. 


Item, the saide waye in question is in certen places very 
fowle & hardly to be passed specially in rayney wether or wynter, 
and yet we coulde not understand by any examynacion or inquirey 
that the same was ever amended at y® parishe charge or of any 
man payned in the Lordes Cort for amendm* thereof. 

Item, wee y® saide Commyssioners examinenge the said John 
Mellarshe, whoe by his owne declaracion had dwelled so nighe to 
y® saide waye above xl yeares y* no man coulde passe throughe 
the same but he muste come w*"in x yardes of his house, howe 
many he had knowen to haue passed w* horse or carryage that 
waye, could not tell of any one besides those that came to or went 
from his owne house (savinge the tenantes or their servantes of 
the saide mano" farme or grange). 


Also we the saide Commyssioners doe certefie that we have 
taken the deposicions of certen persons touchinge the intergatories 
sent to us, thexaminacion of w* persons byn written in partchm* 
and hereunto annexed.

According to a deed now in the possession of the 
Society, Rake was still in the possession of the Mellersh 
family in 1581, a few years after the above proceedings; 
for John Mellersh senior, of Rake, yeoman, and John 
Mellersh junior, of the same, shearman, his son and 
heir apparent, mortgaged on Ist July of that year, a 
messuage situated at ‘ Dyttens Corner” in Witley.! 
In an assessment made on 31st August, 1589,’ for a 
subsidy, John Mellershe still appears as a resident in 
the parish of Witley, but neither he nor any member of 
his family makes an appearance in any subsequent assess- 
ments for the same parish.

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In all probability it was in the year 1591 or 1592 
that Rake passed finally from the possession of the 
Mellershes to that of Henry Bell. According to the 
record of the proceedings in connection with a fine 
levied in the Hundred Court of Godalming, Henry Bell 
alias Tanner appeared in person in that court on 11 May, 
1592, and produced a writ bearing date at Westminster 
23 October, 1591, directed to the bailiff against John 
Mellersh, senior, John Mellersh, junior, Thomas ag | 
and Margaret his wife, concerning a messuage, a mill, 
two gardens, ten acres of land, four acres of meadow, 
and eight acres of pasture with the appurtenances in 
Witley. On 1st June following the deforciants appeared 
in court and sought licence of agreement, giving to the 
Queen 12d. for the said licence. The final agreement 
was made in the same court, the Mellershes for them- 
selves and the heirs of John Meilersh, junior, warranting 
the premises against all men for ever, whilst Thomas 
and Margaret Ropley warranted them against themselves 
and the heirs of Thomas for ever. Although the name 
of the messuage and mill does not appear in the course 
of these proceedings, there can be little doubt that it is 
to Rake that they refer. 

The Herald’s Visitation of 1623,’ however, seems 
to suggest that Rake passed to the Bells by marriage 
with the Smith family, for Henry Smith, whe married 
Henry Bell’s sister Elizabeth, is therein described as of 
Rake. Possibly he only held a life interest in the same, 
under his brother-in-law, according to the powers of 
appointment which the latter reserved to himself in a 
deed of 1614, conveying Rake and other properties in 
trust to co-feoffees. This deed I shall have occasion to 
refer to shortly. In the same visitation Elizabeth Smith 
is described as sister and after heir to Henry Bell, 
although as matter of fact Henry Bell was alive in 
1623, and did not die until 1634, when from the 
evidence to be adduced later it is certain that his sister 
was dead. The expression “after heir” can only mean

esquire, of Rake.’ 

The parentage of Henry Bell is not quite clear, for 
according to the same visitation the father of Eliza- 
beth was another Henry Bell described as of Milford. 
There can, however, be little doubt that the father’s 
name was Jolin, as appears in Harleian MS. 1433. He 
seems to have been settled in or near Milford in 1559, 
for he is one of the witnesses to the will of William 
Kyen of that place, dated 10th October of that year.’ 
According to the amended survey of the manor of 
Witley made in or about 1548, slid I have already 
had occasion to quote, an acre of land in the tithing of 
Milford, in the common field called the ‘ Estfeld” of 
Milford, between the land of John Payn on the east and 
the land of William Chittey on the west, which was held 
at the time of the survey by one Robert Lanwey at a 
rent of 4d., was afterwards in the tenure of John Bell, 
and was known as ‘‘the Lord’s Acre.” The lands of 
John Bell, and a croft called ‘‘Collyns Crofte,” are 
mentioned as the east boundaries of certain closes con- 
veyed on 22nd June, 1572, by John Chetty of Godal- 
ming, clothier, to Robert Hooke of Eashing, yeoman.° 
It is probable that it was John’s son, Henry Bell, who 
raised the family’s fortunes, perhaps through court 
influence, for he afterwards held the office of Clerk 
Comptroller of the Household to James I, and before 
that must have been in Queen Elizabeth’s service, for 
both in 1594* and 1595° he is discharged from paying 
his assessment on a £3 valuation of his lands in Witley, 
because ‘‘he answers in the Household of the Queen.”

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He is discharged, little doubt for the same reason, 
although it is not stated, from a similar assessment in 
the previous year, 1593." He first appears in Witley 
in the subsidy assessment made on 31st August, 1589,° 
the last one in which John Mellershe is returned in the 
same parish. It is to be noted that in all these assess- 
ments the name is given as Henry Tanner alias Bell, and 
he is described as Henry Tanner adias Bell of Witley, 
esquire, as late as 11th March, 1617, in the will, of which 
he was appointed one of the overseers, of John Tanner 
alias Bell of Godalming, tailor,* although he seems 
himself to have abandoned the alternative name some 
time before then. There was a family of Tanner in 
Witley in the sixteenth century, and John Tanner 
appears in the subsidy assessments for that parish as 
early as 1523 or thereabouts.‘ He is, perhaps, to be 
identified with John Tanner of Witley, husbandman, 
whose will is dated 20 December, 1569.° Therein he 
refers, amongst other members of his family, to his son 
William and his brother Thomas, and both a Thomas 
and William Tanner are assessed in Witley in 1571.°

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In 1530 the reeve of Witley manor was Thomas 
Tanner,’ but I have been unable to trace any connection 
between this family and that of the Bells. 

Henry Bell lived for some years at Rake, and it is 
probable that the present house was built, or at all events 
enlarged and beautified, by him. <A carved mantelpiece 
bears his initials and the date 1602. By indenture of 
12 May, 1614,’ described as of Rake in the parish of 
Witley, co. Surrey, esquire, he conveyed to Richard 
Smyth, clerk, parson of the parish church of Shere (the 
son of his brother-in-law Henry Smyth’s brother John 
Smyth of Merrow), John Austen of Shalford and John 
Harward of Merrow, gentlemen, the messuage known by 
the name of Rake with all its appurtenances then in his 
own occupation, a messuage known as ‘ Pages” at Mil- 
ford then in the occupation of William Atkins, two other 
messuages at Milford formerly in the occupation of John 
Peyto and then in that of George Payne, and all his 
messuages in the several occupations of himself and of 
one Newman lying near Witley Park, upon trust to 
dispose of to such uses as he, Henry Bell, should from 
time to time appoint, and after his decease to such uses 
as he should declare in his last will and testament. It 
is possible, as I have before suggested, that it was under 
the powers of this settlement that Henry Smyth was 
established at Rake in 1623, for his occupancy of the 
house would account for the description of him in the 
Herald’s Visitation of that year. 

Three days after the execution of this deed of trust, 
namely on 15th May, 1615, Henry Bell, again described 
as of Rake, esquire, purchased from Sir George More 
of Loseley and his son and heir apparent Sir Robert 
More of the same, for the sum of £1,100, the lordship 
and manor of Witley with its appurtenances.’ The 
appurtenances included the messuage known as the Court 
House, near the parish church of Witley, then in the 
occupation of Henry Gaston, the meadow known as the

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‘¢ Lordes Pondes,” some crofts known as ‘ Bedelles” or 
“ Bewells” Crofts, the meadow known as the ‘ Lord’s 
Mead,” containing by estimation seven acres, all in 
Witley, and all messuages and lands together with such 
manorial incidents as wards, marriages, heriots, reliefs, 
waifs, strays, goods and chattels of felons and fugitives, 
courts, leets, and the view of frankpledge belonging to 
the manor. Reservation, however, from this conveyance 
was made to the vendors of ‘all those iron forges, iron 
hammers, or ironworks which are erected and built in 
or upon Thursley Heath or Witley Heath in the parish 
of Witley alias 'Thursley” with all the workmen’s houses 
near by and the ponds belonging to or used with the 
ironworks, which were then in the tenure of Sir Edward 
More. 

The first mention we have of these important iron- 
works appears to be in a lease of 14 May, 1610, which 
is recited in a later deed. There is no mention of any 
ironworks at Witley or Thursley amongst those in 
Surrey included in the well-known list in the State 
Papers of 1574, nor indeed in the later and somewhat 
similar list of 1588, amongst the Loseley MSS. They 
are described in this lease of 1610 as “ lately erected 
and built,” and probably they were amongst the last to 
be set up in Surrey. They were then leased by Sir 
George and Sir Robert More to Sir Edward More for 
ten years at a yearly rent of £95, and for certain con- 
siderations as to the delivery of wood from the premises 
to the lessors. 

The deed in which this lease is recited is dated 
17 December, 1617, and is a mortgage by Sir George 
More to Henry Bell of Rake of all these ironworks for 
securing the repayment of a sum of £200 advanced by 
Bell to Sir George.’ In view of the fact that Bell’s 
nephew Anthony Smith is stated in the Herald’s Visita- 
tion to have been one of the Clerks of the Spicery to 
James I, it is interesting to note that Sir George 
covenanted to pay to Bell on the following 19th May

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the sum of £8: 6s. 8d. in the Office of the Spicery at 
Whitehall, unless he should then and there repay the 
‘apital sum of £200. It was further agreed that if Sir 
George should at any time be minded to sell the iron- 
works, Bell was to have the first offer of them or of any 
rent to be granted out of them. 

It was on the 29th March, 1623, that Henry Bell, now 
described as of Milford, became the absolute owner of 
the Thursley ironworks. ‘The deed by which this was 
effected is now in the private possession of one of our 
members, and through his kindness I am here enabled to 
quote its terms :— 


To all people to whome this p[rese Jute writing shall come 
S' George More of Losely in the County of Surr[ey] knight 
sendeth greeting ; Knowe yea that I the said S" George More 
have graunted, remised, released, and confirmed and by theis 
p[rese ]utes doe for me and my heires fully clearely and abso- 
lutly graunt, remyse, release, and confirme unto Henry Bell of 
Milford in the said county of Surr[ey] esquire in his full quiet 
and peaceable possession and seison being and to his heires for- 
ever All that Iron forge, iron hammer, & iron worke heretofore 
erected and built in or uppon Thursley Heath or Witley Heath in 
the parish of Witley or Thursley in the said County of Surrfey], 
nowe or late in the teanure or oceupacion of the said Henry Bell 
or his assignes, together with all the bellowes, hammers, hammer 
beames, sledges, implementes, instrum[en }tes and tooles nowe or 
heretofore used therew™ or therein, and all and singular work- 
mens houses, edifices, and buildinges heretofore erected and sett in 
or uppon the said heath and the backsides and gardens therewt 
used nere the said Forge and nowe or heretofor used wt" the said 
Forge or Ironworke for the habitacion of any workmen or any 
other necessary use appertayning to the said workes or workemen. 
And also all ponds, pondbayes, sluces, fludgates, waters, streames, 
water co[ur]ses, and flowings of waters to the said Iron Forge, 
hammer, or ironwork belonging or used, And also all the places 
nere adjoyning to the same Iron Worke or Hammer heretofore 
used or needfull to be used for the laying of coles, sowes, sinders 
or any other thinges fitt for the said work together w the soyle 
of the premisses and the ingres, egres, and regres to and thorough 
all wayes and passages to and from the said Iron Forge or 
Hammer heretofore used or necessary to be used, And also all 
the state, right, tytle, use, inheritance, possession, revercion, con- 
dicion, benefitt of condicion, clayme and demaund whatsoever of 
me the said S' George More of, in, or to the said Forge, Hammer, 
Jronwork, houses & pondes and the soyle thereof and other the 
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premisses before mencioned, and of, in, or to every, any, or either 
of them: So as neither I the said S™ George More nor my heires 
any right, tytle, use, inheritance, possession, revercion, condicion, 
benefitt of condicion, clayme or demaund of, in, or to the said 
Forge, Hammer, Ironwork, houses, poudes and other the pre- 
misses wt thappurtenances, or of, or to any or either of them, 
shall or may hereafter have, clayme, or challenge But of and 
from all aecions, right, tytle, use, inheritance, condicion, benefitt of 
condicion, clayme, and demaund shall and will forever hereafter 
be secluded and debarred by theis p[rese]ntes. And I the said 
S' George More and my heires the said Forge, Hammer, Iron- 
worke, houses, pondes, and other the premisses before mencioned 
and every of them, and every part and parcell of them, wt" 
thappurtenances unto the said Henry Bell and his heires shall 
and will warrant & forever defend by theis p[rese]ntes. In 
witness whereof I have hereunto sett my hand and seale the 
nyne and twentith day of March in the one and twentith yeare of 
the Raigne of o' Soveraigne Lord James the Kinges Ma{jes]tie 
that nowe is of England, France, and Ireland, and of Scotland 
the sixe and fiftith.

On 22nd August, 1629, Henry Bell effected a settlement 
of all his real property, including Rake, on the occasion 
of the intended marriage of his great nephew Anthony 
Smith, the grandson of his sister Elizabeth and Henry 
Smith. The indenture by which this was done is recited 
in the inquisition taken after the death of Henry Bell,’ 
and was a three-part one made between Bell and his 
kinsman (his nephew) and heir apparent Anthony Smith 
senior of Milford, gentleman, of the first part, Anthony 
Smith junior of Milford, gentleman, son and heir appa- 
rent of the said Anthony Smith senior, and Joan Hore, 
one of the daughters and co-heirs of John Hore, gentle- 
man, deceased, and Anne his wife, of the second part, 
and the said Anne Hore and Robert Terrey of Guild- 
ford, gentleman, of the third part. Henry Bell agreed, 
out of the natural love and affection which he bore to

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Anthony Smith junior, and to secure a competent 
jointure for Joan, to assign the messuage, farm and 
lands called ‘“‘Sotnam alias Sotenham,” in Witley, then 
in the tenure of William Woods (excepting such of these 
lands as were then in Bell’s own occupation), and the 
messuage called Rake and Rake Farm, to the use of 
himself during the joint lives of him and of the said 
Authony Smith junior; after the decease of the said 
Anthony to the use of Joan Hore for her life ; after the 
decease of Joan to the use of Henry Bell again during 
life; and after his decease to Anthony Smith junior 
and his heirs for ever. Other lands in Witley and Mil- 
ford and the remainder of the lands belonging to Sat- 
tenham Farm were to be held by Henry Bell during life 
with remainder to the younger Anthony and Joan, and 
Anthony’s heirs for ever. A messuage and certain lands 
in Milford being in the tenure of George Payne, were to 
remain after Bell’s decease to the use of the said George 
and Margaret his wife, for their lives and the life of the 
survivor of them, and after to the use of their son George 
Payne junior and his heirs for ever. | A messuage in 
Milford in the tenure of Richard Smith, and two small 
tenements or cottages in the same in the several tenures 
of William Monyer and Robert Stinte, were assigned 
after Henry Bell’s decease to the use of Thomas Smith, 
brother of Anthony Smith junior. The manor of Witley 
with the messuage called the ‘Court House,” the 
meadows called the “ Lordes Meade” and ‘ Ponde 
Meade,” the lands called ‘‘ Beadle” lands, and the resi- 
due of the site and demesne lands of the manor, were to 
go on the death of Bell to Anthony Smith junior and 
his heirs for ever. 

George Payne mentioned in this settlement was a 
relative of Henry Bell, as appears by the latter’s 
description of him in his will as his cousin, and ma 
possibly have been connected with the Smiths by his 
marriage, for his wife Margaret is perhaps to be 
identified with the Margaret who is given in the 
Herald’s Visitation as the daughter of Anthony Smith 
senior, and the sister of the younger Anthony and 
Thomas Smith. 
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According to the same inquisition from which Henry 
Bell’s deed of settlement has been quoted, the marriage 
between Anthony Smith and Joan Hore was duly 
solemnised at Witley on 20th October, 1629. The two 
probably took up their residence at Rake shortly after- 
wards, a fact which seems to be borne out by the 
existence of an interesting fire-back in the house with 
the initials A S and the date 1630. It will be seen from 
the sketch which is here reproduced that these initials

and date are shown reversed, whilst the initials H B 
for Henry Bell at the head are in their right order. 
The fire-back which is of iron was no doubt cast at 
Bell’s own works at Thursley, and the pattern with his 
initials was probably a stock one, as Mr. Ralph Nevill 
notes the discovery of a broken example of the same in 
a neighbouring cottage. Other initials and the desired 
date could be filled in to order, and in this case, as we 
see, the workman set them wrongly in the mould. The

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three I strokes, one of which has been made to do duty 
for the first figure of the date were perhaps part of the 
original design, although the lower one may be intended 
to represent Anthony Smith’s wife Joan. 

Sometime before his death Henry Bell became seised 
of four “ pightells” or pareels of pasture land and 
wood, of about seven acres in extent, in Chiddingfold. 
These, by a further indenture of 10 January, 1633-4, 
also recited in his inquisition, he settled to his own 
use during life with remainder to his great-nephew 
Thomas Smith. 

Henry Bell died, according to his brass in Witley 
Church, at Milford, on 9 May, 1654, aged 80. In the 
inquisition his death is said to have taken place on 
10 May. The brass duly records his former office of 
Clerk Comptroller of the Household to James I, and 
exhibits his arms, namely, on a chevron two bars 
gemels between three hawks’ bells. The same coat 
appears on some of the armorial glass at Rake im- 
paled with that of his brother-in-law Henry Smith, and 
quartered with that of his nephew Anthony. Accord- 
ing to the quartered arms of Smith, as given in the 
Visitation of 1623, the coat of Bell is “argent, on a 
chevron between three hawks’ bells gules two bars 
gemels of the field.” ' 

The will of Henry Bell described as of Milford, 
esquire, is dated 25 February, 9 Charles I (1633-4), 
and was proved in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury 
on 15th May following.’ In it he makes bequests of 
20s. to the minister for preaching his funeral sermon, 
and of £5 to the poor of Witley. Of his relations 
there are legacies to the following: his nephew Anthony 
Smith the elder, his nephew Thomas Smith, his cousin 
George Payne the elder, with his son George Payne the 
younger, John and Henry Payne, his cousin—Stynt of 
Katherine Hill, Humphrey Stynt his brother, and their 
sister’s son, the testator’s godchild, of Highcombe 
Bottom, his cousin John Keen, servant to the Queen,

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his niece Elizabeth, then wife of Mr. Meel in Ireland, 
and the children of Mary Smith, deceased, by her hus- 
band Richard Smith of Mousehill. The testator’s loving 
nephew Anthony Smith the younger is appointed 
executor. 

Rake, therefore, with the greater part of the con- 
siderable possessions acquired by Henry Bell during his 
long life, now passes into the hands of Anthony Smith 
the younger. Some account may therefore now be given 
of the previous family history of this once important 
member of the gentry of Surrey. 

Henry Smith, who married Elizabeth Bell, was the 
third son of one Anthony Smith, who came from Escrick 
in Yorkshire and settled in Merrow as the steward of the 
Lady Knevett. She was probably the wife of one 
Henry Knevett, esquire, who appears as the patron of 
the living of Merrow in 1574 and was subsequently 
knighted." This Anthony Smith married Joan, the 
daughter of Thomas Harward or Herward of Hall 
Place, Merrow, and had issue by her three sons, 
Thomas, John, and the said Henry. The arms of 
Harward, ‘azure a lion argent, over all on a fess or, 
three roses gules,” are impaled with those of Smith on 
two of the larger panes of armorial glass at Rake. On 
one of these the double crest is given, the demi-bull for 
Smith and a demi-stag ducally gorged and attired for 
Harward. Of the sons of this Anthony, Thomas Smith, 
according to the Visitation, became Mayor of Guildford, 
and from the list of mayors of that town given by 
Manning and Bray, it appears that that office was held 
both in 1587 and 1595 by a Thomas Smith. Henry 
Smith, one of the sons of Thomas, held the same office, 
and according to the same authority also on two occasions, 
namely, in 1620 and 1628. John Smith, the second 
son of Anthony, and described as of Merrow, married 
and had issue Anthony and Richard. The latter became 
parson of Shere and has been mentioned above as one

John’s will is dated 30 June, 
1617, and was proved in the Archdeaconry Court of 
Surrey on 11th January, 1620-1. In it he refers to his 
wife Rose, his son Richard, and his grandson John, son 
of his eldest son Anthony, deceased. This Anthony, 
who thus predeceased his father, describes himself as of 
Merrow, husbandman, in his will which he made on 
8th January, 1605-6, and which was proved in the 
Archdeaconry Court of Surrey on 5th September, 1609, 
by his widow Rose. 

Anthony Smith of Milford appears to have been the 
sole issue of the marriage of Henry Smith and Elizabeth 
Bell. He was married thrice. His first wife was Mary 
(or, according to one of the Herald’s Visitations,' 
Frances), the daughter of Francis Muschamp of Peck- 
ham. By her he seems to have had no issue. He 
married again Mary Allen, the daughter of John Allen 
of Essex. The arms of her family, ‘sable, a cross 
potent or,” appear impaled with those of Smith in one 
of the quarries of armorial glass still preserved at Rake 
and on the brass plate let into her husband’s gravestone 
in Witley Church. From his marriage with this second 
wife descended his sole issue, his sons Anthony and 
Thomas, and probably three daughters, namely, Margaret 
(who is the only one mentioned in the Visitations, and 
perhaps, as I have suggested, afterwards the wife of 
George Payne), Elizabeth, and Mary. 

The solemnization of the elder Anthony’s marriage to 
his third wife Mary, the daughter of Thomas Cooper of 
Borough in Witley, gentleman, deceased, took place, 
—s to the inquisition taken after his death,*) at 

itley Church on Ist March, 1607-8. A little time 
— to this event, namely, on 7th October, 1607, he 

ad in anticipation of it effected settlements of the two 
several estates of which he was found to be seised at his 
death. These estates consisted of a messuage called 
“‘Karles” in Milford, with thirty-four acres of land 
there and in Witley, which were found to be held of

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his son Anthony as of the latter’s manor of Witley, 
and six closes of land in Witley, comprising eight 
acres formerly parcel of Sattenham Farm and held of the 
King in chief. Of no other lands than these was he 
returned as seised at the time of his death, which took 
place on 10th December, 1637. But according to Aubrey, 
quoted by Manning and Bray,’ the inscription on his 
gravestone, now nearly illegible, was, ‘‘ Here lyeth in- 
terred the body of Anthony Smith, who departed this 
life the last . . . . . Anno. Dom. 1637, at his 
dwelling-house in Milford; and here he rests in hopes 
of a joyful resurrection.” 

The will of Anthony Smith the elder of Milford, gen- 
tleman, bears date 22 August, 1636, and, if the day of 
his death is correctly given in the inquisition, no time 
was lost by his widow in obtaining probate, for it was 
proved by be on that very day.” The testator desired 
to be buried in the parish church of Witley, ‘‘ wherein 
all unnecessary charges to be avoided.” After some 
specific bequests to his son Anthony of his silver and 
gilt salt, his silver and gilt wine bowl, his silver trencher 
salt, his twelve silver spoons with gilt heads, and some 
of his house furniture, such as the ‘‘ Dornex handgings” 
in the two chambers above stairs, his brewing vessels, 
furnace, leaden pump, and the benches throughout the 
house, bedsteads, old presses, and the like, some of 
which were to remain as ‘standills” in his house and 
his widow to have the use of them during her life, and 
to his wife of the feather bed and bolster, the two 
pillows, and the like, including ‘the little still and the 
brass pott,” he directed his corn, grain and oats, and the 
residue of his goods and chattels, to be divided into five 
equal parts and given to his wife, his said son Anthony, 
his younger son Thomas, his daughter ‘ Mealle,” if 
living, or, if dead, to her children equally, and to the 
children of his daughter Mary, deceased, the late wife of 
Richard Smith of Mousehill. 


Of Anthony Smith the younger we have already seen

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how his father consented to forego in his favour the 
greater part of the advantages which would have ac- 
crued to him (the father) as the heir of his uncle Henry 
Bell. The younger Anthony must indeed have been a 
man of considerable wealth, and is the most important 
member of the family with whom I have to deal in this 
account of the former owners of Rake. The notices 
I have of him, however, chiefly concern his ownership 
of the ironworks at Thursley; but they are of quite 
exceptional interest, in that they bring out many 
important points in connection with the ancient iron 
industry of the Weald. Moreover, they have this par- 
ticular interest for us, in that they are consistent in 
showing Anthony Smith not so much as a business man 
troubling himself about the ironworks, as a source of 
profit to himself and his tenants, but rather, like many a 
country gentleman before and after him, as a sportsman, 
prizing them because the ponds could be made good 
preserving grounds for the carp he loved to fish. 

The ironworks are not specifically mentioned in the 
settlement recited in the inquisition taken after Henry 
Bell’s death, but no doubt they were included in the 
appurtenances of Witley Manor, and so passed to 
Anthony Smith. Anthony, indeed, seems to have acted 
as the owner of them before his great-uncle’s death, as 
will be seen by the date, 1 April, 1634, of the lease of 
them granted by him, and recited in the proceedings 
which follow. ‘The annual rent at which they were now 
let, £40, is a considerable reduction from the £95 which 
Sir Edward More was required to pay in 1610, but pos- 
sibly Anthony Smith’s conditions may have considerably 
lessened the chances of their being made a profitable 
investment, even if the value of ironworks in Surrey had 
not fallen from what it had been at the earlier period. 
These conditions, and the keeping of them by both the 
parties, it will be seen, led to the squabbles which made 
matter for a Chancery cause, but the complainants may 
perhaps be better allowed to state their own case. Their 
bill was filed on 12th July, 1641."

Anthony Smith the other moytie thereof, and that the sayd pondes 
dureinge the residue of the said terme should bee fished severally, 
namtly the one three yeares after the storeing of the last pond, and 
the other fishinge six weekes before the eud of the sayd terme, which 
sayd fishinge should be at the equall charges of the said Anthony 
Smith and Francis Wyatt, theire executo™ and assignes ; 


And the sayd Anthony Smith did further by the said indenture 
covenant with the said Francis that hee the said Francis, his executo™ 
and assignes, should and might have yearely duringe the said terme 
ten thousand of peate at or in certeyne places there called Whitley 
Heath or Thursley Heath at and after the rate of twelve pence the 
thousand as in and by the said indenture, if the same could bee 
produced or shewed unto this honorable Court more at large it doth 
aud maye appeare ; 


By vertue of which said demise the said Francis Wyatt entred into 
and uppon the said demised premisses and was thereof possessed and 
accordingly payd the rent soe as aforesayd reserved, and performed all 
the covenantes on his part to bee performed. And beinge thereof 
possessed shortly after, namely in or about the moneth of December 
then next ensueinge dyed. After whose decease shee the sayd Tymothy 
Wyat, the relict and executrix of him the sayd Francis, entred into 
the sayd demised premisses and was thereof poss[ess]ed accordingly. 
And beinge thereof soe possessed shortly after alsoe dyed. After 
whose decease your said Orators being executo™ of the last will 
and testament of the said Tymothy and consequently of him the sayd 
Francis Wyatt by vertue of the sayd lease entred into the said demised 
premisses and were thereof possessed dureinge the residue of the said 
terme, and did well and truely pay unto the said Anthony Smith the 
rent soe as aforesaid reserved and did likewise performe all such 
coven as on their partes were to bee performed, and the sayd Anthony 
Smith ought in all equity to have done the like ; 


Yet neverthelesse soe it is, if it may please your good Lord??, that 
the sayd Anthony Smith haveinge by some casuall means gotten into 
his hand the indenture of the sayd lease, whereby hee hath covenanted 
as aforesayd, and well knoweinge that without the produceinge of the 
same your said Orators cannot by any course of law bringe any accion 
against him for satisfaccion of such damages as they have had and 
received by the breach of his sayd covenantes, hee the sayd Anthony 
beinge incouraged thereby hath not onely broken all his sayd cove- 
nantes, but did of late, namely about twoe yeares before the expiracion 
of the said lease secretly enter into the said demised premisses and did 
take upp and carry away a certeyne Penstock or ingine which kept in 
the water of one of the sayd Pondes, whereby the sayd water ever 
after dureinge the residue of the sayd terme ran out, soe that your 
Orators lost the use and benefitt thereof for theire sayd Ironworkes to 
theire damage of fortie powndes at the least ; 
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And whereas by the covenantes of the sayd lease the said Anthony 
was to have all the fish that before the feast of Saint John Baptist 
next after the makeinge of the said lease should bee in the sayd Pond 
salled the Furnace or Finery Pond and all the fish that should bee in the 
sayd Pond called the Hammer Pond before the feast of Sainct Michael 
the Arch Angell which was in the yeare of our Lord one thousand six 
hundred thirtie five and that the sayd Anthony should at the sayd 
feast take away his sayd fish out of the said pondes respectively and 
should win one moneth next after the fishinge and takeinge of the 
said fish out of the sayd pondes well and sufficiently store the said 
pondes againe with a sufficient nomber of carpes of six or seaven 
inches louge at the least, the moyty or one halfe whereof should bee for 
the benefitt of the sayd Francis Wyatt, his executors and assignes, 
hee the said Anthony Smith did not fish or take the fish out of the 
sayd Pondes untill a longe tyme after the sayd severall feastes nor 
did hee store againe the said Pondes with carps within one moneth 
after the fishinge thereof nor yet within ten monethes after, nor did 
hee then or at any tyme sufficiently store the sayd Ponds or any 
of them, nor were such fish or carpes as hee soe stored the sayd 
Pondes with of the assise of six or seaven inches but farr under that 
assise, in respect whereof your Orato™ lost not onely the benefitt of 
the groweth of the moytie of the sayd fish but likewise of the nomber 
of the sayd fish. And whereas the sayd fish soe to be stored were by 
the covenantes of the said indenture to bee fished and taken at and 
uppon the equall costes and charges of the sayd Anthony Smith and 
the sayd Francis Wyatt his executo™ and assignes, hee the sayd 
Anthony intendinge to deprive your said Orato™ of the sayd fish, and 
well knowinge that if the sayd fish were not taken dureinge the 
continewance of the sayd lease that then they would wholly remaine 
unto him, and knoweinge that it would bee very chargable unto your 
Orato™ to bee at the whole charge therein and yet to have and enjoy 
but the one halfe thereof, hee the sayd Anthony Smith out of that 
unjust respect or for some other unconscionable cause did not nor 
would exhibite, beare, or bee at the one halfe of the charge of the 
charge [sie] of the said fishinge nor of any part thereof although 
hee was very often thereonto required, by reason whereof the said 
lease beinge now ended, your Orato" have lost the benefitt of the 
moytie of all the sayd fish to the value of forty powndes at the least ; 

And your Orato™ further shew unto your Lord’? that whereas by 
the sayd indenture hee the sayd Anthony Smith was to allow unto 
your Orato" yearly ten thousand of peate after the rate of twelve 
pence the thousand, hee the said Anthony did not nor would allow or 
assigne unto them any of the said peate at or for the sayd rate although 
hee was thereunto often required, whereby your said Orato™ are 
further dampnified ten powndes at the least ; 

And the sayd Anthony not soe contented hath of late out of his 
further wronge taken and carried of and from the demised premisses, 
and hath either converted to his owne use or otherwise obscured from 
your Orato", divers iron sowes & sow iron of yo" Orators and of theire 
undertenn‘* to the value of forty powndes at the least and will by noe 
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fayre meanes that your sayd Orato™ can use either restore the sayd 
sowes or sow iron or give or allow unto them any recompence or 
satisfaccion for theire sayd manny wronges or for the breach of his 
sayd covenantes, hee haveinge as aforesayd gotten the sayd indenture 
into his handes, and thereby knoweinge your Orator [sie] have noe 
meanes of releife at or by the course of the Common Law ; 

And your Orato™ intendinge to releive themselves in some part 
therein by detayneinge theire sayd rent have detayned the rent of the 
sayd demised premisses due for the last yeare of the sayd terme as they 
hope under the favour of this honorable Court they may lawfully doe, 
hee the sayd Anthony Smith intendinge to compell your Orato™ to pay 
the same hath of late exhibited his Bill unto your Lord?” in this ho"* 
Court for recovery thereof and doth likewise intend to take some legall 
course against your Orators for the recovery thereof and thereby and 
by his sayd other unjust courses much wronge and oppresse your sayd 
Orato™ contrary to all equity and good conscience ; 

In tender consideracion whereof and for as much as your sayd Orato" 
have noe meanes for theire releife in theis theire sayd wronges at or by 
the course of the Common Law, they not knoweinge what or how many 
sowes or sow iron hee the sayd Anthony Smith hath soe taken, carryed 
away, converted, or obscured as aforesayd nor can they as yet finde out 
or make due proofe of the sayd Anthony Smith his takeinge and 
carryinge away of the sayd Penstock, nor in respect of the want of the 
sayd indenture have or cann have any meanes of releife for theire sayd 
greate wronges and of the many breaches of covenantes soe as aforesayd 
to have beene performed by the said Anthony Smith and therefore are 
like to suffer great wronge, if it shall not please your good Lord?? to 
extend and afford unto them some conscionable releife ; 

And for as much as your said Orato™ are contident that the said 
Anthony Smith, beinge compelled to make answere unto the premisses 
uppon his corporall oath will discover and declare the truth soe far forth 
as your Orato" by your Lord??s just sentance may receive and have fitt 
and condigne recompence and satisfaccion in theire sayd wronges ; 

May it therefore please your good Lord??, the premisses considered, 
to grant unto your Orators his Ma[jes]ties most gratious writt of 
Subpena to bee directed unto him the sayd Anthony Smith, thereby 
commandinge him at a certayne day and under a certeyne peyne therein 
to bee lymitted personally to appeare and bee before your good Lord?? 
in his Ma[jes]ties High Court of Chancery then and there uppon his 
corporall oath to make answere unto the premisses. And further to 
stand to and abyde such order, sentance, and decree touchinge and 
concerneinge the sume as to your good Lord? in a ease of this nature 
shall seeme to bee most agreeable to right, equity, and good conscience. 
And your Orato™ shall ever aceordinge to theire bounden duty pray for 
your good Lord? in health and honor longe to continewe. 


Anthony Smith’s answer to this Bill was sworn on 
23rd October, 1641. In it he acknowledges, in the first 
place, all the statements of the complainants as to the 
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lease and its conditions and the covenants as to the fishing 
of the ponds and taking away of peat. The facts as to 
the entry of Francis Wvatt into the premises and his 
subsequent death, followed by that of his widow, as 
stated in the Bill, are believed to be true, as is also the 
fact that the compiainants held the lease for the re- 
mainder of the term upon her death. 


But whether the Comp'** were executo™ of the said Timothy or noe, 
or by what tytle the said Comp!*s or others by their appoyntm'* or 
consentes soe entred, this Defend‘ doth not certenly knowe but denies 
that they have paid all the rent soe as aforesaid reserved uppon the 
said lease during the said tearme or performed all the covenantes on 
the lessees part to be performed. And this Defend‘ denies that he has 
hath by casuall or any meanes gotten into his handes or ever had since 
the sealeing thereof the said indenture of lease soe by this Defend 
sealed, but is confident the same is in the handes of the Comp!’ or 
some other by their or one of their delivery, or is in their or one of 
their power to have, use and produce, when they please, and therefore 
maye bring their accion at lawe for breach of the said covenantes 
if any were. But this Defend* for further aunswre thereto saith as 
followeth : 

And first he denies that he did secretly or otherwise at or about the 
tyme in the Bill mencioned, or at any other tyme during the said lease, 
enter into the said demised premisses and take upp or carry away any 
penstocke or engine of and from the same or whereby the Comp" lost 
any water or benefitt thereof for their said Ironworkes : 

And as toweching the pretended breach of covenant for and con- 
cerning the fish and fishing in the said Bill meneioned this Defend* 
saith that he did (as he hopes sufficiently to prove unto this honorable 
Court) fish and take the said fish out of the said pondes at or before 
the said feastes limitted for doing thereof, and store agayne the said 
pondes w* fitting Carps w'"in the tyme lymitted or w"in some short 
tyme after, w™ then gave satisfaccion to the said Frauncis Wyatt 
and Timothy his wife or such of them as were then tenantes of the 
premisses, it being done at the precise tyme or win such tyme after 
as there was litie or noe damage at all to the then tenantes as this 
Def* verelie beleives and hopes to prove. 

And this Defend‘ did as he hopes to prove unto this honorable Court 
sufliciently store the said pondes and that with such carps as were of 
the assize in the said lease mencioned or nere those sizes and w did 
sufliciently satisfie the then tenantes, they or some others on their 
behalfe, as this Defend’ remembreth, being present and taking notice 
of them and the said fish soe stored were fished and taken at and uppon 
the costes and charges of this Defend* and Thomas Burrell and John 
Burrell gent. brothers of the said Walter Burrell, tenantes of the said 
Ironworkes, being in possession of them and having the sole managing 
of them in shewe and appearance, halfe the charge whereof this Det* 
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did beare and had the moytie of the fish, and they, as he conceiveth, 
thother moytie, wout that that this Deft for the respectes in the Bill 
pretended or for any other unconscionable cause did not nor would 
exhibite, beare, or be at the one halfe of the charge of the said fishing 
as by the Bill of Comp! is pretended. 

And as towehing the peate in the said Bill mencioned this Defend* 
thereto saith that the tenantes of the said yron workes from tyme to 
tyme yearely had the same for the first five yeares but did not pay to 
this Defeud* for the same after the rate of Twelve pence the Thowsand, 
as by the said indenture they ought to have done, if they would have 
the same nor any other satisfaccion but utterlie refused soe to doe. 

And for the twoe last yeares this Def* saith that the Tenn Thowsand 
of peate was each yeure readie and appoynted to be delivered to the 
tenantes of the said premisses, if they had required or demaunded the 
sume and would have paid for it according to the purport of the said 
covenant, wout that that this Deft did not nor would allowe and 
assigne unto the comp" uppon request and at the said rate in the 
said covenant mencioned the said peate by the said covenant agreed to 
be allowed or any part thereof. 

And as towehing the iron sowes and the sowe iron in the said Bill 

pretended to be taken and converted by this Defend‘ or obscured by 
him, he this Defend* confesseth that sixe sowes of iron and noe more 
were taken by the appoyntm' of this Defend uppon the premisses in 
the name of a distresse for halfe a yeares rent due for the said premisses 
to him this Defend‘ at Mich[aelm Jas last was twelve month and w® still 
is due and unpaid being for part of the last yeares rent still unpaid as 
the p's confesse in their said Bill. But he further saith that the said 
sowes of iron were afterwards replevied and taken away agayne by or 
for the tenantes of the premisses as this Defend‘ beleives, and denies 
that he hath or detayneth or obscureth the same or any other yron 
sowes or sowe iron of the pl*® or their undertenantes as by the said 
sill of compl is pretended wout that any other matter or thinge in 
the said Bill of comp" contayned matecriall or effectuall for this this 
Defend* to make aunswre unto and not herein or hereby sufliciently 
aunswred unto, confessed and avoided, traversed or denied is true to 
the knowledge of him this Defend* ; 

All w™ matters and thinges he this Defend is readie to averr and 
prove as this most honorable Court shall award ; and therefore most 
humblie prayeth to be dismissed out of the same w*" his reasonable 
costes and charges in this behalfe most wrongfully sustayned. 


Here we must leave the disputants, doubtful in whose 
favour judgment was given, if indeed the matter ever 
came into court, for I have failed to find any further 
proceedings in the case. It must be remembered that it 
was just on the eve of stirring political events when 
matters in the law courts, as everywhere else, were 
likely to be upset for a while. 
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Of another of Anthony Smith’s leases of his iron- 
works I am fortunate in being able to present the actual 
terms. They are interesting, not only because they 
enable us to form some general idea of the conditions 
under which a Wealden ironmaster could lease his 
works in the seventeenth century, but also because, 
although the date of this lease, 1 June, 1666, was 
thirty-two years after that of the one which we have 
seen led to so much trouble, yet they show that Anthony 
Smith’s mind was still set on the question of preserving 
the ponds for fish. ‘The new lessee William Yalden, 
herein described as the elder, of Blackdown, co. Sussex, 
belonged to a family which came to settle in Surrey in 
the parts about Thursley and Haslemere, in the churches 
of which places a considerable number of them are com- 
memorated. He is perhaps to be identified with the 
William Yalden, gentleman, who received the royal 
pardon on 31st May, 1640, for all offences committed 
by him before 17th May, 1636, in destroying divers 
woods for the smelting of iron in the counties of Surrey, 
Sussex, and Hants.' If so, he must have been a con- 
siderable ironmaster in his day. The rent at which he 
now secured the Thursley ironworks, namely £10, marks 
a great falling off from the £95 of 1610, and even the 
£40 of 1634, and perhaps indicates the decline in the 
value of the ironworks. But on the other hand, the 
owner's insistence on his right to do practically what he 
liked with the ponds must have made it difficult for him 
to find a sufficiently accommodating tenant. Moreover, 


it will be seen, one part of the works, the upper finery, 
was excluded from the lease. 


This Indenture made the first day of June in the Eighteenth 
yeare of the raigne of our soveraigne Lord Charles the Second by 
the grace of God of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, King, 
Defender of the Faith, &c., and in the yeare of our Lord One thousand 
six hundred sixtie and six Between Anthony Smith of Rake in 
the parish of Witley in the County of Surrey, Esq[uire] on thone 
parte and William Yalden thelder of Blackdowne in the County of

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Sussex, Esq[uire] on thother parte, Witnesseth that the said 
Anthony Smith as well for & in consideracion of the summe of 
Fifteene poundes of lawfull money of England to him before then- 
seaulinge hereof in hand paid by the said William Yalden for a fyne 
or incombe for the hereby demise: premisses, the receipt whereof the 
said Anthony Smith doth hereby acknowledge, as alsoe for & in 
consideracion of the yearely rent herein and hereby reserved on the 
Lessees parte well & truly to bee paid and the covenants herein 
comprized on his the said Lessees parte well & truly to be performed 
hath demised, graunted, and to farme letten and by theis p[rese ]nts 
doth demise, graunt, and to farme lett unto the said William Yalden 
thelder All that upper forge & upper finery and the lower hammer, 
chaffery, and iron workes called or knowne by the name of Horsebane 
Hammer allia}s Cold Harbour Hammer, or by any other name or 
names, scituate, lyeinge, & beinge in Witley Heath and Thursley 
Heath or in both or one of them within the said parishes of Witley 
& Thursley or one of them in the said County of Surrey; And alsoe 
all those two ponds commonly called or knowne by the severall names 
of the Hammer Pond and the Furnace Pond alfia]s the Finerie Pond ; 
And alsoe all streames, waters, watercourses, pondheads, branches, 
bayes, sluces, troughs, penstocks, and hatches to the said iron workes 
& ponds and to every, any, or either of them belonginge or apper- 
tayninge ; And alsoe all usuall & accustomed places heretofore used to 
lay & keepe coales and iron in or uppon ; And all howses, edifices, & 
buildinges whatsoever unto the said iron workes and to every, any, 
or either of them belonginge or appertayninge; And alsoe all the 
bellowes, anvills, hammers, harnis with tacklinges, workinge tooles, 
& all other materialls in, about, or belonginge unto the said iron 
workes, particulerly mencioned & expressed in a ecerten schedule or 
inventory thereof made and to theis p[rese]nts annexed ; And alsoe 
all usuall, accustomed, necessary, & convenient liberties, wayes, & 
passages unto the said Hammer & Iron workes belonginge or ap- 
pertayninge and therewith heretofore commonly used or enjoyed ; 
Except and alwaies reserved out of this demise and graunt unto 
the said Anthony Smith, his heirs & assignes, all the fish & fishinge 
of and in thaforesaid two ponds called the Hammer Pond and the 
Furnace Pond alfia]s the Fynerie Pond and free & quiett liberty, 
way, & passage, accesse, ingresse, egresse, & regresse to & for him 
the said Anthony Smith, his heires and assignes to drawe, serve, 
& fish the said ponds & either of them from tyme to tyme duringe 
this demise att his & theire free willes & pleasures And the 
same againe from tyme to tyme to stack & store with fish; And 
alsoe except & alwaies reserved out of this demise & graunt unto 
the said Anthony Smith, his heires & assignes, free & quiett liberty, 
ray, passage, accesse, ingresse, egresse, & regresse uppon & over the 
aforesaid ponds, bayes, or pond-heads, or any or either of them, to 
make, sett, & place grates in, uppon, att or by the said ponds & bayes 
& either of them for the keepinge in of the fish in the said ponds ; 


And the same grates & every of them from time to tyme to repaire 
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amend, & maintayne during this demise att his & theire free willes & 
pleasures; And also except & alwaies reserved out of this demise 
& graunt unto the said Anthony Smith, his heires & assignes, the 
upper fynery belonginge to the iron workes aforesaid, which said 
upper fynery soe excepted it is hereby agreed betwixt the parties to 
theis p[rese]nts shall stand, remaine, & bee in such manner & in 
such repaire as it is att the commencem* of this demise ; To have 
and to hold the aforesaid forge, hammer & iron workes and all & 
singuler the premisses before hereby demised with theire & every of 
theire appurtenances (except before excepted) unto the said William 
Yalden, his exec{uto]rs & admi[nistrato]rs, from the feast day of 
St John the Baptist now next ensueinge for, duringe, & untill the full 
end & tearme of two yeares from thence next ensueinge & fully to bee 
compleate & ended, yealding & payinge therefore yearely duringe this 
demise unto the said Anthony Smith, his heires and assignes, the 
yearely rent of Tenne pounds of lawfull money of England att or 
uppon the feast day of the Birth of our Lord God & the feast day of 
S' John the Baptist by even and equall porcions yearely to be paid 
And if it shall happen the said yearely rent of Tenne poundes to bee 
behinde and unpaid in parte or in all over or after either of the said 
feasts, in which as aforesaid the same ought to bee paid, by the space 
of one & twenty dayes, That then & att all tymes after it shall & 
may bee good & lawfull to & for the said Anthony Smith, his heires 
& assignes, into the said forge, hammer, & iron workes before hereby 
demised with thappurtenances wholly to re-enter, and the said William 
Yalden, his exee[uto]rs and admi[nistrato]rs, thereout utterly to 
expell, amove, & putt out, and the same & every parte thereof 
to have agayn, retayne, reposseede, & enjoy as in his & theire 
first & former estate, this indenture or anythinge herein contayned 
to the contrary in any wise notwithstandinge. And the said 
William Yalden thelder doth hereby covenante & graunte & agree 
for himselfe, his heires exec[uto}rs, & admi[nistrato]rs to & with 
the said Anthony Smith, his heires & assignes, by theis presen ]ts 
in manner and forme followinge (that is to say), That hee the 
said William Yalden his exee[uto]rs and admi[nistrato]rs, shall 
& will att the said expiracion or other sooner determinacion of 
this demise leave and yeald upp the wheeles, penstocks, sewers, 
fludgates, wastgates, sluces, water-gates, and all other wooden and 
iron worke, And alsoe all the forge, hammer, iron workes, pond 
heades, pond bayes, hammers, anvills, and buildinges and premisses 
before hereby demised with thappurtenances to him the said Anthony 
Smith, his heires or assignes, together with the tacklinges, harnis, 
wooden workes, iron workes, and other implements whatsoever fitly 
placed in as good and sufficient repaire as the same shalbee made by 
the said Anthony Smith or his assignes, or by him the said William 
Yalden or his assignes, either by the tyme of the commencem of this 
demise or within nyne monthes then after, att or before which tyme it 
is hereby agreed that the said demised premisses shalbee putt in as 
good & sufficient repaire, as hee the said Anthony Smith, his heires 
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or assignes, shall or may exspect the same att the determinacion 
of this demise, without removeinge any parte thereof ; And alsoe 
that it shall & may bee lawfull to & for the said Anthony Smith, his 
heires, exec[uto]rs, & assignes, from tyme to tyme duringe this demise 
to have, receive, and take to & for his and theire owne use all the 
sinders, bosses, or mosses, now beinge or which duringe this demise 
shalbee made or bee in or about the iron workes & premisses before 
hereby demised, and that without lett or interrupcion of or by the said 
William Yalden, his exee[uto]rs or assignes. And also that hee the 
said William Yalden, his heires, exee[uto]rs, adm[inistrato]rs, or 
assignes shall and will well and truly pay or cause to bee paid to the 
said Anthony Smith, his heires or assignes, the said yearely rent of 
Tenne pounds before hereby reserved upon the respective feast dayes 
aforesaid or within one & twenty dayes after either of the said feasts 
yearely duringe this demise without fraud or delay. And also that 
hee the said William Yalden, his exec[uto]rs & admi[nistrato ]rs, shall 
and will from tyme to tyme duringe this demise pay and discharge all 
rents and payments as shall duringe this demise arise, become or growe 
due out of, for, or from the demised premisses to the church & poore, 
and all other parish rates and taxes, together with ‘Two shillinges 
yearely for every chimney hearth in the hereby demised premisses 
aceordinge to an Act of Parliament lately made touchinge chimney 
hearthes, And alsoe one fowerth parte of all taxes & payments as 
shalbee rated, taxed, or imposed on the hereby demised premisses by 
reason of any Act, Order, or Ordinance of Parliament or Order of 
the Kings Ma[jes]tie, his heires or suecessours, and that att such 
dayes & tymes & in such manner & forme as the same & every 
of them are or ought to bee paid; Or of and from the same and 
every of them shall and will from tyme to tyme acquite & discharge 
or have & kepe harmlesse the said Anthony Smith, his heires and 
assignes, and the demised premisses ; and shall and will alsoe att 
the end or other sooner expiracion of this demise leave to & for 
the use of the said Anthony Smith, his heires or assignes, as well 
all and singular the goods, tooles, & implements particularly mencioned 
in a certen schedule or inventory to theis p[rese]nts annexed as alsoe 
all other the materialls & every parte thereof above mencioned in as 
good repaire, & fitted every in its proper place, as the same are att the 
commencement of this demise, reasonable use and wearinge allowed. 
And it is hereby covenanted and agreed that in case the said Anthony 
Smith, his heires or assignes, shall have occasion or shallbee minded 
att any tyme duringe this demise to fish a certen pond of him, the 
said Anthony Smith, called the Forked Pond, lyeinge belowe the 
said hammer, and shall give notice thereof to the said William Yalden, 
his exec[uto]rs or assignes, of such his or theire intencion, that then 
hee the said William Yalden, his exec[uto]rs, admi[nistrato]rs or 
assignes, shall & will from tyme to tyme for & duringe the space of 
one whole day to bee appointed by him the said Anthony Smith, his 
heires or assignes, stopp & stay the water which doth usually runn 
out of the ponde above in & by theis p[rese]nts demised into the said 
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pond called the Forked Pond, which water soe to bee stopped & stayed 
is for the more convenient takeinge out of the fish of him the said 
Anthony Smith beinge & to be in the said pond ealled the Forked 
Pond. And the said Anthony Smith doth hereby covenante & agree 
for himselfe, his heires, exee[uto]rs, & admi[nistrato]rs, to & with 
the said William Yalden, his exee[uto]rs & admifnistrato]rs, by theis 
p[rese]uts That it shall & may bee lawfull to & for the said William 
Yalden, his exee[uto}rs & assignes, from tyme to tyme duringe this 
demise to deduct & abate out of the rent hereby reserved the other 
three partes, the whole in fower partes equally to bee devided, of all 
taxes, assessements, & payments as shall duringe this demise bee 
taxed or imposed on the hereby demised premisses by Act, Order, or 
Ordinance of Parliam‘ or order of the Kings Mal[jes tie, his heires or 
suecessours ; And alsoe that the said William Yalden, his exec[uto ]rs 
& admi[nistrato]rs, for & under the yearely rent before hereby reserved 
well & truly to bee paid & under, uppon, & accordinge to the covenants, 
graunts, articles, condicions, payments & agreements herein com- 
prized shall or lawfully may well & in peace have, hold, use, oceupy 
possesse, enjoy, and kepe the forge, hammer, ironworks & premisses 
before hereby demised with thappurtenances (except before excepted) 
for & duringe the tearme hereby graunied without any lett, trouble, 
interrupcion, or coutradiccion of or by the said Anthony Smith, his 
heires or assignes. And whereas the said Anthony Smith hath now 
eutt & provided two hundred coards of wood! within the parish of 
Witley aforesaid, which said wood the said William Yalden hath 
received of him the said Anthony Smith att the rate & price 
of five shillinges the cord and doth hereby covenant & agree to 
pay him the said Anthony Smith, his exee[uto]rs or assignes, for 
the two hundred coards of wood aforesaid the full summe of fifty 
pounds of lawfull money of England in or uppon the first day of 
November next ensueinge the date of theis p[rese ]nts ; And the said 
Anthony Smith doth hereby agree to and with the said William Yalden 
That hee the said Anthony Smith, his heires or assignes, shall or will 
on or before the mouth of May in the next yeare cut and provide two 
hundred coardes of woad more for him the said William Yalden 
within the parish of Witley aforesaid or Thursley in the said county of 
Surrey, which said coards of wood last mencioned are to bee sett upp 
accordinge to the usuall manner of the country, and which said coards 
of wood the said William Yalden doth hereby agree to accept and take 
of the said Anthony Smith, his heires, exec[uto]rs, or assignes, att 
the said rate and price of five shillinges the coard, and doth hereby 
covenante and agree to and with the said Anthony Smith, his 
exec[uto]rs and assignes That hee the said William Yalden, his

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heires, exec[uto ]rs, or assignes, shall and will well and truly pay or 
cause to bee paid to the said Anthony Smith, his heires, exee[uto }rs, or 
assignes, for the two hundred coards of wood soe to bee provided as 
aforesaid the like summe of fifty poundes of lawfull money of England 
in or uppon the first day of November which shalbee in the yeare of 
our Lord God One thousand six hundred sixtie and seaven, which said 
coards of wood before mencioned it is hereby agreed shall and may bee 
coaled in the coppices of the said Anthony Smith where the same shall 
bee coarded and sett upp. And it is further agreed that the coales 
thereof ariseinge shalbee converted and used in, uppon, or about the 
Ironworkes before hereby demised accordinge to the intent, meaninge, 
agreement of the parties to theis p[rese]nts. And it is hereby further 
agreed that the said William Yalden shall and may make pitts in places 
convenient and take quench and cover of earth for the necessary 
coalinge of the coard wood before mencioned and have all usuall waies 
and passages for the carryinge away of the coales aforesaid, makeinge 
noe more wast and spoile then necessity shall require and makeinge 
fast such gates as shalbee opened for the ecarryinge away the same, 
which the said William Yalden agreeth and covenanteth accordingly to 
doe, And that without fraud or delay. In witnes whereof the parties 
first above named to theis p[rese ]nte indentures interchangeably have 
sett theire hands and seales the day and yeare first above written.

Memorandum that it is agreed by & betweene the parties to theis 
p[rese]nts that if it shall happen that any difference arise betweene 
them concerning the sufficiency of the wood that twoe indifferent 
persons shalbee chosen, the one by the said Wm.

The list of tools and plant given in the schedule which 
is referred to in this lease supplies most valuable material 
to help us to reconstruct all the internal fittings of a 
Wealden ironworks. The best contemporary account of 
the various processes employed in such works is that 
given by John Ray, the naturalist, in an appendix to his 
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Collection of English Words not generally used, which was 
first published in 1672. His account was reprinted by 
Mr. M. A. Lower, in his paper on the Sussex ironworks, 
in Vol II of the Sussex Archeological Collections, and I 
shall do no more than give a brief recapitulation of it 
here in order to explain the nature of the work done in 
each of the different departments which will be found 
noticed in the schedule. 

The first process was the reduction of the ore and the 
casting of it into sows or pigs, which was done at the 
furnace. Before, however, the ore was ready for the 
furnace it had to be ‘ mollified”’ in order to allow of its 
being readily broken into small pieces. This was done 
by placing alternate layers of charcoal with the layers 
of ore and burning the whole together. When the sows 
and pigs were taken out of the furnace they had to pass 
through the forge or hammer. In this there were at 
least two fires, called respectively the “ finery” and the 
‘“‘chafery.” The sows were first converted at the finery 
into ‘ blooms,” or four-square masses of about two feet 
in length, and next into “ anconies,” which were bars of 
about three feet in length with the ends left square and 
rough. At the chafery the rough ends of the anconies 
were rounded off and the bars were then ready for the 
market. It must be borne in mind that the chief 
purpose which the Wealden ironworks served was the 
production of bar-iron for the use of smiths and others 
as required, and although in many of the Sussex works, 
and in some of those also in Surrey and Kent, iron 
ordnance was made to a very large extent, the manu- 
facture of it was, at all events in its inception, rather 
a bye product of the works, as was also the casting of 
the fire-backs and the smaller articles, more or less of 
ornamental design, which can be attributed to the old 
Wealden iron industry. 


We may now proceed to consider our inventory of 
the tools and fittings which William Yalden took over 
with his lease of the Thursley works :— 
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A Schedule or Inventory of all and singuler the 
goodes, chattells, implements, and materialls as are to 
bee left by the said William Yalden his exec[uto]rs or 
assignes for the use of the said Anthony Smith, his 
heires or assignes, att thend, expiracion or other sooner 
determinacion of the tearme graunted by the lease 
whereto theis p[rese]nts are annexed accordinge to the 
forme, effect, true intent, and meaninge of a covenante 
in the said Lease comprised. 


Att the Upper Finery. 


Imprimis one hammer and anvill with a helve and armes fittly 
placed, twoe fore spiritt plates, one fore plate, one bottome plate, one 
twoewer plate, one loope plate, one plate before the finery hole, one 
fulling plate, twoe hare plates, twoe side plates adjoyninge to that 
worke, two paire of greate tonges, one paire of small tonges, one 
quashe, twoe fargons, twoe greate clames, one shovell, one chast 
sledge, a beame way anckrues, a new lock and key uppon the finery 
doore, and a good lock and key to the dwellinge house. 


Att the Lower Finery & Chaffery. 


Item one hammer and anvill with helve and armes fittinge to goe: 
one turnsowe. Item one bottome plate, one loope plate, one twoewer 
plate, two hare plates, one fore plate, twoe plates before the chaffery, 
one finery plate to sett the iron on and one eye of the hammer att the 
sinder hole, one paire of forginge tonges, one paire of small tonges, one 
greate clam, one ringer, twoe iron dishes, one quash to stopp the fire, 
one anvill to mend the tooles uppon, one sledge weights and seales att 
the hammer house doore fittinge to weigh twoe hundred of iron att one 
draught, and a sufficient lock uppon the hammer howse doore and twoe 
lockes to the dwellinge howse doore and a new lock to the forge doore 
and to the little roome there to lock theire tooles in, tonges greate & 
small in the whole eleaven. 


In the Peate howse. 


Item a new paire of bellowes boardes there to remaine att the 
pleasure of the said Anthony Smith or his assignes. Likewise 


Att the Chaffery and Finery. 


Item bellowes and lethers all fittinge to goe and goeinge with 
theire tacklinge then belonginge and what elce not sett downe beinge 
and belonginge to the worke, to remaine to the worke. And as for 
and concerninge the furnice there to bee att the will of the said 
Anthony Smith and his assignes to remove or carry away or otherwise 
to order att his or theire willes and pleasures.

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With this schedule may be compared a similar one 
which was originally annexed to another of Anthony 
Smith’s leases of his ironworks. The lease itself is not 
forthcoming, and I am unable in consequence to deter- 
mine its exact date, although I think it probable that it 
was only a few years earlier than that to Yalden. In 
some instances it will be seen that the tools and fittings, 
both as to their respective numbers and their descriptions, 
correspond closely with those in the above list. But 
there is a somewhat different arrangement of the several 
departments of the works, and in addition, there is a 
detailed inventory of the contents of the furnace which 
is not found in the foregoing schedule. The corrections 
and later additions, which I note below, have been 
written in roughly in a cursive hand-writing that is not 
always very legible, and the whole may perhaps have 
been made to serve as a draft for a later inventory. 


A Schedule or Inventorie indented witnessinge and 
declareinge all the Bellowes, Anviles, Workinge tooles, 
and ymplements w*" are intended and agreed to be 
demysed by the said Anthony Smith unto the said 
Henry Penfould (thelder) and Henry Penfould (the 
yonger) w*" the Hammer, Forge, Furnace, and Iron- 
works in the Indenture hereunto annexed, mencioned, 
and expressed, and are agreed to be lefte there at the 
ende of the Tearme. 


At the Furnace. 


Imprimis one payre of furnace bellowes w*" leathers and things 
fittinge to them, one dam plate, twoe plats at the furnace mouthe, one 
furnace beame and weight, one greate rynger, three other ryngers, 
twoe turn’d sowes, one shipp, one hurdgier, one stopper, one twewer 
trole, one twewer hook, twoe myne hammers, two myne sifters, a plate 
lyinge in the founders house, one veut, fyve wheelebarrowes, twelve 
coule basketts, twoe ladders, twoe brasses, two hursts and brights 
to them. 


At the Upper Fynerie. 


Item [one payre of fynerie bellowes w*" verie good leathers 
erased] twoe foresper plats, one fore plate, one bottome plate, one 
twewer plate, one [twoe erased] loope plats, one plate before the sinder 
hole, one fullinge plate, two hare plates, twoe side plates adjoynynge to

that worke, two payre of greate tongs, one [twoe erased] payre 
of small tongs, one quas [one rynger erased], twoe furgons, twoe 
greate clams, one shovle, one cast sledge, a beame to weigh anconells. 
(Iu a different handwriting: A new lock uppon the finerie dore, a 
hamer and ane bill and helfe and armes redy placed, a locke to the 
dwelling house). 


At the Chafery. 


Item one chafery payre of bellowes, one fynerie payre of bellowes, 
(added in a different handwriting: and a hammer and anvill and 
helfe and armes w all tacklinge therunto belonging redy to go, one 
fulling plate), one bottome plate, one twewer plate, one hare plate, 
one foresperret plate, one foreplate, one plate lyinge over the 
foresperret, one plate lyinge over the twewer, one plate lyinge before 
the sinder hole, three brasses and twoe boyghts about the Chafery, 
one eye of a hammer at the sinder hole of the Chafery. 


At the Lower Fynerie. 


Item one bottome plate, one loope plate, one twewer plate, two 
hare plates (written above in different handwriting: one ringer, 
two furgons), one foresperrett plate, one foreplate, twoe plats betwene 
the Chafery and the fynerie to sett the Iron on, and one eye of a 
hammer at the sinder hole, one payre of greate heateinge tongs, one 
payre of forginge tongs, one payre of small tongs, one greate clam, 
one rynger, one furgon, one quas to stopp the fyer, one anvill to 
mende the tooles uppon, one sledge, seaven hammer helves, fower 
rabbetts for the use of the worke, weights and scoales at the Hammer 
house dore fittinge to weighe twoe hundred of Iron at one draught, 
and a sufficient lock uppon the Hammer house dore (added in a 
different handwriting : one neew lock and key to the Iron howse,

On a small slip of paper attached to this schedule is 
the following :— 


An inventary of the tooles which was att the hamers when 
Mr. Dibble left them. 


A leaven peare of tonges, waites & scales anoufe to waie -two 
hundred besid smale waites, 8 clams, 2 eyron rackes, 2 eyron dishes. 


It will have been noticed that in his lease to Yalden 
of the ironworks Anthony Smith describes himself as of 
Rake, and it is probable that until some time shortly 
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after the date of this lease he continued to reside there. 
A little before his death, however, he appears to have 
made some grant of Rake and other estates in favour of 
his great nephew Anthony Smith Meale, the son of his 
nephew and executor Andrew Meale, and the grandson 
of his sister Elizabeth, the wife of John Meale, clerk, of 
Gathill in Ireland. This would have been of course 
subject to his wife’s interest under the settlement of 
1629. She appears to have died in 1675." According 
to the court rolls of the manor of Witley, Anthony 
Smith Meale, in 1675 or 1676, being then eighteen 
years of age, claimed, through his father Andrew Meale, 
Rake, a part of Sattenham, and Nutwell as inherited 
from Anthony Smith. In Anthony Smith’s own will 
dated 25 April, 1668, he describes himself merely as 
of Witley. 

On 29th June, 1667, Anthony Smith obtained a con- 
firmation of arms, in which a few changes were made in 
the coat previously borne by him.’ Both the old and the 
new arms are shown in the armorial glass at Rake. 
Several of the shields which appear in the windows here 
have already been noticed in the present paper, but the 
following general account of the whole group may now 
be given. In all there are eight shields, three being 
on large ovals with helms and mantlings, one on a 
large simple shield, and the remaining four on small 
diamond-shaped quarries. The shields were formerly 
in two different rooms of the house, four (two large and 
two small) in each, but when the house was restored 
about the year 1880 they were brought together in 
the hall. 

The undifferenced arms of the Smiths, argent, on a 
bend between two unicorns’ heads erased azure three 
lozenges or, are seen in three of the larger panes, in two 
of which they are impaled with those of Harward as 
already described, the shield representing the arms of 
Anthony Smith of Merrow. The original Smith crest, a 
demi-bull out of a coronet; is painted on two of these

panes, being, in one case, coupled with the Harward 
crest. Henry Smith, who married Elizabeth Bell, is 
represented in one of the smaller quarries, the Smith 
arms as above being differenced with a mullet sable 
(Henry being the third son), and impaled with those of 
Bell already noticed. In this instance the chevron on 
the latter coat has been left uncoloured. The mullet 
also appears in the Smith quarter of each of the remain- 
ing small quarries. In Harl. MS. 1561 and also in 
Brit. Mus. Addit. MS. 5533 (the Heralds’ Visitation 
of 1662—1668), the crest of Smith of Milford is also 
differenced with a mullet. The elder Anthony is repre- 
sented on two of the small quarries, the Smith arms 
being impaled in one case with those of Muschamp 
(his first wife), namely, or, three bars gules, and in 
the other with those of his second wife Allen. The 
younger Anthony has an impalement, also on a small 
quarry, of his earlier Smith coat with that of Hoare 
(his wife’s family), namely, sable bordered or,. three 
cinquefoils argent pierced gules; and on a large pane 
his new arms of 1667, the Smith coat without the 
mullet differencing, and also without the lozenges on the 
bend, quartered with Bell, and with a unicorn’s head (in 
place of the demi-bull) out of a coronet for crest. 

The will of “Anthony Smith of Witley, esquire,” 
bears date 25 April, 20 Chas. IIT (1668), and is an 
interesting document, a considerable number of thie 
testator’s relatives being mentioned therein. The 
following are the provisions and bequests :— 


Testator to be buried by his ancestors in Witley. £50 to be 
bestowed in his funeral. 


£20 to poor people of Witley and Thursley, to be bestowed at his 
funeral in bread and money. 


40s. to the minister who should preach the funeral sermon. 


£100 to poor boys and girls in the parishes of Witley and Thursley, 
for placing them apprentice to some lawful trade (£10 apiece to six 
boys and four girls such as are fatherless or poor men’s children). 


£80 (40s. apiece) to forty of the ancientest poor people in the said 
parishes of Witley and Thursley (twenty men and twenty women), to 
buy the men black coats and the women black gowns to keep them

warm ; to be provided by the executors at the funeral or within one 
month after; and if not at the funeral, then 20s. to a minister to 


preach them a sermon at their first wearing of their said coats and 
gowns. 


Any wainseot, glass, benches, stools, chairs, hangings, frames, 
tables, cupboards, brewing vessels, furnaces, troughs, lhutches, bowls, 
vessels, tubs, barrels, pewter, brass, bedsteads, trunks, chests, jacks, 
andirons, spits, or any other standers or implements of household stuff 
or husbandry or materials belonging to the iron mills in or about 
testator’s dwelling-house, or any of his houses within the parishes of 
Witley or Thursley, not to be removed, sold or disposed of, but held 
and enjoyed by those who shall be entitled to estates and interest in 


the same houses and iron mills, otherwise than as afterwards disposed 
of. 


To his loving wife the plate, jewels, feather beds, bolsters, blankets, 
rugs, curtains, vallanees, sheets, table linen, napkins, clothes, and 
hangings in his said dwelling-house and outhouses, and all cattle, corn, 
and hay, wood, fother, and dung in or about his dwelling-house, out- 
houses, barns, and grounds in his own possession, and fish in the pond 
near his dwelling-house and £300. 

To his brother Thomas Smith £5 and to Thomas’s daughter Mary 
Smith £50. 


To his niece Mabel, the wife of Henry Sadd, haberdasher, of 
London, £50, and £10 apiece to every child she should have living at 
testator’s death, 


[According to a marginal note at the Probate Registry: To his 
niece Edy, the wife of John Barnes of Drury Lane, cheesemonger, 
£50, and £10 to each of her children living at testator’s decease. ] 

To his niece Barbara, wife of Henry Lyon of Holborn, grocer, £50, 
and £10 to each of her children living at testator’s decease. 

To his niece Lettice, the wife of John Chittie of Milford, Surrey, 
yeoman, £50, and £10 to each of her children living at testator’s 
decease. 

To his cousin, John Smith of Culmer, £50, and £10 to each of his 
children living at testator’s decease. 


To his cousin Richard Smith of Moushill £50, and £10 to each of his 
children living at testator’s decease. 

To his cousin Andrew Meale £50, and £10 to each of his children 
living at testator’s decease. 

To his godson Anthony Smith, son of Richard Smith of Peper 
Harrow, £5. 

To his godson Anthony Smith, son of Richard Smith, carpenter, £5. 

To his cousin John Paine of Weller Street, if living at his decease, 
£20, and to all his children then living 40s. apiece. If John be dead 


the said legacy is to go to his wife, and if she be dead then amongst 
his children living at testator’s death. 


; 
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To Henry Paine, son of the said John, testator’s apprentice, a 
further sum of £5. 

To his servant Jane Paine £20, and to her two sisters, the daughters 
of his cousin Henry Paine, deceased, £10 apiece if living at his 
death, 

To his cousin George Payne, servant to Arthur Onslow, esquire, £20. 

To all his household servants with him at the time of his death £5 
apiece. 

To his brother Thomas Smith and all and every his brothers-in-law 
and to his wife’s sister 40s, apiece to buy mourning rings. 

To his neighbour Widow Snelling £5. 

To Katherine the wife of Thomas Punter, his late servant, £5. 

To his kinsman Thomas Harward of Merrow £5. 

£200 for the purchase of lands to be conveyed to the Churchwardens 
and Overseers of the parishes of Witley and Thursley for the benetit of 
the poor of those parishes (viz., to sixty in Witley and forty in 
Thursley), viz., on Christmas Eve the Churehwardens and Overseers 
to give 2s. apiece in bread and beef to so many of the poorest sort of 
persons in Witley and Thursley proportionately as the income will 
extend at that rate, 1s. 6d. in beef and 6d. in bread, to be delivered at 
the testator’s manor house in Witley, an account to be given to the 
persons interested in the manor of Witley on or before Candlemas Day. 

The persons interested in the said manor are to permit his dear and 
loving wife to dig peat on Pudmore Common while she inhabiteth at 
Witley. 

To his cousin Allen Carr of Chichester, esquire, and Richard 
Cowper of Ditcham, esquire, £5 apiece, and they are to be the 
overseers. 

The rest of his ready money, goods, chattels, debts, mortgages and 
personal estate to Joan his dearly-beloved wife and to his said nephews 


Andrew Meale and Richard Smith of Moushill, all of whom were to 
be his executors. 


To this will a codicil dated 15 February, 1668-9, was 
added. It is interesting in this to note Anthony Smith’s 
continued interest in the preservation of the fish in his 
ponds. The codicil recites the fact that Allen Carr, one 
of the overseers, had died since the making of the will, 
and desires that the testator’s honoured friend, Arthur 
Onslow of Clandon, esquire, should fill that office in 
conjunction with Richard Cooper. The following ad- 
ditional bequests are made :— 


‘ 
| 
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To the said Arthur Onslow two hundred of testator’s best carps in 
any of his ponds adjoining to his iron works in Witley and Thursley. 
Three hundred more of his next best carps in the said ponds to his 
said loving wife, and the ponds and their appurtenances to her for 
one year for the drawing and taking of the said carps. The remainder 
of the fish to the person who has the freehold of the ponds, to be 
preserved and kept for store. 

£60 to the Churchwardens of the parish of Witley to buy a fifth 
bell, to be the great bell or tenor, to be hung in the steeple of Witley 
Church. 

£30 to be expended in the purchase of land to be conveyed to six 
parishioners, the income to be given to the ringers of the parish 
church. Peals to be rung in Easter week, Whitsun week, on the 
birthday and day of restoration of his Majesty, and at Christmas. 
The income from the said investment to be expended as the chureh- 
wardens think fit. 


A memorandum is added to the probate register of 
this will to the effect that on or about 5 October, 1669, 
Anthony Smith gave verbal directions that the money 
saved by his wife during her coverture and put out in 
her own name or in trust for her own use, or that she 
had in her custody, should be reckoned as her own. 
Verbal directions were also given by him on the same 
day repeating the provisions made in the above codicil. 

The will with the codicil was proved in the Arch- 
deaconry Court of Surrey on 11th May, 1670, by Joan 
Smith, Andrew Meale, and Richard Smith, the executors 
named. According to the mural tablet to Anthony 
Smith’s memory in Witley Church he died on 6 October, 
1670, but in view of the date of the probate of his will, 
if the day of the month is correctly given on this tablet, 
the year is probably an error for 1669. He is described 
as ‘ Anthony Smith, esq., Lord of the Mannor, who was 
pentioner to K. Charles y* 1* & to K. Charles y*® 2™. 
He marryed with Joane the daughter of John Hoare of 
Farnham gen‘ and to this parish he was an ample bene- 
factor.” 

After his death we are no longer further concerned 
with the Thursley ironworks in connection with the 
former owners of Rake. But it is interesting to note 
that, whereas they are amongst the last to have been 
erected in Surrey, so also do they seem to have been 
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the last to have been stopped. On 9th February, 1767, 
before a meeting of the commissioners for repairing the 
road leading from Kingston to Sheetbridge, when there 
was a proposal to remove the toll-gate between Gruild- 
ford and Godalming, it was argued in favour of the 
measure that the use of the Sheetbridge road had 
greatly increased since the extension of the navigation 
to Godalming, by, amongst other things, the traffic to 
and from the forge or ironworks between Milford and 
Hindhead, which then contributed nothing to the 
support of the road. On the other side it was argued 
that not more than one carriage in a week went with 
materials to the forge, but at all events there was no 
question but that there was some traffic and that these 
ironworks were still in active existence.’ 

Whether or not Anthony Smith Meale, who succeeded 
his great-uncle in the ownership of Rake, ever resided 
there is not apparent. He was married at Witley on 5th 
May, 1681, to Ann the daughter of Stephen Humphrey, 
and his children by this marriage appear to have been 
baptized there. In 1686 he signed a parochial account 
of Witley, as an inhabitant of the parish. In the Act 
of Probate of Mrs. Meale’s will, 11th February, 1689-90, 
she is described as late of Witley. But several children 
of Anthony Smith Meale by his second wife, Amy 
Crompton, were baptized at Godalming between the 
years 1690 and 1700, and he himself is described as 
of Godalming in some deeds of January, 1698-9, and 
February, 1700-1." He voted for knights of the shire 
in respect of property in Witley in 1705 and 1710, and 
in the latter year is described asa resident in Godalming. 

In 1706 he mortgaged Rake, and a recovery suffered 
by him and his son John Meale in the Easter term of 
this year of three messuages, one water corn mill, and 
various parcels of land, meadow, pasture, and wood,

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with common of pasture for all beasts in Witley' was 
doubtless connected with this mortgage and in view 
possibly of a resettlement of the property. If so, it 
is evident that Rake mill, like many others of the old 
fulling mills of Surrey, had, with the decay of the cloth 
industry, already been converted to other uses. In 
Hilary term, 1710, another recovery was suffered by 
John Meale and his father of three messuages, one 
water-mill, and lands, meadow, pasture, and moor, 
including five acres of land covered with water, in 
Witley and Tuesley.”. This recovery appears to have 
been connected with a transfer of the above mortgage, 
to which Anthony Smith Meale, then described as of 
Witley, and his son and heir-apparent, John Meale, 
were parties. Anthony Smith Meale was buried at 
Witley on 29th September, 1723. 

His said son John Meale, by will dated 11 October, 
1739, devised the reversion after the decease of his 
brother (é.e., his half-brother) William and Sarah the 
wife of the said William, without issue, in his messuages 
or tenements, mill, farms, lands, &c. in the parish of 
Witley and tithing of Tuesley, then in the tenures or 
occupations of John Marner and William Hogsflesh, to 
his nephew John Meale, son of his brother (7. e., half- 
brother) Anthony Meale. This will was proved in the 
Prerogative Court of Canterbury 3rd January, 1739-40. 
I am informed that the testator’s tombstone was, some 
forty years ago, in the chancel of Witley Church, and 
was removed later to the north-east end of the nave, 
where it served as a hearth-stone to one of the stoves, 
but that it has now disappeared. 

William Meale, mentioned in the above will, died 
without issue on 19th September, 1744, but his wife 
Sarah survived him until 23rd August, 1770. In the 
meanwhile and before 31st December, 1747, John Meale 
the nephew had died unmarried and intestate, leaving 
his sister Ann Meale his heiress-at-law. She married

her cousin Thomas Woods of Godalming, clothier, and 
by deeds of lease and release dated 31 December, 1747, 
and 1 January, 1747-8, a settlement was made in antici- 
pation of this marriage of the reversion of the premises 
mentioned in the uncle John Meale’s will. 

John, the eldest son of this marriage, resided at Rake 
at the time of his own marriage in 1771 and until his 
death in 1799. In November, 1771, he and his parents 
barred the entail created by the above marriage settle- 
ment by recovery,’ and by deed conveyed it to trustees 
for the use of the parents during their lives and the life 
of the survivor, with remainder to the said John Woods. 

Thomas Woods died in 1779, his wife surviving him 
until 1805. She survived also her son John, who died 
in 1799. By his will dated 28 July 1799, John devised 
Rake to his wife and two of his sons in trust for various 
uses. In 1805 the property was conveyed to Thomas 
Woods, one of the sons, who resided there for many 

rears. 

. In 1829 Thomas Woods sold part of the estate to 
Mr. John Coleman, the owner of the adjoining premises 
at Sattenham. In 1836 the remainder of the property, 
including the house, mill, and pond, was sold to Mr. 
Thomas Durrant, who also resided there for many years. 
Mr. Durrant died in 1879 and the property was then 
sold to the trustees of the Busbridge Estates and the 
house restored and enlarged. Its present owner is the 
Hon. Violet Monckton. 


In conclusion, I must express my cordial thanks to a 
member of our Society who has furnished me with much 
information and with the references to many of the 
documents which I have quoted in the course of this 
paper. My thanks are also due in the matter of the 
illustrations to Mrs. Cavan-Irving, the present tenant of 
Rake, Miss Hall Hall, and Mr. Leonard Eagleton, for 
the loan of photographs and drawings.

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NOTES ON THE ARCHITECTURE OF 
RAKE 


BY 


RALPH NEVILL, FSA. 


AKE HOUSE is an extremely interesting specimen 

of the sort of house that was built by the old ser- 
vants of the Court, who in the time of Elizabeth and 
James I acquired so many small properties in Surrey. 
It is particularly interesting, because from the time it 
was acquired by the Durrant family in 1836 till 1882, 
when I was called in to restore it for the Busbridge 
estate, it had been left untouched, and was probably in 
much the same condition as 100 years previously, or 
indeed as when the builders left it. The windows to 
the parlours, as well as the timber work on that side, 
which is the south, had decayed and been replaced, but 
the armorial glass had been preserved. 

A flourishing colony of owls had their home in the 
dove-house, and more strange still, the fine stone walls 
enclosing the garden were covered with the Ceterach 
fern. This is noticed in the Letters of Rusticus as 
having once existed in a few places in the neighbour- 
hood, but had since become extinct. The pond con- 
tained a number of immense carp, which may very well 
have been placed there by Anthony Smith himself. 

The plan of the house given on the following page pre- 
sented several features of interest. All plans of such 
houses previous to the end of the 16th century seem to 
have been on the lines so well described by Mr. Bayley 
in Vol. IV of our Collections. In these, three doors open 
out of one side of a central hall to the pantry, buttery, 
and cellar or stairs; on the other side of the hall was the 
Solar or, as it was called later, the parlour. 
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In this example the hall seems to have been already 
deposed from its place. What was left of the screen 
seemed to be the remains of a post partition that had 
perhaps once been filled with plaster, but the posts were 
so rough it was impossible to tell if they were original 
or no. It is probable that this, which I have ealled the 
hall, was always intended for the kitchen. I think this

must have been the case, as there is no sign of any 
further doors to outbuildings; the door to the lean-to 
was cut through the original framing. 

The two offices probably answered to the old butter 
and pantry, although the access is different. Stairs led 
down to a cellar in which was a shallow well of clear 
spring water. 

The parlour wing is of a plan which seems to have 
become typical ; there was an immense chimney block 
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in the middle, through which a passage has since been 
cut without interfering with either fireplace. The 
parlour on the west, into which the outer door enters, 
was panelled to a height of about 3 feet only ; the other 
parlour has complete panelling the height of the room, 
and a very delicately carved oak mantelpiece on which 
are the initials H. B. (for Henry Bell), and the date 
1602. 

The plan, which I give, of Hawlands in Chiddingfold, 
shows another version of this particular plan. This 
house must be older, as it has the diagonal (or dragon) 
beams which enable the upper story to project on both 
sides. Since my plan was

what is called the kitchen. 
Evidence of early date is 
also given by the very 
unusual position of the 
stairs at Hawlands. This 
position, starting from the 
side of the large fire- 
place and returning over the top of the ingle, seems 
to have been the original rule for cottages and small 
houses; owing to the extreme inconvenience, it is 
seldom that they are found remaining. I have found 
one in a cottage called ‘‘ Cobden’s,” at Tickner’s Heath, 
on the borders of this county, and I was fortunate 
enough to find one, in the process of demolition, in one 
of the very interesting stone cottages in the neighbour- 
hood of Stroud in Gloucestershire. This was a winding 
stair of stone of almost inconceivable awkwardness, and, 
as far as I could find, a rare specimen there. 

Mr. Herbert Hutchinson, of Haslemere, has shown 
me the plans of a most interesting old cottage, named 
** Wazelhurst,” near Hindhead; this throws light on the 
origin of this plan of chimney and doors. 

The framework of an old open-roofed hall remained 
here, with the marks of smoke on the rafters from the 
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old open central hearth. At a later date a floor had 
been put in and a block of chimneys similar to that at 
Hawlands built. Another kitchen and offices was also 
added in the position of that at Rake. Stairs went up 
at the side of ingle as at Hawlands, but it seems doubt- 
ful if these were ancient. 

The roof is very steep, and framed with king-posts on 
large cambered beams supported by fine arched struts. 
The doorway was of very early form, cut into an arch 
out of two spreading balks, and the hall would not be 
later than 14th century, and was possibly earlier. 

A feature of much interest at Rake is the staircase ; 
so great an authority as Mr. Gotch says that the genesis 
of the balustraded staircase is obscure; here we have at 
least one step clearly defined. As Mr. Bayley pointed 
out, the earliest stairs wound round a newel or were 
built between solid walls; in this case the stairs ascend 
in short flights round a frame composed of four oak 
corner posts, the space between which was filled with 
stud and plaster flush with the posts. The framing 
runs up to about 3 feet above the top landing, and is 
finished with an oak table top. At Borde Hill, a fine 
old house near Cuckfield in Sussex, is a similar staircase 
on rather larger scale, but in that case the framing runs 
up to a second floor. 

This form is evidently the transition from the old 
stairs enclosed with solid walls to the square planned 
stairs with newels and balustrades; all that is required 
is to leave out the plaster between the corner posts and 
substitute a rail and turned balusters or carved planks, 
and to cut asunder the posts and work them as newels, 
as was done later. The important practical reason for 
this latter development was the advantage of being able 
to pass large furniture over the tops of the newels. 

On the first floor over the parlour adjoining the 
stairs was the state room, panelled with a carved frieze 
and mantelpiece; the carving of this and the other 
mantelpiece below are unusually delicate, very different 
from the rough work often found at this time. 

On the first floor a passage ran along on the stairs 
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side over the hall and gave access to the two bedrooms. 
The room over the further office was cut off from the 
rest of the first floor, and reached by a narrow stair cut 
out from a solid trunk of oak. A stair led from this 
room into the garrets; along the centre of the roof, where 
one could just stand upright, a few boards were laid ; 
these led to boarded spaces in each gable, lit by small 
windows. The roof over these gable spaces was ceiled 
with rough plaster, and no doubt the servants slept here 
on rough mattrasses. 

In the entrance parlour and room over, the fireplaces 
were arched in brick in Tudor form and plastered, and 
scrolls in black distemper drawn on the plaster in a 
manner usual at that period ; 
the patterns were however 
too indistinct to pre- 
served. 

The timber work on the 
south and west side (facing 
the pond) had as usual, in 
these aspects, decayed se- 
riously and been patched 
and rebuilt in brick, but the 
timber on the east side over- 
looking the walled garden 
was as good as when built, and as well as the herring- 
bone brickwork and the upper windows remains unal- 
tered; the lower windows were not original. The 
sketch shows the arrangement of the bricks and a sinking 
on main timber: this was made to receive the end of the 
raking strut that was fixed to keep the main post upright 
while the house was being erected: they are generally 
found on the main posts. There had originally been a 
gable on the garden side corresponding to that on the 
pond side, but this had at some time been destroyed ; 
the lean-to on the pond side was an addition. 

On the garden side a large space is enclosed by a fine 
stone wall, in the centre of which is what was probably 
the original entrance to the house; this had long been 
disused. The mill-pond on the other side came up 
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close to the house, but has been considerably curtailed 
on this side. 


The square dove-house, with four gables, that stands 
in the grounds, is an uncommon survival of what was 
once a frequent feature. 

With the exception of the oak already mentioned, the 
other oak mantelpieces and fittings have been imported. 

Attached to the top rail of the panelling were small 
roundels of oak 13 inch diameter by } inch thick ; these 
were originally fastened to the rail with four oak pegs, 
but in some cases, as in that now in the Museum at 
Guildford, a screw had later been put through the 
middle; these are rare fittings to find surviving, and 
were fixed so that moveable hangings might be hung to 
them with loops. 


It will be well to add to what Mr. Giuseppi has said 
of the glass, an exact description. 


On large ovals, with helmets and rich mantlings: No. 1, the coat of 
Anthony, son of Henry

Smith, and a demi-stag ducally gorged and attired for Harward. 
No. 4, a large shield, Smith impaling Harward. On small quarries, 
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No. 5, the arms of Henry Smith; Smith (with a mullet sable as 
third son of Anthony) impaling Bell (the chevron not coloured), 
labelled Smith, Bell. No. 6, the arms of Anthony, grandson of 
Henry Smith; Smith impaling, sable-bordered or, three cinquefoils 
arg. pierced gules, labelled Hoare (of Farnham, but the coat will 
be found recorded under Hore, co. Warwick). No. 7, the coat of 
Anthony, son of Henry Smith (with the mullet), impaling or, three 
bars gu. for Muschamp (of Peckham), first wife. No. 8, Smith, as 
before, impaling sa., a cross potent or, for Allen, for the second wife 
of Anthony, labelled Smith, Allen. 


The bearing of Allen, in the chureh at Witley, is given by Manning 
as a cross patonce, probably by mistake. 


It may be noted here, that although Rake was devised 
by Anthony Smith to his great nephew named Meale, 
the main property went to his brother Thomas. It is 
not clear where his family lived at this time, as there 
is no evidence that the Courthouse at Witley, which 
must have been of very ancient date, had ever been 
adapted to the needs of the 18th century. About the 
end of the reign of George Il, Thomas Smith, great 
nephew of Anthony, built for himself Milford House, an 
interesting specimen of Georgian work. His daughter 
and heiress conveyed the property to Philip Carteret 
Webb, son of the distinguished antiquary of the same 
name, who owned Busbridge at Godalming; his direct 
descendant Robert William Webb now owns the house 
and a large property adjoining. _—_ tells us that in 
his time, it was said that “the old rule was, that a 
family might remain fifty miles from London, one 
hundred years; one hundred miles from London, two 
hundred years, and so farther or nearer London more 
or less years.” 

Strangers to Surrey, imagining the county to be a 
suburb of London, often suggest that there are, of 
course, no old families in it. This is only one instance 
out of many in which, in most parts of the county, 
families still hold the estates that their ancestors 
acquired in the days of Elizabeth and James I. 

In connection with the Smith family, it may be as 
well to take the opportunity to notice a oo at Milford, 
Hurst Farm, now part of the Webb estate and in the

tenancy of Mr. Wm. Rothwell; this is shown opposite the 
preceding page. The outside has been cemented, which 
conceals the timber-work ; there is a small porch which 
leads into what was probably the hall, but the further 
part has been partitioned off and forms the kitchen. 
There are parlours on each side, and the only staircase 
to the house is one winding round a central newel. 
This is in a back wing, and is perhaps part of an earlier 
house ; ay waged the staircase that was so generally 
put in, in later days, has never been put here. In a 
blocked light over a door at the side is a coat of arms 
on a quarry, viz.—Quarterly, (1) and (4) gules two 
crescents in chief or (Payne), (2) azure five fusils argent, 
(3) azure a fess nebuly between three crescents or. 

The Paynes, as shown in Mr. Giuseppi’s paper, had 
intermarried with the Smiths.

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NOTES ON THE HISTORY OF THE 
MANOR OF WITLEY.

(Being the substance of a Paper read at the Annual Excursion of the Surrey 
Archeological Society in July, 1903.) 


2 writing a short paper upon the former associations 

of Witley, I think that I may fairly say that few 
similar parishes can claim a more distinguished or inter- 
esting number of historical personages as having been 
connected, in some cases very closely, with what is a 
comparatively small and isolated village. 

For many centuries the manor was among the pos- 
sessions of royal and noble persons, and there are 
various memorials of them in the church which will be 
mentioned more in detail later on, and special privileges 
were enjoyed by the tenants of the manor, as part of 
the ancient demesne of the Crown. 

I will now give a rough list of the holders of the 
manor from the earliest time to the present day. 

Karl Godwin (died 1053), held Witley at the time 
of Edward the Confessor: but after the Conquest the 
lordship was granted to the Norman family of de 
Aquila, who held it with, or as part of, the honour of 
that name for about a century and a-half, though with 
several intervals of forfeiture. Eugenulph, a member 
of this family, is said to have fallen at the battle of 
Hastings ; and it is supposed that the manor of Witley 
was granted to his son Richer. According to Domesday 
Book (cire. 1081-6), Gilbert, the son of Richer de 
Aigle, then held Witley, which doubtless descended with 
the other de Aquila estates to his son Richard and 
grandson Gilbert. This Gilbert married a sister of the 
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Earl of Warren, and early in the reign of John forfeited 
Witley and his other estates.'. Dugdale suggests that 
he died. In April, 1226, a protection was granted to him 
or another Gilbert de Aquila who had gone abroad ; and, 
in the foll,»wing December, he had permission to pass 
to and from Normandy, so long as he served the King 
faithfully.” In 1226-7 he recovered the estates after a 
period of escheat.’ This Gilbert, with a body of his 
retainers, was abroad with Henry III about 1230,* but 
his estates soon after again fell into the hands of the 
Crown’ by forfeiture, or perhaps in consequence of his 
death, without heirs capable of holding lands under 
the English Crown. He appears to have been identical 
with one Gilbert de Aquila who, under a licence of May, 
1229,° founded the priory of Michelham, Sussex, for 
the health of the souls of himself, his wife Isabella, and 
his children, &c.’; and, it may be remarked, directions 
were given in 123} for an enquiry into his lands, with a 
view to the grant of dower to his wife Isabella.* One 
Peter de Rivallis received a grant of the de Aquila 
estates in 1232,’ subject to compensation in the event 
of the King restoring them to the right heirs of Gilbert 
by a peace, or of his free will; and in 1234" they were 
granted to Gilbert Marshall, Earl of Pembroke, subject 
to compensation on the occurrence of a like contingency ; 
as also, apparently, to a restoration to the Crown in the 
event of the King restoring to the Earl his own estates 
in Normandy. ‘his last provision is of interest, as 
pointing to a possible reason for the later escheats of the 
de Aquila estates, viz., that the great Norman nobles 
had to make their choice between retaining their English

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estates by allegiance to the English Crown, or their 
Norman estates by transferring that allegiance to the 
King of France, who was then in possession of Nor- 
mandy. Witley was undoubtedly part of the estates 
granted to the Earl of Pembroke.’ He subsequently 
fell into disgrace, but in 1240 made his peace, on the 
condition of restoring the de Aquila possessions to the 
King.’ 

In the following year, the honour of Aquila with its 
appurtenances was granted to Peter of Savoy, the uncle 
of the Queen, Eleanor of Provence, to hold during 
pleasure; and, in 1246, to him and his heirs.’ 

The new lord seems to have dealt with his tenants 
in an arbitrary manner, and (cre. 1258-9,*) they 
appealed to the law courts against an addition of 
£18: 7s. 6d. to the rents which they had been accus- 
tomed to pay when the manor had been in the hands 
of the kings of England. Peter, however, pleaded that 
the manor had never been part of the ancient demesne 
of the Crown of England ; and, strangely enough, gained 
the day by an appeal to the Domesday Book, a record 
which appears to have been held to prove the contrary 
in the reign of Henry IV. 

In 1264, after Peter’s death, his English estates were 
granted to Gilbert de Clare, Earl of Gloucester, to hold 
during pleasure, and to account for the proceeds to the 
King,’ and in 1268, Henry III and Queen Eleanor 
bestowed the honour ‘ Del egle” with all the appur- 
tenances upon their dear son Edward and his heirs, 
kings of England.° 

It seems, however, that the manor of Witley remained 
in, or came into the possession of Queen Eleanor, either

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as heir to her late uncle Peter of Savoy,’ or as part of 
her dower.’ In her letters patent of 12 January, 1272,’ 
she recognised that her late uncle, being thereto moved 
by some of his acquaintance for a certain contempt of 
the tenants, had possessed himself of the profits of their 
tenements, &c.; and that, by a blameable attempt, cus- 
toms and other subsidies had been enacted of them; 
and, being sensible that it is a pious thing, and highly 
pleasing to God, to remit in mercy those things which are 
introduced through passion, to the depression of any state, 
she remitted for ever the increase of the profits, together 
with the arrears, for the salvation of the souls of her late 
Lord and King Henry and of the said Peter, &c. The 
tenants were to continue the small rent, labour, and cus- 
tom previously rendered, and forgive the rancour and 
oppressions of the said Peter, and yearly perform some 
service to the honour of God and the glorious virgin his 
mother, in the church of Witle, for the souls of her 
aforesaid Lord and King Henry and her uncle Peter. 

Grants of the manor were made by the Queen to her 
steward, Guy Ferre (circ. 1275), and to Guy and his 
wife (circ. 1275); and, although it was exchanged for 
other property, the husband, then Si Guy, received 
another grant for life (circ. 1289). In the interval, 
viz., in 1283, the King gave directions for the holding 
of a market every Friday.?, The Queen Eleanor died 
in 1291; and on 25th June, 1294, Witley had the 
honour of a visit from Edward I, in the course of a 
journey to Portsmouth.* 

The manor appears to have remained for a time in the 
hands of the King, and there is a very interesting 
account of the receipts and expenditure, especially in 
connection with the farming operations, between the 
9th April and Michaelmas, 1303.’

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Margaret, the second wife of Edward I, held the 
manor and park, apparently as part of her dower,' and 
in 1313 she was required to supply 5 oaks from her 
Park of Wytteley fit for making shingles to cover 
the King’s great hall at Westminster.2 Moreover, in 
1313 and 1314, commissions were issued for enquiry into 
the conduct of persons who had broken into her closes 
and hunted without license, &e.° 

On 29th July, 1824, Witley was visited by Edward IT, 
on his way from Porchester to Windsor,‘ and in 1329 
the park at least was held by his widow, Isabella, on 
whose complaint a commission was issued to enquire 
concerning persons who had broken into the park.’ 

Philippa, the celebrated wife of Edward III, probably 
came into possession of the manor in February, 1332, as 
there is an account of sums collected by her Receiver be- 
tween the 4th day of that month and 24th January, 1334; ° 
and, in 1363, she granted a lease thereof to one Andrew 
Tyndale for the term of her life at an annual rent of 
£20, he keeping the storehouses in repair.’ After her 
death in 1369, the King granted another lease to the 
said Andrew, then described as his valet, for 20 years, 
at an increased rent of £33.° 

One Mundana Danos or Denys of Aquitaine, nurse of 
Richard II, held the manor from 1378 to at least as late 
as 1423; and in 138}, William Rauf, the King’s tailor, 
who had married her, was granted the reversion in the 
event of his surviving her; a contingency which does 
not appear to have arisen.’ During the reigns of 
Richard II and Henry IV, the tenants obtained the

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recognition of a right to be exempted from contribution 
towards the expenses of knights attending Parliament, 
on the grounds that the manor was part of the ancient 
demesne, and that they had not been accustomed to 
contribute, &c. In the course of the proceedings, a 
copy of Domesday Book was ordered (1401) to be ex- 
emplified, and Queen Eleanor’s charter was confirmed 
(1405). In 1421, Henry V granted the reversion of 
the manor to one John Ferriby, King’s clerk, but after- 
wards Controller of the Household, for life? Some 
subsequent grant appears to have been made to him in 
conjunction ‘with a Sir Bryan Stapylton, who survived 
him; and in 1442, the prospective reversion, on Sir 
Bryan’s decease, was granted to James Fenys, Esq.,’ 
who, as Lord Say and Sele, was seized by the rebels 
under Jack Cade and beheaded on 4th July, 1451.* His 
widow, Emmeline, and son, Sir William Fenys of Say, 
appear to have held the manor for a time without due 
licence.’ In 1453, Henry VI granted it to his uncle, 
Jasper, Earl of Pembroke," who was deprived of his 
estates by Act of Parliament in 1461. In August, 1462, 
Edward IV granted Witley to his uncle, William Neville, 
Earl of Kent,’ and, immediately after his death, on 
9th January, 1462, to the ill- fated George, Duke of 
Clarence, his brother... A revised grant was made to 
the duke in 1474,’ and in anticipation of crossing the 
sea on the King’s service he had a licence, in 1475," to 
grant the manor, &c., to the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and others, in accordance with an Act of Parliament, 
12 Edward IV.

The Duke’s connection with Witley is marked by a 
small unfinished tablet on the north wall of the chancel, 
bearing an inscription which has been reproduced in 
print with variations. I take that printed in Brayley 
and Britton’:— 


“ ANNO: DNI: MILL’? Lxviii: GEorGII 
Ducis CLARENCIE & DNS DE VYTLE AC FRATRI 
EpovuarRDI: QUARTI: REGIS ANGLIE & FRANC 
DIE...S DNS BERNENS ......... WAR 


Manning and Bray give the date as 1468. The first 
two lines are carved, but the lower ones are only 
marked out. Aubrey is stated to have traced the in- 
scription as far as the word ‘ ac,” and it may be that 
a friendly hat-peg—referred to at an excursion of the 
Surrey Archeological Society im 1869—not only hid the 
lower lines but preserved them for later archeologists.’ 

The manor probably reverted to the Crown, on the 
attainder or death of the Duke in 1478, and remained in 
the King’s hands until the close of his reign in 1483; 
for in 147% he bestowed the stewardship on Sir George 
Browne for life,’ and in 148} granted £10 a year to one 
Sybil Aylemer out of the issues.’ 

Jasper, Earl of Pembroke (afterwards Duke of Bed- 
ford), appears to have recovered his estates after the 
accession of his nephew Henry VII in 1485 ; but he died 
without male issue in 1495, and the manor doubtless 
reverted to the Crown, or was granted to Sir Reginald 
Bray (died 1503), who is said to have held it for life, 
at some time during this reign. 

A fragment of stained glass, bearing the hawthorn 
bush and crown, with the initials #), $2, underneath, 
formerly marked the connexion of the manor with 
Henry VII,’ and may possibly have been placed in 


the church at the same time as the existing fragments

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in the north-west window of the manor chapel, which 
bear the Royal Arms of England and France quarterly. 
Manning and Bray conjecture that the stained glass was 
placed in the church by Sir Reginald Bray (¢emp. 
Henry VII). 

Future research may lead to the discovery of grants 
of the manor in the reign of Henry VIII; but it appears 
to have remained in the hands of the Crown. And 
there are sundry entries in a Survey [1547-9], which 
show that the demesne lands were largely held by 
yearly tenants and tenants-at-will; and that one 

‘homas Jones, who subsequently obtained a series of 
leases, was one of the yearly tenants. He was the son 
of another Thomas by his wife Joane Ellyot,' and the 
father was doubtless identical with the Thomas Jonys, 
one of the Sewers of the Chamber to Henry VIII, 
whose memory, with that of his wife Jane, 1s com- 
memorated by the pre-reformation epitaph inscribed 
on the brass now lying under the low north arch of 
the chancel. 

These Jones’ do not appear to have held the manor 
of Witley at any time; although Thomas, the son, 
purchased the Rectory manor in 1544° and sold it 
in 1571.° 

Witley manor and park were in the hands of the 
Crown at the time of the Survey [1547-9], the park 
being in the custody of Thomas Jones, the son; but 
on 16th November, 1551,‘ they were granted to Sir 
Edward Fynys, Lord Clinton and Saye, and on the 
following day’ Sir Edward had license to sell to Sir 
Richard Sackville and Winifred his wife, and the heirs 
of Sir Richard. On 10th May, 1553,° Sir Richard 
conferred the stewardship of the manor on Sir William

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More of Loseley. If this date is correct, it would 
seem that the right of disposing of the demesne lands 
remained vested in the Crown during Sir Richard’s 
tenure; for, on the Ist March, 1552,’ the king granted 
a lease to Thomas Jones (the son) of the site and 
capital messuage of the manor, four closes adjoining to 
the same called Courtlands; the Lord’s Mead, near the 
heath; the Lord’s Pond; and two crofts called Bedell 
Crofts, with a garden lying near Parker’s Acre; to 
hold for 21 years from the ensuing Michaelmas. 
From some cause or other the manor and park fell 
into the hands of the Crown sometime before the death 
of Sir Richard Sackville (1556), for in 1554 Queen Mary 
granted them to Sir John Gage, Lord Chamberlain of the 
Household, for life, with reversion to his son Robert. 
Sir John Gage died in 1547,° in which year Thomas 
Jones (the son) obtained a lease from the Crown of a 
tenement, &c., called Berylands, in Thursley, and a tene- 
ment and certain parcels of meadow in Scottenham, for 
21 years from the previous Feast of the Annunciation.* 
This and the previous lease of 1553 were however 
subsequently vacated, and in May, 1568, the lands, &c., 
comprised in both were again leased to Mr. Jones for 21 
years from the previous Feast of the Annunciation ;° 
that period being extended in 1578 by a further grant 
for 21 years from the Feast of the Annunciation, 1589 ;° 
and again (after his death) by further grants to his 
nephew, William Stoughton, viz., in 1588 for 21 years 
from the date of expiration of the previous leases,’ and 
in 1595 for another 21 years, from the Feast of the 
Annunciation, 1631;*° in other words, down to the year 
1652. These leases, or such of them as were unexpired,

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are stated to have been invalidated by the sale of 1599, 
referred to later on. 

In the meanwhile the Crown would seem to have held 
the manor, and the tenants succeeded in obtaining a 
charter declaring their right of exemption from serving 
on juries at other than their own manorial courts; 
again, on the plea that the manor was part of the 
ancient demesne of the Crown, and that they had not 
been accustomed to such service.’ 

On 19th September, 1599,’ George Austen of Guild- 
ford and William Mynterne of London obtained a grant 
of the manor with the rights, &e., late of Richard Sack- 
vyle deceased, and formerly of the Duke of Bedford; 
and all rents of assize of free tenants (£22. 5. 3), all 
customary rents and customary laws (£3 . 0.3), and 
all rents arising from hens (valued at 10s.); also the site 
and capital messuage of the manor and the other lands, 
&e., which have been previously referred to as leased to 
Thomas Jones and _ his sakes and further, the 
custom, rent or sums of money called “ Grayside,” and 
Witley Parke. 

This was followed on the 24th of the same month by 
a deed* between Messrs. Austen and Mynterne of one 
part, and Sir Thomas Egerton, Kt., Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of England, and Dame Elizabeth his wife, of 
the other part, whereby the whole of the above property 
was conveyed to the said Dame Elizabeth and her heirs 
for ever; and, in or about 1604* Sir Francis Wolley, 
her son and heir by her former husband Sir John 
Wolley, appears to Bn conveyed the estates to Sir 
George More of Loseley. 

This Sir George, and his son, Sir Robert, sold the 
park to Sir Edward More in 1613;° and in the following 
May‘ conveyed to Henry Bell of Rake, Esq., the manor,

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the messuage called the Court House, near the parish 
church of Witley, and all barns, &c., lands, &c., to the 
said messuage belonging, called Court Lands, the Lord’s 
Pond, Bedelles, alias Bewell’s Crofts, the Lord’s Mead, &e. 

From Henry Bell (died 165+) the manor descended to 
Anthony Smith, his great-nephew. This gentleman 
was Pentioner to Kings Charles I and II, and died on 
6th October, 1669, leaving large benefactions to Witley 
and Thursley, his name and generosity being recorded 
on a tablet in the church, with a quaint 17th century 
inscription in somewhat indifferent Latin. 

From Anthony the manor descended to his brother, 
Thomas Smith (died 1689-90), leaving a son, Allen 
Smyth (died 1694). This Allen devised the manor’ to 
his eldest son, Allen, who died during minority, leaving 
his brother and heir-at-law, Thomas (died 1761). 

Mary, the only surviving daughter and heir of this 
Thomas, married Philip Carteret Webb, and the manor 
descended in the Webb family to the late Lieut.-Col. 
Robert Smith Webb, an old Peninsular officer (died 
1868), to whose memory the stained glass was placed 
in the east window of the manor chapel, and from 
him to his son, Robert William Webb of Milford House, 
who within the last few years has sold the manorial 
rights. 


In closing this paper, I wish to express my warmest 
thanks to a member of the Society, for the main part of 
the facts mentioned therein, and without whose help it 
would have been impossible to publish it with any con- 
fidence in its correctness.

THE CHURCH OF WITLEY AND THURSLEY 


CHAPEL-OF-EASE.

WITLEY CHURCH. 


T is a reasonable assumption that a church was in 
existence at Witley in the times before the Norman 
Conquest. So far as I am aware, no traces of such a 
building have been found in the present edifice, and it 
was most probably of timber construction. 

The Domesday account reads : 

“ Gilbert son of Richer de Laigle’ holds Witlei.’ Earl 
Godwine® held it. It was then assessed for 20 hides; 
now for 12 hides. The land is for 16 ploughs. In 
demesne there are 2 ploughs; and there are 37 villeins 
and 3 cottars with 13 ploughs. There is a church; and 
3 acres of meadow. Wood worth 30 hogs. In the 
time of King Edward, and afterwards, it was worth 
15 pounds; now 16 pounds.” 

The church is dedicated to All Saints, and shares that 
dedication with nine other churches in Surrey, viz., 
Banstead, Carshalton, Chertsey, Dunsfold, Kingston- 
on-Thames, Ockham, Sanderstead, Wandsworth, and 
Warlingham.* 


1 Or W’Aigle = de Aquila. In 1235 we find that Witley was in the 
hands of the Earl Marshal, having been part of the Terra Normanorum 
which had been held by Gilbert de Aquila.

* Our late member Mr. J. L. André—whose loss we still so deeply 
feel—in recording this fact, in his paper on Dunsfold Church (S.A. C., 
Vol. XILI, p. 2), says, “ Possibly there may be one or two more, as 
the dedications of several churches in the county appear to be doubtful 
or unknown.” 
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In plan it consists of nave, with south porch, central 
tower, transepts, chancel, and chapel, called the north 
chancel or Witley Manor Chapell. 

The oldest part of the building is to be looked for 
in the nave; and probably the plan and main structure 
of this part of the church belong to the last quarter of 
the 11th century. The chancel of this Early Norman 
period occupied the site of the present central tower, 
and perhaps had an apsidal termination. 

Of this date is the Norman doorway in the south wall 
of the nave, worked in Burgate stone, with its interesting 
cushion capitals. It will be noticed that part of the 
abacus of the west capital 
is of a plain chamfered or Fie. 1. 
slightly hollowed section, | 
while the other part is orna- 
mented with a quirked bead 
and a star pattern. I would 
suggest that this ornamenta- 
tion is of somewhat later 
date than the capitals them- 
selves. 

No trace of the windows 
of this early period is now 
to be seen, although perhaps 
parts of them remain in the Western Cop 4 S-Door 
walls. Probably they were 
destroyed in order to get more light—the large two- 
light window of uncertain date (possibly 13th century) 
in the eastern part of the south wall, and the ugly 
modern window to the west in the same wall, perhaps 
replacing the original windows. 

The central tower, transepts, and chancel, belong to 
the next period—the Transition between Norman and 
Early English—about 1190. The tower, which is sur- 
mounted by a short, shingled spire, is a particularly 
interesting and beautiful example of this style. I 
believe it to have been erected by the same master 
builder and masons to whom we owe the lovely lantern- 
story of the central tower of Wimborne Minster, Dorset, 
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In passing, let us remark how much more in common 
the churches of this part of south-west Surrey have with 
the architecture of Hants and Dorset than with that of 
Surrey generally and Sussex.’ 

The upper stages of the fine tower of Godalming 
Church are possibly by the same builders.’ 

The tower is carried 
upon plain pointed arches, 
having deeply chamfered 
abaci and stops of a pecu- 
liar character to the pier- 
chamfers, both a ‘ note” 
of the work of the last de- 
cade of the 12th century.’ 

Externally the tower is 
finished by a_ parapet, 
having 17th century pin- 
nacles of obelisk form at 
the angles of its coping, 
and carried upon a very 
interesting corbel-table. 
Students of architecture 
are familiar with the 
"typical Norman  corbel- 
table, composed of a row 
of ge al masks. As the style passed into Early 
English these human and animal faces gave place to 
moulded corbels, or plain rounded blocks, as at Clymping 
and Yapton towers, West Sussex.‘ In the corbel table 

1 Merstham tower, in the east of the county, is slightly later in 
date. 


2 In connection with this comparison with Wimborne, it is perhaps 
worth noting that we probably owe many of the features of Godalming 
Church to its association with the Chapter of Salisbury, e. g., the 
beautiful group of lancets in the South Chancel.

*The Clymping parapet was rebuilt with the old stones at the 
restoration of 1875. That which originally crowned the interesting 
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of the parapet of the central tower at Wimborne, 
grotesque faces alternate with moulded blocks; and in 
the Witley parapet all the corbels are moulded, mostly 
in the form of elegant little capitals. The windows of 
the upper story are coupled circular-headed openings, 
boldly chamfered, and rebated for shutters or louvred 
frames. Below them is a string-course of a half-round 
section. All the stonework is in a remarkably good 
state of preservation. The external stair-turret is of 
modern erection. 

To this period—the Transitional Norman—the walls 
of the transepts and chancel belong, but there are few 
original features remaining, except parts of a plain 
chamfered string-course in the interior of the chancel, 
and the massive flat buttresses in the south and east 
walls of the chancel. There are early lancet windows 
in this style in the east and west walls of the south 
transept, and a pointed arched recess for an altar, also 
of early character, in 
its east wall. The Fie, 8. 
fine oak roof of this 
transept, composed of 
very massive timber, 
is probably coeval

central drum and eight little shafts with moulded bases, 
is a good example of the same period, but I believe the 


Trans-Norman tower of Yapton was precisely similar, but the erection 
of a shingled spire in the 14th century caused its removal, except a 
small portion on the north and south sides. 
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bowl has been either re-worked or renewed during the 
last century. The piscina in the south wall of the north 
chancel is also perhaps of this date (though it may belong 
to the succeeding style), but let into its cill is a very 
curious block of dark blue-grey marble, with white veins

in it, forming the drain. This is older than the niche 
in which it is set, and has possibly been brought from 
the main chancel, or elsewhere, when the north chancel 
was built. It is very deeply dished for the drain, and 
the front is ornamented with mouldings and a singular 
running wave pattern. The drain may be compared 
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with that of the West Clandon piscina. (See S. A. C., 
Vol. XV, p. 73). They are both of late 12th century 
date. 

The piscina in the main chancel is also a very peculiar 
example, belonging to the Decorated period (c. 1350). 
It is combined 
with an aumbry or Fia. 5. 
tabernacle which 
stands above it, 
and this aumbry 
is built with the 
face sloping back- 
wards, perhaps 
for the purpose of 
keeping its door 
closed automati- 
cally. The drain 
has . the unusual 
number of 13 foli- 
ations, and forms 
a projecting cor-

To the Decora- 
ted period also 
belong the east 
windows of both 
chancels, but the tracery of that in the north chancel 
has been renewed within recent times. The design 
is not so striking as that of the chancel proper. The 
form of the tracery of this chancel window is par- 
ticularly elegant, and well worthy of close study as an 
example of ‘‘ Flowing Decorated.” It will be noticed 
that the central light is narrower than those on either 
side—an unusual treatment. Some of the curves are 
very free and sinuous, as though drawn by hand, without

the aid of compasses. Most of the tracery seems to be 
worked in hard chalk.’ 

The arches between the north chancel and the chancel 
proper seem to have been pierced promiscuously and 
to be of later date than either chancel. Originally it 
would appear that there was a wall of partition between 
the two chancels with a door in it. 

The bargeboard of the porch is an excellent and rare 
example of late 14th century 
woodwork, but it does not 
properly belong to the church, 
having been taken, many years 
ago, from an ancient house in 
the village. 

The west window of the nave 
is of Perpendicular date, as is 
also probably the door in the 
same wall ;* and the handsome 
ns wideves “© Sereen between the chapel and 

F torch transept is of the same period. 

: There is an ancient seat-end in 
the north chancel, perhaps as old as the middle of the 
14th century. 

Some good 15th century heraldic glass (among which 
are the arms of France and England quarterly, and 
France impaling France and England), remains in the 
windows of the north chancel, but it has been shifted 
and re-leaded within the last century, and it is now 
difficult to say how much is ancient. 

A fragmentary inscription in black letter on a piece 
of stone let into the north wall of the chancel, of the 
date 1468, records the fact that the manor of Witley 
was held by the ill-fated Duke of Clarence, brother of 


1 Compare the original east window of Dorking Old Church (S. A. C., 
Vol. XIV) and Mickleham—the latter also no longer existent, but 
illustrated in a curious early 19th century account of the Church, by 
one Robinson, an architect.

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Edward IV. It runs: “ Georgii Ducis Clarence et Diis 
(sic) de Wytle, ac fratris Edwardi quarti, regis Anglie et 
France,” ete. 

Under a 15th century arch in the wall, between the 
chancel and the chapel, is the brass, dated 1525, of 
Thomas Jonys, Jane his wife, and their six children, 
‘which Thom’s was one of the Sewers of the Chamber 
to our Souverayne lorde Kinge Henry VIII.” This 
tomb was probably used as an Easter Sepulchre. 

A brass in the north wall of the manorial chapel bears 
the date 1634, and commemorates Henry Bell, ‘‘ Clarke 
Controwler of the Household to our late Soveraigne 
Lord King James of Blessed Memorie.” 

There are also tablets in the chancel and north 
chapel to the wife of a 17th century vicar of Witley 
(in which her virtues are likened to those of Sarah, 
Rebecca, Rachel and Ruth): and to Anthony Smith, 
** Pentioner ” to Charles I and II, with a curious Latin 
couplet containing allusions to his gift of a bell to the 
church, and his benefactions to the poor of Witley. 

I have not entered at greater length upon a descrip- 
tion of these monuments, as they are partly dealt with in 
the paper by Mr. Edmond Foster in the present volume. 

An ancient alms-box of enamelled iron, with 14th or 
15th century tracery on the front, stands by the south 
door. Although an undoubted antiquity, it has, I 
believe, been presented to the church in recent years. 

There is a mural painting on the south wall of the 
nave, dating, probably, from the latter part of the 12th 
century. The drawing and pink and red colouring at 
once recall the paintings of that date in St. Mary’s, Guild- 
ford, and Chaldon Church. Unfortunately this painting 
is very indistinct, and the whole is so fragmentary as to 
make the subject very difficult to decipher. It is in two 
tiers, each about 3 feet 6 inches high, by about 10 feet 
long. A piece of architecture, in which round-arched 
arcades appear, occupies the left hand corner of the 
upper tier, and one of the figures in the lower tier looks 
like that of a pilgrim or palmer. He bears a T-headed 
staff and has a nimbus. It is much to be wished that a 
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preservative treatment, in the form of a spray, should 
be applied to the painting, and that a careful tracing 
should be made of it. Much of the detail might thus be 
recovered. 

There are eight bells in the tower, five modern, and 
the rest of the dates 1604, 1648, and 1670. The 1604 
bell bears the legend, ‘‘ Our Lord our hope.” 

Among the church plate are chalices of the years 1638 
and 1639, the second being an ancient piece imported 
from Yorkshire, the gift of John Harrison Foster, Esq., 
of Witley. There is also a paten of the date 1717, and 
an old pewter tankard of a poor type. 


In the Reformation troubles (1544) the curate of 
Witley was brought before the Lords of the Council and 
by them remitted to Sir Christopher More for further 
examination. His offence is not recorded, although 
probably he had set himself against the impending 
changes in religion or had denied the Royal Supremacy. 
He is described as “lewd and naughtie”; and m 
making his submission we are told “ appered his ma- 
litious and naughtie stomacke.” 

Not many years later came the great spoliation, when 
the goods of our parish churches were carried off ‘ to 
the King’s use,” as the Returns calmly phrase it, and 
“the ornaments of the Church and of the ministers 
thereof” passed by an easy transition into the pockets 
of greedy courtiers. 

Archzeologists are shy of praising “ restorations,” and 
Witley Church, like so many others, has suffered much 
from churchwarden “ improvements” and more modern 
innovations. But one feels that the late restoration, 
under Mr. Aston Webb, A.R.A., due principally to the 
zeal and munificence of our member, John Harrison 
Foster, Esq., and his family, must be awarded a rare 
tribute of praise for its conservative nature. The 
church has been enlarged on the north side, without 
the sacrifice of any features of interest, and the new oak 
panelling to the nave roof must be acknowledged to be 
a great addition to the beauty of the interior. The 
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(From Cracklow’s View.) 
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ancient painting in the nave was brought to light in the 
course of these works. 

The name of Birket Foster, whose paintings and 
wood-block illustrations of Surrey landscapes are world- 
famous, must ever be connected with Witley—from 
whose elm-shaded lanes, indeed, so many of his most 
characteristic subjects were taken,—and it was fitting 
that Witley Church should go down to posterity linked 
with the same honoured name. 


THURSLEY CHAPEL. 


Thursley, unlike the mother-parish, is not mentioned 
in Domesday, but parts of the existing church are 
probably as old as the Early Norman nave of Witley. 
Formerly it was a chapelry of Witley: it is now an 
independent parish. The name in itself carries us back 
to the days of heathen deities, and it is interesting to 
note that, besides this ‘ Thor’s” or ‘ Thunor’s Field,” 
we have Tuesley, 7.e. ‘‘'Tuesco’s Field,” in the same 
neighbourhood. 

It is also of some interest to note that, as was so 
commonly the case, when Christianity ousted heathen- 
dom from these wild wealds and wolds, Michael took the 
place of Thor, for the little chapel was raised in honour 
of the Archangel. The hill-tops that had heretofore 
been sacred to the God of Thunder were henceforth 
placed under the guardianship of the Prince of Angels, 
the vanquisher of Satan.’ The “ Devil’s Jumps ”— 


1 Our member, Mr. Frank Lasham, writes (S. A. C., XU, 153) : 
“* Near Elstead are ‘ Thunder Hill’ and ‘ Bonfire Hill,’ probably Saxon 
places of meeting ..... On Thursley Common is a large piece of 
water called ‘the Moat, which probably may have been the Mote 
place of the Saxons of Thursley (Thorsley) and Elstead (it is situated 
about midway between these villages); near this Moat and dividing 
the parishes of Thursley and Peper Harrow is a boundary stone still 
called *Cricklestone’ (from the British word Cricele, a stone), and 
near this again is a farm, called ‘the Borough.” Mr. Lasham derives 
the name Elstead from the Saxon goddess Helle or Hella, the goddess 
of death, in connection with this Bontire Hull. Elstead is spelt 
Hellestead in the Waverley Auuals. 
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three remarkable mounds of natural formation—and the 
Devil’s Punchbowl ”—the latter famous for its con- 
nection with the murder of a sailor on Hindhead in 
1786—are significant local names. The tombstone of 
the murdered sailor, which stands in Thursley Church- 
yard, to the west of the church, is a very famous object 
of pilgrimage.’ 

Unlike the mother-church of Witley, the chapel of 
Thursley is not mentioned in Domesday.? If there were 
a predecessor of the present building in pre-Conquest 
times it was probably of wood. 

As will be seen by a reference to the plan (Plate 4), 
the chapel dates from the Norman period, and, judging 
by the font and one original window which still remain, 
it was built early in the style—perhaps before 1100. I 
have based the plan upon one most courteously placed 
at my disposal by our member, Mr. J. W. Penfold, who 
acted as architect for an enlargement of the building in 
1883-4. Prior to this it had received the addition of a 
north aisle and vestry, at the hands of Mr. Benjamin 
Ferrey, in about the year 1860. 

These successive alterations have inevitably greatly 
affected the archzological interest of the building. I 
have therefore judged it best to bring it back on paper, 
with the aid of the plan lent to me and Cracklow’s 
drawing (Plate 3), to its pre-restoration condition. In 
1883-4 the west and south walls of the nave were partly 
removed and the area added to in both directions by the 
erection of a transept, baptistery, ete. A new porch and 
east window replaced these features in the old building. 

After all these changes, however, the most interesting 


features of the little chapel remain, and these may now 
be briefly described. 


1 Two popular novelists—Dickens, in Nicholas Nickleby and the 
Rev. 8. Baring-Gould, in his Broom Squire, have immortalized this 
murder. ‘The three murderers and their victim (whose name has never 
been discovered) are represented in a rude carving on the tombstone, 
and underneath is an inscription recording the facts of the tragedy. 

2 Tuesley, near Godalming, had a church, or chapel, mentioned in 
Domesday. The foundations of this, which have recently been 
brought to light, show it to have been a small stone building, pre- 
sumably pre-Conquest in date. 
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The chapel is famous for its lofty wooden steeple, 
rising’ almost from the centre of the nave—a com- 
paratively unusual position.’ This steeple is boarded 
on the outside, and terminates in a tapering shingled 
spire. It still retains on its south face a large old dial, 
in place of a clock; but above this louvred openings 
have been introduced which do not appear in Cracklow’s 
drawing. Mr. Penfold informs me that he raised the 
bell chamber 3 feet at the late restoration. The timber 
construction on which this steeple is carried is very 
remarkable for its great massiveness. Four huge up- 
rights, measuring on the square about 2 feet 6 inches, 
with hollow chamfers roughly worked on the doubly 
recessed angles, rise from the nave floor, and great 
arches of oak spring from these and span the nave. 
The curves of these arches are four-centred or ellipti- 
cal, and they have a hollow chamfer on their edges. 
Between them are two other arches of similar shape, 
but rising from a cross beam on either side (north and 
south), which is carried by a low four-centred arch 
at right angles to the others.” The position of these 
can best be understood by a reference to the plan, but 
the extraordinary solidity of the construction must be 
seen to be appreciated. I do not think we have any 
wooden bell-turret quite as massively built in Surrey. 


' These timber bell-towers or turrets are commonly found at the 
western end of the church, as at Warlingham in the eastern part of the 
county (S. A. C., Vol. XVID), and Elstead, in this immediate neigh- 
bourhood. But in Cracklow’s drawings of Hascombe and Hambledon 
Churches—both in south-west Surrey—the wooden steeples are shown 
rising from the centre of the nave. These two churches have been 
rebuilt, or greatly altered, in the latter part of the 19th century. 
Thursley, therefore, possesses an unique distinction in the position of 
its steeple. Dunsfold and Alfold Churches in this neighbourhood, 
Crowhurst, Tandridge, and Warlingham (originally) are good Surrey 
examples of timber bell-turrets rising to some elevation above the nave 
roof and resting upon a more or less elaborate construction of beams, 
posts, and braces. These are contained within the church walls. But 
the churches of Leigh, Newdigate, Horne, Burstow and (originally) 
Ilorley, have external wooden bell-towers. I have referred to these in 
a footnote on p. 102, Vol. XIV, S. A. C. See also S. A. C., Vol. V1, 
pp- 15, 268, and Vol. III, p. 39. 

* As at Alfold. See plate opposite p. 15, Vol. VI, S. A. C. 
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The Alfold turret, though very strongly built, has 
smaller timbers. The wooden beliry of Rogate Church, 
not many miles away, in north-west Sussex, which has 
many points of resemblance, is the nearest in point of 
size and the scantling of timbers.’ 

There is one medieval bell, with an illegible black 
letter inscription. ‘ 

Coming to the Church itself, we find that the main 
fabric is of Early Norman date (circa 1100), although 
there is some doubt as to the chancel, which may have 
been rebuilt in the Early English period. The plaster- 
ing which covers such of the old walls that remain pre- 
vents any certain decision upon this point. Perhaps the 
original chancel was a small apse, as in the little down 
chapels of Up-Waltham and North Marden, West Sussex. 
The north wall of the chancel is singularly blank; and 
while the east window is modern, the south windows are 
rude 13th century lancets. ‘That to the west has been 
raised in the wall since Cracklow’s view was taken. It 
appears originally to have been a low side window. 

The nave retains only one of its original windows—a 
small round-headed opening, somewhat widely splayed, 
in the north wall. Fortunately it was preserved when 
the aisle was added, and it now looks into the aisle. 
There must have been another Norman window, and, 
probably, a small door in this wall. Two other little 
windows and a larger door perhaps faced these in the 
south wall, and there was another window (of which I 
believe the internal arch remained till the late restora- 
tion) in the upper part of the west wall. The south 
door and a lancet in the western part of the south wall 
probably replaced the earlier openings. They have now 


1 This Rogate belfry has heen altered, and to some extent re- 
constructed, by Mr. Penfold. Tangmere Church, West Sussex, displays 
another such piece of splendid mediwval carpentry. The 14th century 
wooden bell-tower of Worth Chureh, Sussex, which used to stand 
over the north transept, was destroyed at the restoration 30 years ago. 
Mr. Ralph Nevill, in bis very interesting paper on Alfold Church, 
suggests the following order of construction for this group :—Elstead, 


Dunsfold, Thursley (aud Rudgwick, Sussex), Alfold. 
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themselves been removed, together with the porch 
(? Early English), in the last century restorations. The 
large two-light windows with ‘ Churchwarden ” tracery 
in the eastern part of the south wall of the nave and 
the east wall of the chancel were perhaps originally

how to obtain a fine effect with the humblest of mate- 
rials and an almost entire absence of ornament. It 
is built in hard chalk-rag, and the bold sweep of its 
plainly chamfered orders—continued without a break, 
round arch and jambs—gives an appearance of great 
dignity. An arrangement of pyramidal stops finishes 
the junction between the chamfered jambs and the plain 
square lower jamb of somewhat unusual height. Within 
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the arch is the base of a screen of very solid construction 
and of fifteenth century date, and in the chancel are 
some remains of coeval seating, worked in with much 
new material. The corbel, shewn in Fig. 7, on the 
north of the chancel arch, is worked in a dark stone 
(? Purbeck marble), and may have served the purpose 
of an image bracket in connection with an altar at the 
Rood-screen, or else as one of the supports of the gallery 
of the screen itself. There is a small piscina of Early 
English date in the south wall. 

The roofs of the nave and chancel are mostly of the 
ancient timbers, squarely cut and in excellent preser- 
vation. They are of black oak and very massive: some 
of the beams are of unusual size for so small a building. 

Last, but not least in interest, we come to the font 
(Fig. 8), a large, circular, tub-shaped block of hard local 
stone.’ It is of early Norman 


moulding encircling it lower 
down. Probably this moulding 
served the practical purpose of 
giving a grip for the chain or 
rope by which this huge block 
was hoisted about between the 
quarry and the Church. This 
font seems to belong to a group 
of early fonts in Surrey and 
Sussex, comprising those of Alfold (Surrey), er Yap- 
ton, Walberton, Littlehampton, Tangmere and Didling 
(Sussex). The poscan oe pattern occurs on the rim of 
Yapton font, and a variation of it on the top of the rim 
of Walberton font.

HE following Accounts are in continuation of those 

which have been previously’ printed. 

It may be noted that very few entries of burials 
appear in the concluding portion of Book No. 1. 

On page 118, mention is made of a payment in aid 
of the “ Rogues” (7.¢., prisoners) in the Kingsbench, 
but on page 120 and in succeeding entries they are at 
the White Lion* (Southwark). 

Allusion is made incidentally to the shooting butts 
on page 131. A facsimile of this page is given. 

The statute regulating the use of caps and hats 
(13 Eliz., ec. 19, 1570) is purchased; see page 137. 

On page 141 occurs “ Brazil Mill”; here brazil dye 
was prepared, cf Cuaucer, ‘‘to dighen with brazile.” 
On the same page is an allusion to a great catch of 
salmon in the River Thames. The Lord Mayor had 
settled the quarrel between the tenants of Wandsworth 
and those of Putney as to the right of fishing in the 
Thames. There exists in the Guildhall Muniment Room 
a letter dated 16 June, 1582, from William, Lord Burgh- 
ley, relating to this dispute. A list of those assessed to 
supply the Queen with hay is given on the same page, 
and is continued on the next: also on page 19 in

John Edwin is Vicar, 1561—1585. On 20 Jan., 1578 
(21 Eliz.), he and his son Guevedecaell had a lease 
granted them for 50 years at a yearly rent of £5, of 
practically the whole of the parish property. The deed 
is still in existence and in custody of the Town Clerk of 
Wandsworth. He died in 1585, and was succeeded by 
Jerom Shepherd, B.A. In 1596, Robert Allen, M.A., 
was appointed Vicar. Edmund Goodchild is styled 
Minister in 1576. 

In 1597, the gallery in the Church was built, and 
the “ Batchellers” contributed 2s. 9d. towards the cost. 
The great wind of 21 March (36 Eliz.) is mentioned. 

On page 24, is recorded that a piece of a ‘‘Cope” was 
purchased to make a “ pulpitt Cloth” for the new pulpit.

THE ARCHDEACONS OF SURREY.

7% following list was prepared for the Ecclesiastical 

History Section of the Victoria History of Surrey, 
but was excluded by the rules of the history. Mr. 
Manning made out a list, in Manning and Bray, J/istory 
of Surrey, I, \xxvi, and Mr. Bray made some additions to 
it. The following does not differ very much from theirs, 
but some slight alterations have been found necessary, 
especially in dates—their opening date is wrong—and 
the sources of information have been checked. Possibly 
further corrections are possible, which I have over- 


looked. The list has been continued down to the 
present time :— 


THE ARCHDEACONS OF SURREY. 
A.D. 

1128. Srernen the Archdeacon, probably of Surrey, as he was not 
the Archdeacon of Winchester, witnessed the foundation 
charter of Waverley Abbey.! 


1130, Rowert, Archdeacon of Surrey, eo nomine, witnessed the 
charter of Henry de Blois to Waverley.”. Le Neve says that 
he was still the Archdeacon in 1171, and refers to the 

Winchester Annals, but they do not seem to confirm the 

statement. 


Sussex Archeological Collections, Vol. VIII, p. 53, quotes 

a charter given to Dureford Priory, cirea 1189—1196, 
which is witnessed by Master R., Archdeacon of Surrey. 
This cannot be the same Robert, unless there is an error 
in the date of the charter.

1230-39. Lucas pes Rocues, a kinsman of the bishop no doubt, was 
Archdeacon in these years.‘ 


1247. Master Watrer, as Archdeacon of Surrey, witnessed Bishop 
William Rayleigh’s charter to Farnham, Feb. 9th, 1246-7.° 
He was the same as Walter, Archdeacon of Surrey, who was 
made the King’s Proctor at Rome on Nov. 12th, 1251 ;° 
and as Walter Bronescomb, who had been Archdeacon of 
Surrey, and was consecrated to Exeter in 1258." 


1259. Oxiver Tracy was appointed by the King ;* but set aside by 
the Pope. 


1259. Perer pe Sancto Mario was appointed by the Pope, and 
succeeded in establishing his claim.” He exercised the 
office for many years, and is said by Le Neve, quoting a 
Cottonian MS., to have died in 1296; but a license to go

1296. THomaAs DE SKERNYNG was appointed on the death or resigna- 
tion of Peter.2 He died in 1300.8 


1300. pe Barton admitted He was dead in 1327.5 


1327. Wittiam Ince.® He was involved in violent quarrels with 
his successive bishops, Stratford and Orleton, beginning 
with his refusal to pay a stipulated sum annually to the 
Vicar of Farnham, and extending to his refusal to admit the 
right of Bishop Orleton to exercise any jurisdiction in Surrey 
to the prejudice of the office and authority of the Archdeacon. 
He was so extremely violent, even assaulting the Bishop, 
striking him on the mouth with a folded sermon, that he 
incurred excommunication, His conduct gives a reasonable 
colour to the alleged subject of dispute in medieval univer- 
sities. An Archidiaconus salvi possit. He also had a 
violent quarrel with the townsmen of Kingston.’ He finally 
submitted, however, and died probably in 1348, for he was 
still rebuilding the church at Farnham, presumably as Rector 
and Archdeacon, when he died.® 


1348. RicHarp VAUGHAN was confirmed in the office.® 


1367. Joun pe Epyneron, no doubt a kinsman of the bishop, and 
appointed during his episcopate, 1345-66, was Archdeacon 
in this year, when he obtained leave of absence.!° He also 
presented to Farnham Vicarage in 1367.4 He was accused 
in 1368 of embezzling the money left by William Inge for 
the completion of the chancel of Farnham Church.” He 
died in 1397.

in this year.® 


Oxiver Dynnam was collated to the Archdeaconry in this 
year.” Manning quotes his will, dated 1500, from the 


Prerog. Office, Canterbury, in which, he styles himself 
Archdeacon of Surrey. 


CunisToPHER BaInsRIDGE witnessed bishop Langton’s will 
as Archdeacon of Surrey in this year; it is quoted by 
Manning from the Prerog. Office, Canterbury. He presented

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to the Vicarage of Farnham as Archdeacon in 1502.) At 
the end of 1503 he was made Dean of York, so probably 
resigned the Archdeaconry. He was later Archbishop of 
York and Cardinal. Christopher Urswick is given as Bain- 
bridge’s successor by Le Neve, p. 292, but apparently at a 
mistaken date at least, 1501, as Bainbridge held the office in 
1502. Urswick held many preferments simultaneously, and 
may have had this among others at a later date, but not 


probably, as Fox’s Registers are complete, and do not 
mention him. 


1510: Matrtnew Laune was Archdeacon.2 He resigned the office 
before 1520. He was receiving a pension out of the reve- 
nues in 1522, when John Stokesley was made Archdeacon.* 


1520, Joun Fox, probably a kinsman of the bishop, resigned the 
Archdeaconry of Surrey for that of Winchester in this 
year.! 


1520. WittiaAm Roxesy, already Archbishop of Dublin, was collated 
in this year,® and died in 1421. 


1522. Joun Stokestey was collated this year.6 He resigned in 
1530. He is well known for the part which he took in 
forwarding Henry the Eighth’s divorce, a service which won 
him the see of London. 


1530. Epwarp Lere was collated this year.’ He was made Arch- 
bishop of York the next year. 


1531. Tromas Bawrn, alias WititaMs,’ on the consecration of 
Lee. He was dead in 1557, when his successor presented 
to the Vicarage of Farnham. He must have held the office 
through the Edwardian, and probably also the Marian, 
ecclesiastical changes. 


1557. Epmunp Mervyn presented to the Vicarage of Farnham as 
Archdeacon, Dee. 20th 1557." He was deprived by Eliza- 
beth in 1559.

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Joun Watson succeeded Mervyn at an uncertain date, but 
probably after Horne became Bishop in 1560.'_ He resigned 
in 1572,? having been Dean of Winchester for two years 
already. He had helda stall at Winchester under Edward VI 
and Mary, and was made Chancellor of St. Paul’s under the 
latter. He succeeded Horne, who died in 1579, as Bishop of 
Winchester in 1580.

He was Archdeacon in 1586, when 
proceedings were taken against Udal, the Puritan, at Kings- 
ton. The Registers are silent, but are imperfect. Le Neve 
puts his death in 1605. 


Artuur Lake.’ He resigned on his promotion to the see of 
Bath and Wells in 1616, a preferment which he owed to the 
temporary favour of his brother, Sir Thomas Lake, then the 
Secretary of State. 


GreorGe He was Rector of Exeter College, 
Oxford, in 1642. He had been a Chaplain to Prince Charles 
when appointed Archdeacon, but got into trouble for writing 
against the Spanish marriage. He was a pluralist, holding 
a Devonshire living as well as Farnham Rectory and the 
Archdeaconry, and latterly his Rectorship at Oxford. But 
it does not appear from the acts of the Committee of Plundered 
Ministers that his Rectory of Farnham was sequestrated, 
though the Vicarage was. He was probably not out of 
touch with the Calvinists. He did not reside at Oxford 
while the King was there in the war time. His Arch- 
deaconry was of course abolished by Act of Parliament. 
He died at his Devonshire living, Heanton, in 1649.

COUNTY OF SURREY IN 1593 OR 1594.

HE Series of Lay Subsidy and Hearth Tax Rolls 

preserved in the Public Record Office is well known 

to the merest tyro in record searching, but it is a 

question whether their great value is properly estimated 
from a genealogical point of view. 

In the former we have the names and surnames of the 
householders in a county, the amount at which the lands 
or goods are assessed, and the sum claimed for the King ; 
occasionally, too, their official position or trade occupation 
is mentioned and the name of the estate: in the latter 
we get the names of all the chief heads of households 
in the towns and villages and the number of the hearths, 
from which we may form an approximate idea of the 
size of the dwelling. Thus these records form a di- 
rectory of the inhabitants in the year of the reign for 
which the returns are made. 

Let us assume that the inquirer has reason to believe 
that his progenitors (or the family for which he is 
searching) came from a particular county, and that for 
aught he knows to the contrary they may have resided 
there for centuries ; what better course can he adopt in 
beginning his inquiry than by making a careful search 
through the subsidy rolls of that county? He will 
probably discover four or five families of the same name 
im various parts of the county, and by carefully working

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out their descendants he will most likely be able to 
connect one of them with the individual sh ancestors 
he is seeking. 

The following assessments for the borough of South- 
wark and the several hundreds of Surrey were made in 
virtue of the Act 35 Elizabeth, cap. 13, and have been 
selected for publication here because they are unusually 
complete for the county, and are wie A in an excel- 
lent state of preservation. By this Act the unprece- 
dented course was taken of granting the Crown three 
entire subsidies, the reason for so liberal a grant being 
alleged to be ‘ the puissant and mighty forces for some 
few years past brought against the realm.” At the 
same time the grant was not to be drawn into a prece- 
dent, the Commons adding, “and therefore because 
these our doings shall remain in perpetual record to 
the view of all posterities hereafter, we most humbly 
beseech your most excellent Majesty that with your 
gracious favour we may testify and express that our 
intention is that this which we have now done upon so 
extraordinary and urgent a necessity to so good and 
gracious a Princess be not drawn into a precedent for 
the times to come.” Nevertheless, when the period over 
which the collection of the subsidies was spread had 
expired, a further grant of three whole subsidies was 
again made, and in later reigns even more were granted 
under one Act of Parliament. 

Each subsidy consisted of 2s. 8d. in the pound from 
subjects having £3 and more in personalty, and of 4s. 
in the pound on lands of 20s. per annum and upwards. 
Aliens in each case had to pay double these rates. 

The payment of the three subsidies granted by the 
Act of 35 Elizabeth was to be spread over four years, 
the first two subsidies being paid each at one payment 
in the first two years, whilst the third subsidy was 
divided into two payments, that on personalty at 1s. 8d. 
and ls., and that on land at 2s. 8d. and 1s. 4d., to be 
paid respectively in the third and fourth years. 

The assessment for the first subsidy was to be made 
on or before Ist October 1593, and the money was to 
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be paid into the Exchequer before the following 12th 
February. Corresponding days of the month, each at 
a year’s interval, were fixed for the assessment and pay- 
ment of the second subsidy and the two payments of 
the third. 

With one exception, the assessments which follow 
were all made for the first subsidy, and form therefore 
a return of the better-to-do inhabitants of the county 
in the year 1593. The exception is the hundred of 
Brixton, for which the assessment for the second subsidy 
(1594) has been printed, owing to the fact that the 
assessment for the first subsidy escaped notice until the 
one transcribed was in type. On comparing the two 
assessments, it was thought that the changes in the popu- 
lation of this hundred which had taken place between 
the two years were not sufficiently important to warrant 
the appearance of the volume being delayed at the last 
moment by the cancelling of the sheets containing the 
return printed by inadvertence. 

The assessments which are included in the present 
volume are those for the borough of Southwark, and the 
hundreds of Brixton, Emleybridge, Copthorne, and 
Effingham. The lists of foreigners or strangers in 
Southwark and Brixton hundred which are contained 
in these subsidy rolls, have already been printed by the 
Messrs. R. E. G. and E. F. Kirk in the Returns of Aliens 
dwelling in the City and Suburbs of London (Huguenot 
Society’s Publications, Vol. X), and their readings have 
been followed in most cases where there was any diffi- 
culty as to the orthography of the names. The assess- 
ments for the remaining testo’ of the county will 
follow in a future volume. 

A few words of explanation will probably be necessary 
to those to whom these subsidy rolls are as yet as an 
unknown land. Of the two columns of sums, that to 
the left represents the total value either in goods or 
lands on which the assessment was made, whilst the 
right-hand column shows the amount towards the 
subsidy which the assessed was required to pay. The 
assessments were no doubt purely arbitrary, and must 
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not be taken as affording any real indication of the 
wealth of those concerned. What, however, they do 
perhaps show is the relative positions of the inhabitants 
of each parish in regard to wealth, whether in actual 
fact or in the common opinion of the neighbourhood. 

The rol's, when drawn up by the Commissioners ap- 
poke to make the various assessments, were then 

anded over to those whom these Commissioners had 
assigned to collect the sums shown in the right-hand 
column. Naturally, when the collectors set about their 
task, they found difficulties. People had left the parish 
since the assessment was made or were already taxed in 
some other parish. In the latter case a note was written 
in the left-hand margin of the roll against the name, 
which is usually underlined, to some such effect as 
exo" hic eo qd fF in,” that is, “he is discharged 
(exoneratur) here because he answers (vespondet) in” such 
and such a parish. When the person had left the parish, 
or had no property in it on which distraint could be 
levied, the collectors made a separate certificate or 
affidavit, and against the names of all such persons in 
the subsidy roll was written “af” or “ affidd.” These 
certificates, containing the names of those who for some 
reason or another did not pay, are frequently found 
amongst the subsidy rolls in the Public Record Office. 
The precise significance of the note “ on” (oneratur, he 
is charged), against some of the entries, is a little more 
difficult to decide. Perhaps those against whose names 
it appears had not paid on the first application of the 
collectors, and some doubt may have existed as to their 
liability, a doubt which was afterwards decided in their 
disfavour.'

GUILDOWN AND THE PILGRIMS’ WAY. 


With reference to Mr. Nevill’s interesting Notes in Vol. XVII of 
our Collections, I should like to say that the earliest mention of the 
name Guildown, which I know, is in Geoffrey Gaimar’s 1’ Histoire 
des Engles, line 4815, where earl Godwine is said to have met the 
Etheling Alfred En sum le mont de Geldesdone. ‘The Anglo-Saxon 
Chronicle does not specify the place ; other early authorities say at 
Guildford. Alfred had sailed from Wissant, had therefore presumably 
landed in Kent, and was going to Winchester. He was therefore, 
apparently, travelling by the old ridgeway along the downs. This 
mention of Guildown, and by implication of the road, is eirea 1140 a.p. 

In 1192 both are specifically mentioned. In the Pipe Roll, 4 Rich. I, 
m. 8d, the knights of Surrey owe 60 marks for the disafforesting of 
Surrey from the river Waie to Kent, and from Strata de Geldedon ad 
meridiem quantum Surreia durat, or in modern language, from the old 
Farnham road south to the Sussex border. This is of course the old 
ridgeway, on the Hog’s Back, not the lower road, the reputed Pilgrims’ 
Way through the villages. Itis in Richard I’s time a well-known line 
to be used as an obvious boundary. It was a very primitive way, I 
suppose, for it does not run from one English village to another. 

I agree with Mr. Nevill that the early occurrence of the name 
Guildown rather damages the probability of the usual derivation of 
Guildford. I would not dogmatise as to what that is, but the d seems 
to be an integral part of the name. In Domesday it is Geldeford, and 
in Alfred’s will it has the d also, East Guildford, near Rye, is I take 
it only a borrowed name. At any time when Celtic languages were 
talked in South Britain, the site of East Guildford was under high 
water-mark, probably it was so much later than that.!

THE DERIVATION OF WALWORTH. 


The derivation of Walworth, from Wall, no doubt seems obvious 
enough. The arguments, however, by which it is supported in the 
note at the end of Vol. XVII of our Collections, are open to some 
objections. In the first place, the geographer Ptolemy does not say, as 
the writer of the note assumes him to say, that London was south of 
the Thames. He describes the position of the British tribes of the 
south, in an order from west to east, roughly, for he does not assert 
that a tribe which he calls next to another is precisely in the same 
latitude. He mentions the Atrebates, and then says, next to these are 
the Cantii and their towns, Londinium, Durvernum, Rhutupie. What 
he does imply is that the Cantii were north of the Thames as well as 
south of it. There is no great difficulty in believing this. Ethelbert, 
king of the Kentishmen, was lord of London, in after years, and put in 
the first bishop. According to the Chronicle, the Kentishmen whom 
the Jutes defeated fled to London, as if it were then their fortress. ‘To 
judge from the Domesday spelling of Waleorde, it might as well be 
Wallingworth as Wall-worth, as Waletone is Wallington. If so it 
was the Worth of a people, the Wallings. We may conjecture that 
they were Welshmen, it cannot be proved; but I take it that the 
conjunction of Worth with a tribal name is more common than its 
appearance with a word like Wall. It is not beyond question that 
Walbrook has anything to do with a wall either. Stangate is probably 
the old road leading to the ford at Westminster before London Bridge 
was built. Gate is used for a road in the South of England, though 
the fact has been needlessly questioned. I leave out the improbability 
of the Romans surrounding an uninhabitable tidal marsh, such as most 
of Lambeth and Southwark was, with a wall, and building a city on 
it, and the complete disappearance of such a city afterwards, except 
for a bridge-head at Southwark.

A FIND OF TILES, ETC., AT BANSTEAD. 


A fleld called Board Field on the Lambert estate, on the south side 
of Banstead churchyard, has recently been sold to the schoolmaster 
(Mr. Knibbs) as a building plot. He, in excavating for flints, bas 
come across a large quantity of tiles, some of which have a blue line 
between the red outside and inside, some large blocks of stone, a little 
stained glass which fell to pieces and turned white on being exposed 
to the light, and some fragments of pottery, and a portion of a capital 
carved in a fleur-de-lys of the usual chalk stone found in these parts. 
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I have one complete tile which measures 13 x 8 inches. Among my 
papers is a presentment of the Homage of the Manor in 1421 to the 
effect that “from the time whereof memory is not the Vicar of Banstede 
ought to repair the close round the manor, videlicet, on the east head 
of the cemetery from the postern-gate to the garden of the Prior of 
St. John of Jerusalem.” [| think the remains I have referred to must, 
from their situation, have formed part of some buildings belonging to 
the Knights of St. John, but there is no record at St. John’s Gate, 
nor can I find one in Dugdale, of any house of the Order here. 

The discovered remains have been given to the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem, and will be kept in the Library at St. John’s Gate.

On the reverse of the mutilated inscription to John and Agnes 
Welbek, 1478, in Putney Chureh, is another inscription to Jolin 
and Isabel Thorp, parents of Sir William Thorp, formerly master of 
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this college. This inscription, which measures 17} by 4 inches, has at 
either end three large pear-shaped drops, two and one, but now much 
obscured by the modern fastenings of the hinges used to enable the 
plate to be turned over. It reads thus: 


Wic iacent Iohes Thorp et Lsabella ux’ cius 
parentes dni THillmi Thorp nup magistri 
isti’ collegii quot’ alab p’picict’ Deus Amen. 


A Willixm Thorp was master of the college at St. Laurence, 
Pountney, from 1426 to 1433, and from 1433 to 1437 was at St. Mary, 
Abechureb.! In his will, proved in 1437, he is described as * clerk of 
St. Laurence, Pulteney.”

CHELSHAM CHURCH. 


Our Member, Mr. Charles Fox, has been good enough to call 
attention to an inaccuracy in my notes upon this church in S.A. C., 
Vol. XV, p. 61, where I stated that the restoration was carried out 
by the late Sir Gilbert Scott. Mr. Fox, quoting a letter from Mr. 
A. S$. Daniell, of Fairchildes, Chelsham, says that the architect was a 
Mr. Spencer, and the restoration was in some degree influenced by 
plans which were drawn for his (Mr. Daniell’s) father by Mr. Bodley. 

As a matter of fact, however, Sir Gilbert Scott was consulted by 
the late Mr. Wadsworth, the then incumbent of Warlingham-cum- 
Chelsham (so an old resident informs me, who had his faets from 
Mr. Wadsworth) ; but his plans were laid aside apparently. Mr. John 
Oldrid Seott tells me he has made inquiries, but cannot find that his 
father did anything at the church. 

I referred in my notes to the insertion of a chancel arch at the 
restoration where none had before existed ; and Mr. Daniell adds to 
this that there was “a strueture of Timber and Plaster dividing the 
chancel from the nave before the restoration of 1871.” 

This is an interesting piece of information, as there was a precisely 
similar screen, or-drop arch, formed of rough timbers plastered, in the 
sister Church of Warlingham down to quite a recent date. It had 
“softly and silently vanished away,” however, before the restoration 
for which I acted as architect, in 1893-4, took place,—a fact to be the

more regretted as it displayed traces of a 15th century painting upon 
its western face. I have preserved a slight sketch of this, made 
in 1881. 

These timber and plaster sereens or divisions- between nave and 
chancel must at one time have been fairly common in the smaller and 
poorer village churches. Doubtless they were partly formed to display 
a painting, or to serve as a background for the Rood. The angels and 
bunches of grapes at Warlingham may have formed such a background. 
Seareity of building stone also helps to account for them. Elstead 
Church, in the western part of the county, has a very perfect and 
interesting example of these timber and plaster partitions, wisely 
preserved at the restoration some years ago: while the remains of a 
very similar one are still to be seen in the ruined Church of Treyford, 
north-west Sussex. 

It is worth while noting here that Chelsham Church formerly 
possessed sedilia in the south wall of the chancel, under the lancet 
window shown in my drawing (opp. p. 65, Vol. XV, S. A.C.) ; but 
they were destroyed when the walls were wainscoted, early in the 19th 
century, I believe. The blank space beneath the windows certainly 
suggests the former existence of such a feature.
